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THE 


RULES 

OF THE 

NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 

OP 

LONDON. 


I. — Object. 

This Society is established for the encouragement and 
promotion of Numismatic Science. 

IL— OoHSTITXmON. 

1. The Society shall consist of Members and Honorary 
Members. 

2. The affairs of the Society shall be under the manage- 
ment and direction of a Council, consisting of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, one Treasurer, one Librarian, two 
Secretaries, and ten other Members of the Society. 

III. — Election op the Cotjnoil. 

3. The President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Librarian, 
Secretaries, and other ten Members of the Council, shall be 
elected by Ballot at every Annual General Meeting. 

4. Six only of the ten Members of the Oouneil shall be 
eligible in the same capacity for the ensuing year. 
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VL — Honobaet Members, 

1 7. Every person eminent in Numismatic S cience shall be 
eligible as an Honorary Member; but when proposed must 
be recommended by three or more Membei^s, agreeably to 
the form No. 3, in the Appendix. 

18. The mode of proposing and balloting for an Honorary 
Member shall be the same as that prescribed in the case of 
an ordinary Member; but no person shall be Ijallotcd for 
as an Honorary Member unless the Council shall have 
previously approved of him as a Candidate. 

19. Whenever a person shall have been elected an 
Honorary Member, the Secretary shall inform him ihcreol', 
and forward to him his Diploma, drawn up agreeably to 
the form prescribed by the Council. 

20. Honorary Members shall not have tho right of 
holding any Office in tho Society, but may receive the 
Publications of the Society, 

VIL — Council. 

21. The Council shall have tlio management and dii*<x;tiou 
of all the affairs of the Society, subject to the control of the 
General Meetings. 

22. The Council shall meet at the house or apiirtnuiuts 
of the Society, once at least, in every month during tho 
Session; and due notice of each Meeting shall bo sent, l>y 
one of tho Secretaries, to every Member thereof, five of 
whom shall form a (quorum. 

23. All questions shall be decided in tho Council by 
open vote, 

24. The Council shall draw up a Report on tlie state of 
the affairs of the Society, to he presented at the Aiiruial 
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General Meeting, In tins Report shall bo given an Abstract 
of their Proceedings daring the year, 

25. Mhautes of the Proceedings of the Council shall bo 
taken l)y one of the Secretaries, which sliall be afterwai’ds 
fairly entered into the hlinute Book ; and, liaviiig been read 
over at the next Meeting of the Council, shall ])0 signed by 
the President, or other Member then in the chaii*. 

VIIL— Obdinaiiy Mketingis, 

26. TJio Ordinary Meetings of the Society shall be hold 
on the tliii-d Thursday in every juonth, from November to 
June, Loth inclusive. 

27. BusiucHS shall commence at seven o’cloi'k in the 
evening precisely, w]u3u the MiimtOH of the j^roceding 
Ordinary Meeting shall be n^ad. 

28. The business at ilm Ordinary MeclIngH sliall bo to 
propose audlmllotfor MouiIktk; to announce such Donations 
as may hav(j Ihmmi inad(3 to thii Sfxdidy ; to read Communi- 
cations relating to Nuinisuiaiie Kcienct*, and the. subjt,‘<*ts 
connected therewith; and to proceed upon any other subject 
which ina,y have l>eeu aulhoris(Hl by tla? Ctnmeil, 

29. Etery Mt^mbt^r shall have (he privilegii »)f introdma’iig 
a Visitor at any of tlaj Ordinary Meetings, on wriliug the 
name of sueli Visitor oj>i)os!to to Ills own name?, in a book 
providetl Ibr that inirp<»se, 

IX.-— Annual Geneual M.KimN0(. 

3(h A (jreiHH'iil Mooting shall he held annually, on tlm 
tliird Thursday in June., at 7 r.M., to re(H‘ive the Rt‘pori 
of the Couneil on iho shite of the yocioty; to didmnine 
such quostiouH as may bo proposed rolativE^ to the uiluirs of 
the Soeioty ; ami to oloid. the OilieoH's for tlie ensuing ytmn 
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31. The President^ or other Member in the chair, shall 
appoint two or more Scrutineers from among the Members 
present, to superintend the Ballot during its progress, and 
to report the result to the Meeting. 

32. The Ballot shall commence at 7 P.M. and close 
at 8 P.M. 


X. — Altebation of Ettles. 

33. Whenever the Council may think it advisable to 
propose the enactment of any now Rule, or the alteration 
or re 2 ‘)eal of any existing Rule, they shall recommend the 
same to the Society at the Annual General Meeting, or at 
an Ordinary Meeting, notice whereof shall have beciii sent 
to each Member one fortnight previously. 

34. Any five Members may recommend any new Rnhi, 
or the alteration or repeal of any existing Rubs to iho 
Council, by letter, the ultimate docisirni in all cases resting 
with the Society. 

XL— Special OommitteEkS. 

35. Committees for forwarding Hi)Ocific objoets conned*, ted 
with Numismatic Science may, from time to tinui, l»c^ 
a 2 ^ 1 )ointed by the Council, to wlirnn ihoir Rcjpods sliall ]>o 
submitted. In the formation of these Committees, ih<« 
Council may request the assistance and advice of piu'SfmH 
not Members of the Society. 

XIL— President and ViOE-pKKSJDKNTs. 

36. The duty of the Prosident shall h(i to lake the (*hair 
at every Meeting of the Society and Council. 

37. In the absence of tlio Presidt^iit, one of iho Vice- 

Presidents, or, in their absence, the or one of 

the Members of the Council, shall takcj the chair, and 



conduct the business of the Meeting; and in case of the 
absence of all those Officers, the Mooting may elect any 
other Member present to take the chair, 

38. The President, or other Member in the cliair, shall 
not vote on any question brought l>eforo the Meeting, except 
where a casting vote bo necessary, in which case ho vshall 
he at liberty to give such casting vote. 

XIII, — Theasukbr, 

39. The Treasurer shall receive and pay all sums of 
money due to and by the Society; and shall keep a regular 
account of receipts and ]>ayiucnts in tlic mode wliich may 
seem most proper to the Council, who shall have the 
direction and control of the money in his hands, 

40. No sum of money jiayublo on account of the Society, 
amounting to five poumis and upwards, sluill bo j>aid, 
oxccj)l by order of tlie Coumdl, signed by the Prosuhmt, or 
other Member in the chair, and rr‘gistored by one of the 
Secr'etarios. 

41. The account, of tlu^ Tniasurer shall bo audited 
annually by two or more auditors, c.hosen by the Society at 
one of the tIir(M^ Ordinary Mo^ctings immodiatoly preceding 
the Annual Oiaieral Mooting, wlio shall rttjjort at siudi 
Annual General M(jeting the partioulars of tho roceipts 
and expiiiulituro of the past ycjar, tho liaianco in hand, and 
the general state of the funds and i)roperty of tlio Society; 
and sliall also lay on the tabic a list of the names of thoso 
Members who may be in am'ur for sums due at tlu* last 
Annual General Mc.eting, together wdth the amount of the 
same. 

42. The Treasurer may, with the approbation of tho 
Cluuneil, appoint a proper person to collect the annual 
(*ontribuliuns of tlie M embers.

XIV. — The Secretaries. 

43. The duties of the Secretaries shall bo to attend all 
the Meetings of the Society and of the Council ; to take 
Minutes of all their proceedings^ and cause them to be 
entered as early as possible in the proper books provided 
for that purpose. 

44. Their duty at the Ordinary Meetings shall also be to 
read the Minutes of the preceding Meeting ; to announce 
the Donations made to the Society since the last Meeting; 
to give notice of any candidate proposed for admission, or 
to be balloted for ; and to read the letters and pai)ers pre- 
sented to the Society ; but^ should any person bo desirous 
of reading his own paper, he shall be at liberty so to do, 
with permission of the Council. 

45. The Secretaries shall have tlio superintendence of 
all the persons employed by tho Society (exttept the Col- 
lector), and the management of tho corresijoiulenco of the 
Society, subject, however, to the direction and control of 
the Council. 

46. The Secretaries shall have the charge (under the 
direction of the Council) of Printing and Publishing the 
Proceedings and other papers of the Society. 

XV-— The Librart and Museum. 

47. The President, Secretaries, and Librarian, sliall 
have the superintendence of the Library and Cabinets of 
Coins and Medals, Casts, and other like pi'oper ty, and be u 
permanent Committee for that jjurpuse. 

48. A Catalogue of the Books presented to, or j)ur« 
chased by, the Society ; and of all Coins, Medals, Casts, 
and other like property, shall be kept under the superin- 
tendence of the above Committee, with the names of llie 
rcsiiective Donors. 
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XVL — The Common Seal and Deeds. 

49. The common Seal of the Society shall be a repre- 
sentation of the Symbols of Metals and Mintage, sur- 
rounded by the words, Sir/illim Sodetaiis Nimimutkce 
Lond'lnmsis. 

50. The Common Seal and Muniments ol* the Society 
shall be in the charge of tlie Library Coninuttee. 

51. The Common Seal shall not be aifixed to any Deed 
or Writing except at a Meeting of the Council, and by 
their authority; and such Deed or Writing shall then bo 
signed by the President, or other M(tmber hi the Chair, 
and by one of the Sed’otaries, and the i>articulars of the 
same entered in the Minute Book. 


XVll. — The PxtorEKTy oe the Society 

52. The Council shall ajipoint Ihreo Mcmboi's of tlio 
Society to act us Trustees of ilio property of the Society, 
and may !ii)j)oint (^Jicrs in their j)laec on any vaitancy 
occurring hy resignation or otherwise. Tlie Council shall, 
from time to time, decide on the mode of investing the 
property of the Sociedy, whi<di invcjHtment shall Ik^ made in 
the iiamcs of the Trust<‘es for the time being. 

53. Every Paj>or -which may be presented to the Society 
shall, in consc^cpieuce of such pimmlation, be considered as 
the prop(irty of the So<‘]ety, unhjss thertJ shall have !)een 
any previous (*ngag(mi<mt with its Author to the (contrary; 
and the OouiKal may jaiblish the sanus in any way and at 
any ihne that they may think projior, 

54. No Books, Pa|)orH, or other pi'ojjerty lielonging to 
the Society, shall ))o lent without leavt,^ of the Librarian ; 
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but eyeiy Member shall be at liberty to inspect the Books, 
CoinSj and Medals belonging to the Society; but no 
Moulds shall be taken without the consent of the Comioil. 

XVIII. — Donations and Bequests, 

55. Every Person who shall contribute to the Collection, 
to the Library, or to the genei’al Funds of tlie Society, 
shall be recorded as a Benefactor or Bciiofactrt^ss, and his 
or her name shall be read at the Annual General Meeting 
and be inserted in the next Eej^ort of the Proceedings.

And T direct that tlic same shall be delivered within six 
months after my decease. And I hereby declare that the 
receipt of such Trustees shall he an eflectual discharge to 
my Executors for the said Legacy.’’ 

3. Every person desirous of giving to the Society any 
Land, Houses, or other real lu’opcrty, for the general j)ur“ 
poses of the Society, is requested to take notice that any 
devise of real propt‘rty to the Society would bo void at 
Law under the Mortmain Act ; and that the proj^cr mode 
of proceeding in sucdi a case is to convey the Land, Houses, 
or other real property to th(3 Society by deed ; which detal, 
to be efibetive, must bo executed in the presence of two or 
more witucss(^s, twelve months before the death of the 
Donor, and enrolled in the Court of Chancery within six 
calendar months after its execution. 

It may bo proper, also, to add, for the infonnation of 
every person desirous of conveying to the Society any 
Land or other real property, or any interest connected with 
Land, or Money to bo laid out in land, or the proceeds of 
the sale of Land; that it is desirable that he sliould not 
proceed to carry his intention into execution without first 
consulting some professional person.

Mr. Madden read a paper upon the late popular discussion 
whether BRIT, or BRITT., as it appears upon the new bronze 
coinage, is the correct abbreviated form for the name of her 
Majesty's dominions. The paper is printed in the Numismatic 
Clironicle, Vol. XX. p. 190. 

Mr. Madden also communicated some remarks upon a rare 
medallion of Hadrian in the Museum collection, of gem -like 
workmanship, and with the figures of Hygeia and apparently 
Antinous on the reverse. This paper will be found incorporated

William Allen, Esq., of Winchmore Iltll, Southgate, was 
elected a member of the Society. 

Dr. A. Namur, Secretary of the Archmological S(*cicty of 
Luxembourg, was elected an honorary member. 

A short paper was read, “On Modern Art and the Now 
Bronze Coinage,” communicated by Sebastian Evans, Est^., 
M.A,, in which the grave artistic defects of the new issue were 
pointed out and commented upon. The pa]>cr will be found 
in the Numismatic Chronicle, Vol. I. p. 38, N.S. 

Mr, 0. Roach Smith exhibited casts of some ancient British 
coins in gold, found in a field called the Golden Piece, near 
Ryarsh, Kent, and now in the possession of the Rev. L. B, 
Larking, Mr. Roach Smith remarked that ho suspected tliat 
prior discoveries, of the same nature in the same field, gave it 
the name of the Golden Piece. The coins are as follows — 
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1 . — Portion of laur Gated liead, Avitli an apin'oacli to a face. 

— Disjointed horse, to the riglit, ^vith ])ellets, &e., 
above. (See “Coll. Ant./' Vol. L PL VL d,) 
One specimen. 

2. Olv, — Plain. 

Eev , — Disjointed horse, to the right, with pellet below. 

The exergue ornamented with semicircles, each 
containing a central dot, and j)laeed alternately. 
Pellets, L^’:c., above the horse. (►See ‘‘ Jluding,” 
PI. I. 3.) Three spechneus. 

3. OSt;.— Plain. 

Eev , — Similar to tlie last, but of coarser work and wider 
s])rcad. See NimuHinatic Cliruniclo, Vol. J. 
PI. 11.2. One sj>eeimen. 

Coins similar to the first have hecii found near Maidstone 
and Elhani, in Kent, and the other varieties are freipiont 
occurrence thrmigh the whole of the soutliern part of England, 
and are found occasionany on the Continent. 

The Pov, Professor JIchhIow exhibit ud the imj)rnsHiou of 
a small gold coin of IbiuonuuH (Oh. Head of Ceron, ti> left. 
Rev, Horse, standing, to right), said to have been found at 
Felixstow, Sullulk, where Koiuan coins and other anllriuities 
are constantly being found. If, as tbero ajipears good reason 
to suppose, tlio coin was really discovered there, it was ju'obably 
brought thitlier ])y one of the Homan Holdiers or ctJonists, at a 
period considerably posterior to that in ■which it was struck. 

Mr. Evans exhibited a drachma of Philij) Aritlauis, struck 
at Mitylcnc, in Lesbos, wliicb had been given to him at 
Aldborough, Suffolk, and which was stated to have been found 
beneatli the r(jots of an oak on its beijig grubbed up in Hen- 
dlcsham Park, a few miles from Aldborough. nierB was litJlo 
doubt that it liotl been found in the manner stated, but how the 
coin came into such a position it was inipossiblo to say. 

Mr. J. Y. Akennan, exhibited a idiotrigraph of a silver coin 
of CarausiuB, found in digging for the railway at Abingdon, and 
in the possession of Henry B. Godwin, Esep 
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IMP. OARAVSIVS. P.F.AVG— Bust, to left, 
with sceptre. 

— CONCORDIA MILITVM — Two right hands 
joined, on exergue R.S.B.. See Ncmismatic 
Chronicle, Vcl. J. p. 161, N.S. 

Mr. Vaux read a short account of four barbarous imitations 
by Merovingian kings of Byzantine solidi, found with a Saxon 
brooch at Sarre, in Kent. This notice, which was communi- 
cated by Mr. de Salis, will be found in the Numismatic 
Chronicle, Yol. I. p. 58, N.S. 

Mr. Bateman communicated an account of the discovery of 
some ancient British coins at Light Cliffe, near Halifax, in the 
year 1827. They comprised three gold coins of the ordinary 
Yorkshire type, with the legends volisios and dvmnocovkros, 
and one with the legend vep (retrograde) corf. The remark- 
able feature of this find was the discovery in the urn with them 
of a large number of Roman family denarii, and a few imperial^ 
including one of Caligula, thus affording an approximate date fur 
the deposit. See Numismatic Chronicle, Vol. I. p, 70, N.S. 

Mr. Webster exhibited a remarkable silver jetton, having on 
the obverse the full-blown rose of England, surrounded by lions, 
(fee., and with the legend sr dkvs NoniscvM qvxs oontua nos. 
On the reverse are three crowns, arranged one above another, 
with the legend ivstitia viutvtvm iiegina. lie w'as iuedinod 
to consider this curious piece to have been struck by the sup- 
porters of Lady Jane Grey. An account of it, by Mr, J. Evans, 
will be found in the Numismatic Chronicle, Vol. I. p, lOfI, N.H.

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Mr. J. J. Mickley, of Philadelpliia, comninnicated a drawing 
of a denier of John III., Duke of Brittany, diftering slightly 
from that engraved in the Revue Numisinatlque, Vol. XII. 
PL XVIJI. No. 7. 

The Hon. J. L. Warren crjininuuicatod an account of a 
remarkable jetton of Perkin Warbcck, of which an engraving 
has lately been given in the Revue Nvmhinati^ue by M. A, 
de Longperier. It will be found describeil in the Nniaismatic 
Chronicle, Vol. J. p. 32, N.S. 

Mr. Franks c(miinmiicated an account of a dud of silver coins 
at Idsworth, near Horndcan, Hants. They were two hundred 
and forty in number, and consisted of half-crowns, sliillings, and 
sixpences of Elkal^eth, James I., and Charles T. ; among the 
latter was a shilling struck at Exeter, with the date 10-14 on the 
reverse. 

Mr. Madden read an account of an unpublished variety of 
the pennies of EtLelstun, King of tlic East Angles, A.i). 825 
to 852. The pa[jer is printed in the Numismatic Chronicle, 
Vol. 1. p. 85, N.fc5.

Mr- Lockhart exhibited a barbarous tldrd-brass coin (struck 


I l*y M. JtobertH. 
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in imitation of those of Tetricus the Younger, with the sacrificial 
instruments on the ro verse), which he had lately picked up with 
some other relics of the Eoman period in an excavation made 
for a sewer at the corner of Blomfield Street, Finsbury. 

Mr. Lockhart also exhibited a number of Chinese medals, 
some of which were used as tokens for interchange between 
lovers during their courtship. These were of brass, some four 
or five inches in diameter, highly ornamented, and like brac- 
teates in their character, the work being rejjowsse. Other 
specimens exhibited the manner in which collections of medals 
were preserved among the Chinese, and the method in which 
the ‘‘ cash” or brass coins of that nation are cast. Borne Budd- 
hist medals, with Sanskrit inscriptions, usually jdaced in the 
foundations of houses, were also exhibited. 

Mr, Evans read a short paper on the medallions of Com- 
modus, which exhibit his head with the attributes of nereides 
on the obverse, and the Emperor (also in the character of 
Hercules) ploughing with a yoke of oxen on the reverse, which 
presents the legend herc. rom. coNurronr, with the year of 
the consulate and tribunitian power. Mr, Evans remarked on 
the causes which led Oommodus to assume the character of 
Hercules, and gave some account of the gladiatorial exploits 
which he had performed in justification of this assumjition. 
He then proceeded to comment on the reverse, which comme- 
morates the insane desire of Oommodus to bo regarded as the 
founder of Eome, a city to which lie gave the name of Colunia 
Oommodiana: ita j^omcer km he is represented, on those medal- 
lions, as ploughing out with a yoke of oxen. Wo learn from 
history of a golden statue of Oommodus ploughing with a yoke 
of oxen, from which, possibly, the design was taken.

Mr. Warren, of Xxworth, exhibited a cast of a third-brass 
legionary coin of OarauHius. The device on the reverse is a 
ram, standing, to the right, and it bears on the exergue the 
letters M.n., showing that it was issued from the London mint. 
Of the legend only the final n is visible ; but it would appear

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from specimens published by Stukeley and others, that when 
complete it stood leg. viii. in. There is some doubt whether 
this IN was not preceded by some other letter; if so, it was 
probably an m, and the title of the legion mineevia, and not 
INVIOTA, as would be suggested by in.

From Dr. Friedlaender, ^'On a Coin of Helike,” bearing the 
head of Poseidon, surrounded by a circle of waves, which may 
be a copy of the brass statue of Poseidon TIolikonios. This is 
the first coin that has been attributed to this town, which was 
destroyed, in B.c, 373, by an earthquake. See Numismatic 
Chronicle, Vol. I. p. 216. 

From Mr. Webster, *'On some Unpublished Eoman Brass 
Coins,” including a rare medallion of Antoninus 

Mr, Evans read a paper On a Legionary Coin of Carausius,” 
with a ram, r,, on the reverse, and in the exergue m.l. (Londi- 
nium), with the legend leg. i. MiN(ervia). Mr. Evans’s paper is 
printed in the Numismatic Chronicle, Vol I. p. 163, N.S. 

Mr. Bergne gave a list of Coins found at Hounslow, which 
will be found in full, Numismatic Chronicle, Vol 1. p. 140, N.S. 

Mr. Madden read a paper On an Aureus of Licinius 1.,” 
lately brought from the East by Mr* G. Macleay, and of great 
rarity, there being only two others known, one in the Vienna 
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Museum (Miomiet), and the other, though very badly preserved, 
in the Oabiuet des Me dailies, at Paris. It maybe described 
as follows: — licinivs.avg. obdv.filii.svi. Full-faced bust of 
Licinius I., with paludamentum and cuirass ; rev. iovi.oons. 
LiciNi.Avo. Jupiter, seated on an estrade, on which is inscribed, 
sic.x.siD.xx. At his feet an eagle. In field, r., a star. ]u 
exergue, s.m.an.e, (Signata Moneta Antiochia ,5). The Britisli 
Museum already possesses the full-face coin of Licinius II., witli 
the same reverse, excepting the exergiial letters, which are 
s.m.n.A. (Nicomedia 4). The letters obdv. have been variously 
explained: '' Ob Becennalia Vota,” '' Ob Buplicem Victoriam,” 
(fee., but all are improbable and without moaning. Mr. de Salis 
suggests OB, D (iem) V. (Quintuiu) (natulem understood), — 
struck on the fifth birthday of his son. This seems the most 
probable explanation. 

Mr. Madden contributed a paper ^^On the three Valeu- 
tinians,’* with remarks on the mint-marks of the 2>eriod. ]t

We will now proceed to give a short notice of RFr. llanip- 
(len’s life, for which the Society is indehted to ]\rr. iJiclduson, 
who obtained it from his brother, the Bishop of Hereford. 

The late John Hampden was a resident for many years, 
indeed, all the last years of his life, at Leamington, where, from 
the continual ill-health of his \vifc, he led a life of comi>arativo 
retirement. Having received an excellent chissical education, 
he devoted his time to the cultivation of those literary tastes in 
which he greatly delighted, especially interesting himself in the 
study of pictures, and of ancient coins and medals. Of these 
he had formed a considerable collection. Among his pictures 
is a valuable authentic one, by Walker, (jf Jtdm Hampden. 
In regard to history, proud as he was of the connection of 
his family with that of the patriot, ho had particularly ac- 
(painted himself with that portion in wiiieh that illustrious 
man was so consiiicuous a leader, and had collected a mass 
of materials illustrative of that period. But his own infirm 
health, aggravated by continual anxious care for his wife, 
prevented his turning tlicao materials to account by any work 
of literary labour. He entered the University of Oxford when 
about eighteen years of age, as member of University Oollege, 
and passed the first examination for the degree of B.A., but 
having occasion to leave Oxford for a short time, he did not

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return there to complete his academical course. Afterwards lie 
married Mary Georgina, one of the sisters of the late Sir Edmund 
Filmer, Bart., of East Sutton Park, Kent, by whom he had 
two sons and one daughter. One of the sous, and the daugliter, 
now a widow, survive him. During the sojourn of the present 
Emperor of the French at Leamington, hlr. Hampden became 
acquainted with him, and had the honour of receiving him and 
his suite at his house. In political feeling, holding at the same 
time sound Conservative principles, he belonged to the Liberal 
party. In religion, he was a firm and consistent member of 
the Church of England, yet of a spirit tolerant and kind towards 
those of other communions. His own death was ] probably nmeh 
hastened by his affliction at the death of his wife in the year 
preceding. Moat aifectionate as he was to those with whom 
Providence had especially connected him by the tics of nature, 
he was kind and courteous to all with whom he was in any way 
associated, bo that he has passed from among im, iu)t without 
leaving to many a pleasing, to some a grateful remembramjc of 
his gentle and unostentatious virtues. He died when he had 
but just attained the sixty ^second year of his age, on the iJhh of 
November, I860. His remains were placed by the side of his 
departed wife in a vault in the catacombs under Leamington 
parish church, and a monumental slab, with a Latin inscriptum, 
is erected to his memory on the wajls of the church. 

The Council have the honour of recording the ejection of 
Dr. Namur, Secretary of the Archaeological Society of Luxeiu- 
hourg, as an honorary member. 

The Council cannot conclude their report without calling the 
attention of the Society to the new base on which it has been 
placed during the present session. The rules have been revised, 
the subscription has been reduced from £1 10 $, to £1 la, per 
annum, which entitles the subscriber to the Publications of the 
Society for that year; and a Now Series of the Ohronide has 
been commenced. The Council earnestly hope that all members 
will help it by contributions, as, without their cordial co-opera- 
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tion, it will be impossible for the Chronicle to be issued with 
due regularity, or to represent, as it ought, the state of l^umia- 
matic Science in Great Britain. 

A complete index of the twenty volumes of the Old Series 
has been made, including names of contributors and titles of 
papers. 

The New Series is edited by W. S. W. Yaux, Esq., M.A., 
F S.A., and by the Secretaries, John Evans, Esq., F.S.A., and 
Fred. W. Madden, Esq., M.R.S.L., Mr. J. Yonge Akerman 
being compelled, through increasing ill-health, to retire from 
those pursuits he loved so well.

AN ACCOUNT OP A HOAIID OF ANCFENT 
BRITISH COINS DISCOVERED IN THE 
NEIfiHBOURIlOOD OF FRO MB. 

[ Head before the Numismaiic Society, December ISIh, 18(J0/| 

By tlic kind co-ojjcration of Cai)tahi MiircilnwoHj I am 
enabled to commuiucatc to tlic Numismatic Society axi 
account of ojio of tlic most intcrcwtinfi^ diHeovericB of 
ancient British couih tliat ever lias been placed upon 
record. Although not in intrinsic value coming near 
some of the various hoards which liavc formerly boon 
discovered^ yet^ so far as concerns the information to be 
derived from tlic coins themselves, and tliosc of Roman 
mintage, with which they were found assoeiated, the 
present find is entitled to take at least equal rank wnth 
the celebrated finds of Karn-BrS^ High Wycombe, Farley 
Heath, Almondbury, Whaddon Chase, or Weston, if it 
is not even of more importance. 

The neighbotxrhood of Fromc^ in Somerstitslure, has long 
been well known to antiquaries as having from time to time 
produced many coms of the antficnt British series, more

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especially of the class reading CATTI, COMVX^ &c . ; but 
the present discovery will materiall}'- add to the numismatic 
celebrity of that district. 

It was on the 15th of October last fchat two men^ plough- 
ing in a field known as the Eleven Acres^ and forming a 
portion of West Down Farm in the parish of Nunncy, 
broke open a small nrn^ and thus brought to light the 
hoard of coins I am now about to describe. The village 
of Nunney is situated about three miles west of Frome, 
on the road between that town and Shopton Mallctt; but 
the West Down Farm is close to the hamlets of Holwell 
and Leighton^ the villages of the district lying very close 
together. The Eleven Acres field is rather higher than 
the surrounding country^ forming indeed a summit level ; 
and it was in the highest portion of the field that the urn 
was buried. The depth of soil above the solid rock is not 
more than from six inches to a foot^ so that it is remark- 
able that the urn should have lain so long undiscovered. 

Nature hath furnished one part of the earth and man 
another. The treasures of Time lie high in urns, coyns, 
and monuments, scarce helow the roots of some vegetables/^ 
but still that great antiquity America lay buried for a 
thousand years, and a great part of the earth is still in the 
mm to us.'' And so it had hern with this hoard of coins, 
hut for the chance stroke of the plough, sliarc. \\^bcthcT 
its jn’cscrvatiou hitherto ha,s beem duo to an ancient 
yew-tree, which stood within five yards of it, and has only 
been lately cut down ; and whether that yew-tree, or its 
predecessor on the spot, may by any possibility have been 
the landmark by which whoever deposited this hoard 
intended to recognise the place of its interment, are 
questions on which I need not speculate.. However this 
may have been, the urn seems even now to have revealed 
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its contents only by degrees^ tbe first finders having dis- 
covered but one or two gold coins ; the next man who 
searched upon the spot having found a large number of 
silver coinS; all lying together^ and without any gold coins 
among them ; and another person, who searched subse- 
quently and dug lower, having found several more gold 
coins and five or six Roman coins in silver and copper. 

The coins of the hoard being thus dispersed, some of 
them were offered for sale to Mr. Walker of Bath, and 
Mr. Singer of Proinej both of "whom at once proceeded to 
the spot, and collected them as far as was possible from 
the various owners into whoso hands they had fallen. By 
dint of their efforts upwards of tAvo hundred of the coins 
were recovered, by far the greater part of wdiich eventually 
passed into Captain Murcluson\s possession, and some few 
into my own. Others wore obtained by Mr. Glencross, 
the owner of tbe farm, who haw kindly placed them in 
Captain Murchison^s hands for c.xanunation, and who also 
allowed him to make a subsequent careful search upon the 
spot, through which six more of the silver coins were 
obtained. 

The urn was so mxich shattered by the first finders, and 
the fragments so dispersed, that only a few small pieces 
could be recovered, and nothing can be now lounicd as 
to its form, except that it was circular, witli the sides 
sloping outwards, and having au exterior diameter of 
about four and. a half inches at its base. It was formed 
of clay very imperfectly burnt, and mixed, as is so fre- 
quently the case with British urns, with particles of 
calcareous matter, which in this instance appcsai's to have 
been derived from tbe immediate neighbourhood, as a 
fossil shell — a Bhynconella concima^ from the great oolite 
— is imbedded in the bottom part of the um. 
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A small bovr-sliaped fibula in bronze^ of the type No. 11; 
PL xii.j of Akerman^s Archseological Indexj was found 
upon the spot, but it is uncertain whether it farmed part 
of the contents of the um or no. 

The number of coins it contained waS; as far as I have 
been able to ascertainj 249, viz., 10 British coins in gold, 
232 in silver; 3 Roman coins in silver^ and 4 in second 
brass. These I will now proceed to describe. 

No. 1. 

Ohv , — An ornament somewhat resembling a fern -leaf {Bhch- 
mm horeale) or the backbone of a sole. 

Rev. — CATTI. A rude three-tailed horse, to the right; 

above, a crescent between two pellets and a small 
cross, like a heraldic caltrap ; below, a wheel and 
pellet ; behind the horse, three pellets ; in front, 
a small cross, A^. PL i. 1. 

Of this type but two specimens were founds one of 
which is now, I believe^ in the local Museum at Taunton. 
The weight of the other, which shows the legend very 
imperfectly, is 85^ grs. Another specimen is engraved 
in the Numismatic Journal, voL i. pL i. 8, which also was 
discovered in the neighbourhood of Prome, though now 
many years ago. 

No. 2. 

Ohv . — A similar ornament to that on the coin last described, 

Rev.—AmEmilGV, or ANTE0RIGV. The three- 
tailed horse, to the right, with wheel, <fec., in the 
field, as on the former coin. Tlie concluding 
letters of the legend are scattered, the K being 
beneath the nose of the horse, the I between his 
fore-legs, the Q in the space between the fore- 
legs and the wheel, and the V beneath the tail. 
The whole device is surrounded by a circle of 
pellets set at intervals of about an eighth of an 

PI. i. 2, a, 4. 
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Of this type there were either seven or eight specimens 
found; the weight of those I have examined being as 
follows^ — 69^ 71j 73j 77^, 79^ 81, and 83 grs. They are 
of exceedingly base metal, in fact some of them appear to 
be only copper plated with gold. The type is engraved in 
the Numismatic Chronicle, voL xvi. p. 80* 

No. 3. * 

Ohv , — Eude head in profile ; the outlines of the face por- 
trayed by a thick crooked line, wiiich bifurcates 
to form the mouth; the back of the head is 
defined by a beaded semicircle, while two ring- 
ornaments seem to represent the eye and the ear, 
with a small cross by way of decoration between 
them. The hair is rendered by a series of 
crescents with pellets in the centre of each. In 
front of the face are several curved or dolphin- 
shaped figures, ring-ornaments, and pellets, and 
the whole seems to he surrounded by a double 
ring of pellets placed alternately, and some little 
distance apart, 

Jiev. — ANTED, or ANTE0. A horse, to the left, with a 
streaming triple tail, the head, shonlders, and hind 
quarters formed with ring-ornaments. There 
are several pellets and ring -ornaments in the 
field. The whole within a circle of pellets set at 
considerable distances apart Ph i. 5, G, On 
one specimen, in which tlie “ thrice-told *’ tail of 
the horse streams upward, the legend appears to 
be ANTE011J, PI. i. 7. 

There arc several insignificant variations in the arrange- 
ment of the ring-ornaments and pellets on the field in 
various specimens. The metal is extremely base silver, so 
much alloyed with copper that many coins arc coated 
with green oxide. 

Of these coins sixteen at least were in the hoard, 
varying in weight from 13 to 21 grs,, but mostly from 
17 to 20 grs., the average weight of the 16 being 17| grs. 
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The type is engrayed in the Numismatic Chroiiiclej voL xx. 
p. 172, No. 11. 

No. 4. 

Ohv , — Head in profile similar to that on the coins last 
described, but occasionally of even ruder execu- 
tion. 

Rev . — SVEI or EISV, Three-tailed horse, to the left, as 
on the former coins. In the field various pellets. 
On some there is a Y-shaped figure, or star of 
three points above the horse. Silver, like the 
last, excessively base. PI. i. 8, 9, 10. 

Of this class 27 coins were found, the average -weight 
being 17| grs.^ but individual specimens varying from 
14| to 21^ grs. UnpulDlished. 

No, 5, 

Ohv.>— An extremely stolid-looking head in profile, to the 
right ; llie workmanship very rude, but still there 
is a mucli closer apjiroacli to human features than 
on the coins of tJio two classes last described. 
Tlic hair is represented by a number of crescent- 
shaped bosses placed alternately back to buck, 
with occasionally throe small pellets on each, and 
between the hair and the face is a beaded band, 
forming an arc of a circle. The chin is repre- 
sented by a rounded projection below the beak- 
like lips. In front of the face are the curved 
objects and pellets. 

Rev, — Uninscribed. Three-tailed horse, to the left ; below 
a sort of quatrefoil; above a kind of triquetru 
springing from a ring-ornament or pellet in the 
centre. In the field ring -ornaments and pellets. 

PI. L 11. 

The silver of these coins seems in general rather finer 
than that of the other coins of the find, and they are for 
the most part wider spread. They also seem to have been 
longer in circulation, being more worn. I have examined 
eight of them, and found the usual weight to bo about 
J 6 grs. 
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No. 6. 

Olv, — RikIb head in profile, very similar to that on the 
coins last descrilied. ]t is, however, still more 
barbarons, the chin having disappeared, and the 
caltrap-lihe cross being inscrtefl beneath the eye, 
which is now represented by a ring -ornament. 
The crescents which ft>rni the hair at the back of 
the head are converted into triangular groups of 
three pellets each, and the hair in front of the 
beaded hand becomes inru’C conspicuous. The 
same pellets, ring-ornanieutH, and crooked objects 
are in the field in front of tlio face, and there is a 
ring -ornament ])eh)W the chin. 

Rev, — Uninsci’ibod. Very similar to the last, but the 
ornament above the horse liases its triquetra-like 
form, its princij^al feature being now a crescent 
bchjw a ring-ornamenk ^Silver. Five speci- 
mena ; average weight, 18 grs. PL i. 12, 

No. 7. 

Oiv.— A rude head, in ^nvdilo, much ro.scTnbling that on 
the last typo described, but the lips no longer 
distinguislied by «ej)arato strokes. The face is, 
in fact, the sumo as that on the coins reading 
ANTMPand SVMT. ('I^yjies o and 4.) On some 
the face cun hardly be rec.ogniscd, and such was 
tlic case with i.he coin of this type engraved in 
TIawkius, ])l. i. lf>. 

Rev . — Uninscribed. 'I'hc same fhrcc-tuiled horse, with 

various adjniii‘-lH in the ndd. There is usually the 
same (piatrcroil below the Inu’se, uh on typo C ; and 
a})ovc, u ring-ornaincnt and siniill cr(;sw. 4’he ring- 
ornament has a straight line likea hnuille project- 
ing IVnin it, and tw<i crescents placed like oars 
aln^ve. On sonunve find the eresiunit instead of 
the cross, ami on (dhf‘rH there are small )>ellets, 
formed witii an outer ring and small central boss, 
like those m the gold coins of Parley Heath and 
Bome of the silver coins from Sussex.^ 

PL I 13, 14. 

Like all the coins of this find; they are convex on the 
obverse, and concave on the reverse, but the coins that are

most dished belong to this class. It is likewise by far 
the most numerous, there having been at least 176 coins 
belonging to it in the hoard, varying in weight from 13 
to ^1^ grs., but the average weight being 18^ grs. The 
silver of which they are composed is extremely base. 

I now come to the Roman coins found with the British, 
seven in number, which are as follows : — 

No. 1. — A denarius of the iEmilia family. 

Ohv, — (ALEXANDREA.) Turreted female head, to the 
right, 

M. LEPIDV8 PONT. MAX.TVTOB REG. S.O. 
Lepidns crowning Ptolemy V. (Cohen, pi. i. 7 ; 
Riccio, ph ii. f».) 

No. 2. — A denarius of the Julia family. 

Ohv, — OAESAR. An elepliant, to tlie right, trampling 
on a seipent. 

Simpulum, aspergillum, cfec. (Cohen, jd. xx. 10; 
Kiccio, pi. XX. 12.) 

No. 3. — A denarius of the Servilia and Junia family.

No. 7. — Also a second brass coin of ANTONIA; the 
same type^ but still move barbarously rendered. 

Having now described tlic difibrent varieties of the coins 
of wliieh the hoard discoverr'd at Nuiiiicy consisted; I will 
proceed to an cxaniinatiou of the character of their types 
and IcgcndS; and of the features of novelty which those of 
British origin present ; and T will next oftcr some sug- 
gestions as to the trihes or induces by whose authority 
they were struck; and the period to which they arc to he 
referred. 

With regard to the type of the gold coins, it is that 
which is ali'cady well known as belonging to the coins 
found principally in the counties of SomersotHhiro and 
Gloucestershire. TJic object upon the ol)vcrHe; which 
hears coiisiderablo ii'semblance to the lf‘af of one of our 
indigenous fernSj has l)orry-liko enlargements at the end 
of each spikC; and it is hard to say wliat it is really 
intended to represent. There caii; however; be but little 
doid)t that there is iu it a reminiweenee of the wreath 
upon the head derived from the Macedonian staterS; which 
appears in a more or less perfect state on nearly all tlic 
ancient British aeries in gold. Some of the links in the 
chain of successive copies of copies arc still wanting, but 
one of them is certainly to be recognised iu tlie coin found 
at Mount Batten, near Plymouth, engraved iu Hawkins, 
pi. i. 6. Inhere is, however, no difficulty in supposing that 
the wreath of Apollo, which on the coins of Cunobelinc 
became converted into an car of corn, and on those of

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DubnovellaunuSj and otliers, merely left its trace in the 
shape of a raised band across the field, may have under- 
gone the amount of transformation we find on the obverse 
of these coins. The three-tailed horse on the reverse is very 
similar to that on many of the uninscribed coins, both with 
plain obverses and with portions of the rude head upon 
them, which, after it had once become thus far degenerated, 
seems to have remained nearly unaltered in character. 

There can be no doubt that the type of the inscribed 
silver coins, and that of most of the uninscribed, is 
derived from the class of coins of which No. 11 In the 
plate is a specimen; and in the description already 
given I have shown the various modi JS cations of the 
original that were successively introduced. No. 11 has 
long been known as a British type, and is engraved, 
though from an imperfect specimen, in the Numis- 
matic Chronicle, vol. ii. p. 89, No. 6. It is also giv(m 
by Stukeley, pi. xxii. 8, though not to ho found in 
Ruding or Hawkins. The type of No. la in the plate 
may be said to be now engraved for the first time, and the 
same is almost the case with Nos. 13 and 1 4, as the engrav- 
ings in the Numismatic Journal, vol. i. pi. i.No. 13, Haw- 
kins, pi. i. 15, and Ending, pL A. 86, do not convey 
the slightest impression of there being any attempt to 
represent a head upon the coin. 

I am not at present prepared to say from whence wc 
are to seek the original coin from which the head in 
profile on No. 11, with the dolphin-shaped objects in 
front, was derived. The dolphin-shaped objects arc, how- 
ever, to be found upon the coins of the Channel Islands' 
type, and upon many of the Gaulish series, and it is 
probable that they in turn derived them from some more 
classical prototypes. I may here remark that the snmU 
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coin already mentioned as engraved in the Numismatic 
Journal^ vol. i. pi. i. was discovered at Mount Batten^ 
near Plymouth^ in company with a large number of coins 
of the Channel Islands^ type, and the gold coin with the 
spike on the obverse previously cited. Among the minor 
details of the coins, the presence of the small cruciform 
ornament on nearly all the coins is well worthy of notice. 
It appears to be a frequent adjunct on the coins found in the 
western districts of England, and is to be observed upon 
those reading BODVOC and CORI (?), as well as upon the 
various types of the present find. It is also benbath the 
horsc^s head on the uniiiscribcd coin already mentioned, 
which was found near Plymouth. (Hawkins, pi. i. 6.) 

I now come to the consideration of the legends upon the 
coins, one at least of which is entirely novel ; I mean that 
upon the coins Nos. 8, 9, and 10 of the idate, which from 
their analogy with the silver coins reading ANTED, with 
the AN below the horse, must in all probability be road 
SVEI, in prclbrence to wlmt might otherwise appear the 
more obvious reading — MIS V. Minding, as w^c do, so many 
coins closely resembling each other in type, and apparently 
all belonging to nearly, though not qaitc, the same period, 
T am inclined to think that wc must regard the legends 
upon them as representing tlus names of the princes by 
whom the coins were struck, rather than us giving the 
names of the tribes among whom they were cixircnt. 1 
therefore consider that we have in the legend SVEI the 
first letters of the name of some British rcgulus, which pos- 
sibly future discoveries may enable us to complete. There 
arc not wanting examples of names with a very sinular 
commoneement among the princes of Gaul and Germany. 
In the inscription of Augustus at Ancyra mention is made 
of SVEBO, aprince of the Marcomanni ; and SVTTCVS, a 
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prince of the Veliocasses^ is known hy his coins. The 
word SVICCA also occurs on tetradrachmsj apparently of 
Pannonian origin. The Suardonesj the Suessioncs^ the 
Suessitani^ the Suevi^ and the SuioneSj arc all instances of 
the names of tribes compounded with this prefix. An 
attribution of the coins to the Silures is tempting, but I 
am afraid hardly admissible. 

The legend ANTED was already well known before tlie 
discovery of the present hoard, and some remarks upon it 
■will be found in the twentieth volume of the Numismatic 
Chronicle, p. 178. It is satisfactory to me to find that 
my classification of the type in silver, then first described, 
■with those in gold with the same legend, has been so fully 
and speedily corroborated. We are, however, now enabled 
to complete the name of the prince who struck these coins, 
and to add ANTED PtlGrVS to the roll of Jlritish kings. 
I think that there can be no doubt of the coiTcetiicss of 
the reading ANTEDllIGrV ; hut whether tlie final S is 
omitted for want of space, or the termination is that of' 
a genitive, I cannot say. On the coin of tliis type found at 
Banbury® the termination appears to he OV or CiV, and 
both these letters are in the space between the hind legs 
and tail of the horse. I may remark that on the gold 
coin of Epaticcus the legend appears only to extend to 
EPATICeV ; and that the rather peculiar arrangement of 
the legend Antedrigu is somewhat analogous to that on 
the gold coins of the Yorkshire type witli DVMNO 
COVEKOS, fee. 

It is curious to observe how the form of the D varies 
upon different coins, being sometimes a perfect D, at 
others a barred D, like the Saxon T), and at others^ 
again, a perfect 0, thus affording a commentary on the 
® Arch. Assoc. Jonrn,, vol. ii. j). 24, 
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Grsecis literis utuntur of Caesar^ w^lien speaking of the 
Druids.^ The sickle-like form of the G ou these coins is 
also remarkahlcj and entix’cly different from the shape of 
the same letter on the Yorkshire coins (Hawkins^ pi. i. 9), 
which afford the only other instance of the letter G occur- 
ring on the ancient British series. 

Whether the British name of Victory^ Andatc^ enters 
into the composition of the name of Antedrigns^ and 
whether by any chance the name of this prince is to 
be traced in the Arviragns mentioned by Juvenal — 

— aut de tomone Britaimo 
Bxcklct Ar viragua,” — 

arc subjects for speculation. We sball presently sec that 
so far as dates are concerned there is nothing to contra- 
dict the latter hypothesis. 

In attempting to trace analogous tiamcs^ that of Antc- 
brogius^ the amhassador of the Rhomito Oiesar,'^ is the first 
that presents itself; ])ut it is not a little eui'ious tliat the 
legend ANTEDj or ANTJ31) (with the linked into a 
monograni); is found upon the coins of the leeni. If the 
legend on the other coins of this hoard w<ire to be read KI S V 
instead of SVEIj we should have a further anahjgy in the 
Icenian coin rearling AHSV ;® but^ as 1 said before, there 
are reasons for su])j)osing SVKI to be tbc (iorreot reading. 

We must now consider to what ])erio(l of history tlicse 
coins arc to be referred, and I must here eonfess that I 
am compelled hy the circumstanecs of the present disco- 
very to assign them, a more recent date than 1 should 
otherwise have be(su disposed to fix. Tt is true that the 
extreme hastiness of the metal, the great divergtmcc of

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the object or wreath upon the obverse from its original 
prototype^ and last^ not leasts the comparatively light 
weight of the coins^ all point to a late stage in the British 
coinage ; yet the rude three-tailed horse on the gold coinsj 
and their dished shape^ hear closer analogy to those of the 
earlier and heavier coins than might have been expected, 
if, as is probable, there was a considerable lapse of time 
between the issue of the earliest and latest of the British 
series. The silver coins might from their type and character 
have been assigned to a rather later period than the gold, 
did not the inscription and their association together prove 
them to be contemporaneous. 

We arc not, however, left entirely to conjecture as to the 
date of these coins, as they could not by any possibility have 
been consigned to tlic keeping of the earth before the days 
of Claudius, one of whose coins it will be rornom))cred was 
found with them. Like the other brass corns of Claudius, 
this has not the year of his trihuuitian power upon it, so that 
an exact date cannot he assigned to it. Tlio same abscjice of 
date occurs with the coins of Antonia, but these arc merely 
barbarous imitations of those of Rojnaii mintages, sn that 
assuming the originals to have been stniek in tlie first 
year of Claudius a,j>. 41, I think that the deposit of this 
hoard could not have taken place at so c'arly a period 
as the expedition of Plauthis and Claudius to Britain, 
A.B. 43 and 44. It seems much more probable that the 
coins were buried at a somewhat later date, and it is by 
no means impossible that their original possessor may have 
perished during the wars with the Romans, when Ostorius 
Scapula was Proprsetor in Britain, a.d. 50 to 55. 

Now we learn from Tacitus that at that time the two 
most powerful tribes with whom Ostorius had to contend 
were, first; the Tccni, of whose position in the eastern part 
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of Buglaiidj about Norfolk and Suffolk, there can be no 
doubt; and, secondly, the Cangi, concerning the exact 
situation of whose territories there has been much question. 
It is, however, beyond dispute that the Cangi occupied a 
tract of country at some distance from the Iceni, and that 
after several skirmishes with them, the army of Ostorius 
arrived not far from the sea %^liich looks to^vards Ire- 
land (^^quod Iliberniam insnlam asiicotat^-*), and that one 
of the main objects of Ostorins was to establish a chain of 
forts in the w'estern districts, between the Avon and the 
Severn, which apjiarcntly had been attacked l)y the C-angi. 
From these and other grounds Camden, Bishop Gibson, 
and other writers, have fixed (and that with much sliow of 
reason) the territory of tlic (^angi in Somersetshire. 
When we consider liow celebrated are ilic Meiulip Hills 
for their lead mhuis, and that the pigs^ of lead iuscriberl 
DE. CEANG-., c'dst under Vespasian and Domitian, and 
15X KIAN under Nero, have Ix^cn discovered in various 
parts of England, the former oecuiiKition by tbc Cangi of 
a district iucluding these hills, so a})un(lant in mineral 
wealtli, appears all the inorcj probabh^ 

It is therefore possible that w<j have in this hoard the 
coins of that tribe, and if so, tlie questiou arises, do the silver 
coins attributed to the lee.ui — the other powerful tribe with 
which Ostorins had to cope — ^lielong to the same period, or 
is there any connection capable of being traced between 
them ? It is certainly very remarkable bow closely the two 
classes of coins correspond in weight, tlie average of twenty 
Iceman coins in my collection being just 18 grs. ; at the 
same time the occurrence of thclegend ANTED or ANTED 
upon the coins of both (jlasscs is, to say the hjast of it, a 
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very curious coincidence. It vvill be rein ember ctl^ too^ that 
some Eoman consular denarii were included in the Weston 
find, as well as in this at Nunney, though, I believe, that 
at Weston there were no imperial coins discovered. 

It is not, however, safe to enter further into the region 
of speculation, so that classing, as wx must do, the 
coins reading BODVOC, COEI (V), COMVX, CATTT, 
ANTEDEIG/V, and SVEI together, I cannot venture 
to suggest at present in what chronological order they are 
to be arranged,' tliough the coins of the two latter classes 
must, I think, he regarded as the most recent. 

Taking the weight alone of the small silver coins into 
consideration, it would appear that they w(U’c to he (uirrcMit 
as three to the denarius; but taking into account thc‘, 
different degrees of fineness of tlio silver of wbicli the 
Eoman denarii and the British coins were composed, this 
can hardly have hccii the case in rciality, so that 'vve cannot 
fi’om this discovery determine the relation, if any, which 
subsisted between the Eoman and Britlsli eoinagtL It is 
also impossible to say what were at that time the ndative 
values of gold and silver, if the metals of which tlies(i coiris 
are composed are worthy of those names rather than of 
pinchbeck and Britannia metal. 

But though there is so much left for future disuovta’y, 
and much in connection with the ancient liritish coinage 
that in all probability never will be accurately aHcertaiued, 
yet it will be found, on reviewing the main fcaturcis of the 
hoard I have been describing, that the new facts, for whi( 5 h 
we are indebted to it, are neither few nor unimportant* 1 n 
addition to one or two hitherto unpublished typos of unin- 
scribed silver coins, we have those with the <mtiroly new 
legend SVEI, the verification of the legend ANll^U on 
the silver coins, and the completion of the name of ANTlil. 
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DRIGVS on those in gold. But beyond all tliis, there 
is the association of all these coins together, proving that 
they belong to the same district, if not indeed to the same 
tribe, and showing the same simultaneous currency of 
inscribed and uninscri})ed coins together in the west of 
England, which had already been remarked of the coins 
of the iceni in the east ; and, farther still, we have the 
fact established of the native British coinage having sur- 
vived till, at all events, some years aftc‘r the a(*(jessioii of 
Claudius, not only among the Brigautes and Bicni, as had 
hitherto been (.*onjectured, but also among one of the 
tribes of the west of England, and that possibly the long 
sought for Cangi.

UNPUBLISHED KNtJUISII AND ANHL()-U ALLIU 
COINS.

My dear Sin, 

It has oftcHi occurred to me that if collectorH of 
coins would from time to time take notes of the pecu- 
liarities of sncii as may full into their hands, and wlnm 
those have arrived at a certain bulk, communicate them 
to the arclux^ologieal world, they would bo doing no incon- 
siderable service to numismatic science. 

I acted some years ttgo in this way, and, under the 
title of Numismatic Scraps,*’ furnished a few such 

VOL. I. N.S, 
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notes. I now venture to trouble you with a more exten- 
sive series. 

They comprise; as you will seC; varieties of type and 
mint-mark from the period of the Heptarchy to that of 
William III. Some of the lacunae thus filled up have 
been long looked upon as hopelessly blank — others arc of 
trifling importance; but all will have their value when 
anew edition of Mr. Hawkins^ excellent work on ^^1?hc 
Silver Coins of Eugland^^ shall be called for. 

I trust that none of my remarks will be mubn'siood as 
derogatory to tliat hook; the very faults of which add to 
its valuCj as they tend to show how stuMipuloiis Inis been 
the care with which it has been compiled. A writer on 
coins, such as Mr. IlawkinS; sorncwhal sef‘])bieal as to 
pieces which he has not seen; not proiit‘ to place ndianec 
on any evidence save tliat of his own eyc‘s, and disinelincd 
to theorize; is of all others the one most fitted for the 
task which he undertook ; and to arid to his lists a far 
greater number of nnpublislnid (joins tlnm I am able to 
dO; would l)e no reproach to tlie diligc*nc(; and r(‘search 
exhibited in that invaluable manual. 

I might have cxttmded tins U)tUiv had I d(jsir(‘d ti> 
notice American and colonial coins and toktjns ; hut 
these fall rather out of my proviuetj ; nor sliouid I hav(‘ 
touched on the Anglo-Ciailic serics; had it not b(‘en for 
the extreme interest attaching to tluj coins of llcmry, 
Earl of Lancaster; of whi(di I ))ecanitj flic (lossessor hy 
a fortunate accident. 

As years pass, new types will occasionally o(*<!nr, lunv 
mint- marks, dates, and other pccnliariticB will be oliservctd, 
but this will take place less frequently. A^ast quantitic^s 
of worn coins are constantly committc^d to the eriufible ; 
collectors; at least in this country, are hceonung more and 
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more fastidious as to tlie preservation of those which they 
place in their cahinets^ and a coin which merely exhibits 
a different date or a different mint-mark from those already 
known, is rarely on that account alone thought worthy 
of retention. On this ground, such a record as I here 
offer may have its value; some of the trifles it notices 
may never occur again, and at all events they should be 

made a note of.”

In the word T)E. for 
DEI. the letter E is a monogram, looking like ET or TE, 
and might be su])poscd to form part of the king’s name, 
and to mean taken together EDWAR TE for EDWAR 
TERTIUS, but the presence of tlic %vord GRA. prohilnts 
this. The other E’a* arc formed as usnal. In Aiuslie’s 
work this coin, the sterling, is said to bo the only Anglo- 
Gallic coin upon which a monogram occurs. Both these 
coins are very fine, and weigh, one 17 grs., the other 16 grs. 
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No. 94. — A specimen of the Black Money of Edward the 
Black Prince. At the end of the legend occurs the letter 
N very distinct^ and impossihle to he mistaken for any 
other letter. This would indicate a new mint. Most of 
the Black Money of Edward the Black Prince was struck 
at Lectourcj now in the department of Gers. For this N 
I would suggest Niort; in the ancient county of Poitou. 

I shall conclude this paper with a notice of the royal 
farthing tokens issued hy J ames I. and Charles I. Snelling 
gives a list of mint-marks to be found on them. I add to 
those of James I. the following teuj viz., TP, ball, book, 
castle, crescent, dagger, three lis, lion passant, star, and 
trefoil. To those of Charles I., I add eight, viz., TC, bell, 
hlackamoor^s head, cross of Calvary, fret, hook, pellet 
enclosed in annulet, shield. Of James I. there is a very 
small token, which Snelling thinks %vas intended for a half 
farthing ; it has only one MM., the fret, and is sometimes, 
indeed generally, found silvered. 

This coin has a ]jccxtliarity which has never been 
noticed in print: under the crown, and between the 
sceptres there is always a letter ; those in my collection, 
and in that of Captain Murchison, give A. B. C, D. 
and E.

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JETTON OF PERKTN WAEBECK.i 

In the Revue Numismatique^^ for the mouths of Sep- 
tember and Octobci* of last year^ there ajipcars au 
interesting notice by M. A. dc Lougperier, in which he 
publishes^ among other jettons^ or (jountcjrs^ of Touruay, 
one bearing the name of Perkin Warbock — that interest- 
ing and mysterious historical personage. As far as 
it relates to this j)rctcndcr, wc propose to give a brief 
transcript of this article for the benefit of our English 
readers; to many of wdiom the ‘^Revue^^ may be inac- 
cessible; inasmuch as anything I’clating to Perkin cannot 
fail to be interesting on this side the Channel, 

This jetton is as follows : — 

PERKIN JETOI8 DE TOQRNAI, 
round a cross ending in flours dc lis, with four 
branches of rose-trees — one round each arm, end- 
ing in roses in each of its quarters,

^ Perkin ‘W'erbecque, par Adrien de Ijougp^rier. — Revue 
Numismatique/’ Nouvelle S^rie, tome vi. p, 384. 
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M. de Longperier publishes another jetton; veiy similar 
in detail to this one; but reading VIVE LE KOI instead 
of VIVE PEEKIN. This; he suggests; -was struck on 
the occasion of the entrance of Louis XI. into Tournay; 
A,D. 1 178.^ And ho points out the curious fact resulting 
from a comparison of the two pieccS; that the name of 
Perkin is treated with the same honour on the one; as 
that of the king of France on the other. 

He then enterS; with considerable research; on Perkin 
in liis historical aspect. The name Warbcck; it appears; 
is spelt ^^Warbcck;^^ Wcrbeck; Wcrbequc; Werl^ecquC; 
Wacrbcckj and Waarbcck; by different authoiutics. In his 
own confcssioiij according to Hall; Perkin^s father is 
called John Osbeekj and; lastly, in the llcglstcr of the 
Irisli Commons; 1-197; March 28; lie is called Parkyxi 
Woscbcck. Perkin is a dimintith c of Peter, The general 
outlines of his story arc too well known to require repeti- 
tion here. I shall merely content myself with abstracting 
the more novel points brought in prominence in M. de 
Longperi(n“’s notice. 

It appears that "Margaret; llmdmss l>o wager of Bur- 
gxxndy; the widow of Charles the Bold, and the sister of 
our Edward IV.; was continually hatching all the plots 
in her power against llcmiy VI T. and his ])cacoful pos- 
session of the throne. The attempts of Lambert Sirnnel 
had preceded hy some five years the first appearance of 
Perkin at Cork; in I'l'92; and although it was not till 
after this that the Uuchess of Burgundy afleeted to 
rccogniwsc him, and to l)c impressed by an ovc^rpowc^ring

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conviction of tlie truth of his claim, yet vrc. may siis])oot 
her of having originated the whole attempt from its 
beginning, and having chosen for her tool some ropated 
natural son of Edward IV., or, at all cvcMitw, some one 
with an accidental likeness to the ill-fated Kicliard, Duke 
of York, wlio pcrislied in the Tower. The value of the 
piece described above, as M. de Longperier observes, con- 
sists in its being an historical document and record for 
ever of the then prevailing hchef in the Tonrnay origin of 
this semi-mythical personage. Yet although of Tonrnay, 
Perkin must, from the fact of liis perfect knowledge of 
our language, which is on record also, hare had either one 
English parent, or at least have resided in this country for 
some considerable time. The account of his parentage, 
as given by himself in his public confession, does not sccau 
altogether conclusive, and appears Komewhat too (areuni- 
stantial. Besides, such an utterly worihless ami pusilla- 
nimous character as he seems to have bca^n, would probably 
under severe pressure confess anything re((uire(l of Iiim, 
M. do Longperier goes on to remark, that the ahsenct^ 
of his royal name (liiehard IV.) on the piece cl(‘seri))e<l 
above has caused great suipriso to English auticjnarics ; 
but ho suggests that Perkin was too well known in 
Touriiay to dare to assume it; that he tlim^fj j'oceivt^rl 
all the more favour, as an cx))C(Utiou against the enemy of 
the Plaiitagcnets and of the Duchess Margaret was sure 
to he a popular one ; and that wo must not lie snrjyrised to 
find the legend VIVE PERKIN on a jetton of Tonrnay, 
because the countrymen of the young pretcmdcjr £*oul(l 
sympathise witli his enterprises without cm tluit account 
being taken in on the subject of his identity. Now, 
well known in Tournay, Perkin must have been, if wo 
arc to believe his confession, which deseribeH his father 
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and his maternal grandfather as personsj from their offices^ 
likely to have been very generally known in their town 
and district. Yetj on this supposition, it seems a wilful 
and shameless piece of perversity in the Duchess Dowager 
to have assigned thirty guards of honour to a person 
whose parentage was so notorious ; and a no less singular 
want of skill on her part in not selecting for her tool one 
whose birth was a subject of greater mystery. 'J5ut no 
doubt it was a mystery at that time to a certain cxt(mt^ 
and it is one tenfold more at the present time, and though 
his countrymen were not shy of calling him by his unregal 
appellation (which M. dc Longpmer disagrees with Hall 
in thinking imjdied any idea of contempt^ bub gives as a 
diminutive merely), yet the Duchess is apparently more 
modest tliaii they are on the piece which she is suj)posccl 
to have struck for him just before his attempt upon Deal ; 
and as sbe scorns to have been in considerable difficulty 
how to style him, the result was the emission of that 
well-known but anonymous coin, with its quaint, and, 
under the circumstances, excessively im])U(lent threat of 
vengeance, audaciously borrowed from the Hook of Daniel 
and the l)amjuctitig hall of Belshazzar. It is perhaps not 
wholly uninteresting to remark, in conelusioii, that in our 
present Bible version tlic douunciatiou reads MENJS 
TEKEL PERES but in WycliliVs translation from 
the Vulgate wc lind MANE TECIIEL PIIARES/^ 
the exact lettering of* the coin, if wc change the linal 
E of “MANE^^ into ^^MANI.^^ This i)iecc has been so 
frequently described, that it seems superfluous to do so 
hercj the Ix^st account of many is to be found in Mr. 
Hawkinses Catalogue of the Anglo-Gallic coins in the 
British Museum.

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SILVER COIN OF CARAUSIUS, 


The Numismatic Society is iudebted to tbe kindness of 
the Earl of Verulam for tbe cxliibition of a remarkably 
•fine and well-spread silver coin of Caransius, lately dis- 
covered upon tbe site of tbe ancient city of Verulam. 
In tbe woodcut above is given a ri^ju’cscutation of this 
coin^ which may l)c thus described : —

leaning upon a trident. In tlic exergue R. S. R. 

This typcj though not unpublished, is of extreme rarity, 
so much so as not to be noticed in the catalogue of the 
coins of Carausius given by Akennau in his Coins of the 
Romans relating to Britain. It is, however, engraved by 
Stukcleyj pi. xxx. 7, and in the Monumenta llistorica 
Britannica, pi. v. 12, from a coin in the Hunter Coilcctiou 
at Glasgow. A very similar type is also known in copper, 
and may be seen in Stukcley, pi. xiii. 9, and Mon. Hint. 
Brit., pi. vi. 31, where it is engraved from a coin in the 
possession of Mr, C. Roach Smith. 
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There is something singularly appropriate in represent- 
ing Neptune as the Conservator Atjousti on the coins 
of one who owed first his elevation to the rank of High. 
Admiral of the Roman fleet, and, next, his successful 
usurpation of the imperial power in Britain, entirely to his 
naval skill. The ocean god is' certainly as much in his 
place on the coins of Carausius, as he was on the coins of 
Agrippa three hundred years before. We accordingly find 
him on some of his other coins as COjWES AVG., but 
on these he is standing, and not seated. 

The representation of Neptune on the coin now under 
consideration is singular in many respects. The attitude, 
the drapery, the scat, and the anchor arc all muisual. I 
liave dc»scribcd the scat as being formed of a large shell, 
but I cannot speak with confidence on this point. It oci'- 
tainly has the ap])carancc of a largo whelk, with its point 
in the direction of the feet of the figure, and placed within 
a valve of another shell ; and y(}t it may be a rock, though 
there seems too much method about it for that; nor, 
though not altogtjtlier unlike it in shape, can it well he the 
prow of a ship, whidi might not unnaturally bo expected 
in such a j)Osition. The anchor is an attribute of Ncptujic^s 
very rarely found upon coins; in fact, besides these of 
Carausius, 1 am not aware of any other Itoman coins on 
which Neptune appears holding an anchor, except the 
denarii of Hadrian,^ on which ho reclines loaning on a 
dolphin, and holding an anchor in his right hand, but 
without the trident. The cxcrgual letters R. S. R. pos- 
sibly point out Rutupium as the place of mintage of this 
coin, which is altogether an elegant and idcasing sjjccimcn 
of the mcdallic art of the period. J . E.

MODERN ART AND THE NEW DRONZE COINAGE. 

Without entering on tlie old question of Britt./^ or 
^^Brit./^ with regard to which a paroxysm of popular 
ignorance appears to recur once in every ten years or so ; 
or inquiring too curiously into the oliances of extensive 
and indctcctahle forgery of coin which caji he minted of 
genuine metal at a large profitj I wouLd ventiu'c to say a 
few words on the new so-callcd bronze coinage from a 
purely artistic point of vieWj believing that as works of 
art the new coins have not received by any means so 
much public attention as they deserve. 

The first feeling that must strike almost every observer 
on seeing the three new substitutes for our old-fasliioned, 
dirty; and not inodorous ^^coppors;^^ will; 1 am afraid; 
be one of decided disappointment; which will not he at all 
relieved hy a subsequent and more careful examination. 
Scrutiny; indeed; only serves to make their artistic defects 
more palpable ; and their whole design is so manifestly in- 
ferior to that of the earlier issueS; that we can liardlyhcliove 
it to have been the work of the distinguislicd engraver 
whose initials we find; or think wo find; on tlio coins. 

Of course the greater hardness of the nu’tal; wlueh 
necessitates a lower relief in the coiii; and almost pre- 
cludes the possibility of obtaining a perfect impression of 
the die; is answerable for many of the shorteoniiugs of 
the new issue. Out of the five new pennies; for instance; 
now before uS; all of them selected as hotter than average 
impressions; one only shows any trace of initials under 
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the shield of Britannia^ and even in that onCj we can only 
he certain that one of the letters is a W. The entire sur- 
facBj naoreover, on both obverse and reverse, is seamed and 
flawed in all directions by imperfections and oracks in the 
dies, while portions of every coin are more or less imper- 
fectly, and even doubly, struck. In nearly all of the 
coins, also, a raised line following the outline of the head 
on the obverse is more or less distinctly visible on the 
reverse, suggesting a remarkable mechanical problem, 
which may possibly be found easy of solution ■when all 
the phenomena of “double-striking” have been satisfac- 
torily cxidained. Low relief, however, and imperfect 
impression are in no way responsible for the graver 
faults in design anti drawing, which unfortunately arc 
so many and so ptilpablc, — though the bronze coiiuigc 
of Napoleon III., of which ours is an attempted copy, 
prove that low relief and hardness of metal arc not 
entirely incompatible \vith holdncHS of design and shsirp- 
ness in execution. No doubt the bronzing which will 
arrive wiili age and use will much improve the appearance 
of our now too glittering j)encc and halfpciinc, by adding 
greater distintitness of outline, hut this will also render 
the defects of the design and eomixxsition more con- 
spicuous. It is to these that I would now call attention. 

Let us first take the obverse into consideration. 
Whether for coins in low relief, a “eou])ed” bust is 
preferable to one contiiiucd to the outisr margin of the 
coin may be an o]»cn ([ucstiou when the metal of which 
the coin is composed is of such nialloalile nature as to 
admit of so largo a surface being brought into perfect 
relief without endangering the dies; but in the present 
instance the widespread bust is, we believe, at the root 
of most of the defects in the striking of the coins j and 
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were it not so^ if the continuation is to he covered 
with sucli feeble and commonplace allegorical drapery as 
it is in the present coinsj there can be no doubt whatever 
which is the more artistic. It is really remarkable how 
much the appearance of the coin is improved when this 
portion of it is covered. This improvement^ however^ is not 
entirely due to the drapery being out of sight. Covering 
the drapery hides the singularly ungraceful line of tlic 
shoulder, and destroys the unpleasant similarity of outline 
in back and front, which the ribbon breaking the line of 
the nape of the neck is intended to disguLse, but cannot. 

It is this similarity and cciuality of the several portions 
of the design which is one of its gravest faults. If a line 
were drawn across tlie neckj the head and the. portion of 
the bust shown would be as nearly tupial iu bulk as the 
halves of an hour-glass, while a line drawn vcjrtically down 
from the top of the licad would also divi(h‘. the bust int() 
almost as crjual halves. There is, iu fact, throughout a 
most inartistic balance of equality, instead of an artistic 
balance of proportionate diversity of i)arts. 

As a likeness, the head is inferior to that of any former 
copper issues. The lino iu front of the eye extends con- 
siderably too low, and as one fault always begets another, 
the upper line of tlic wing of the nostril is dispropor- 
tionately depressed. 

The shape of the head is also voiy iuenrreet, more 
particularly in the upper portion of the for(ihcad, wliilo 
the curves of the hair at the back of the lu‘.a(l arc 
peculiarly unplcasiug iu shape, as well as wrctcluHlly 
executed. The likeness on all the coins is bad ; but that 
on the halfpenny is the best, and that on the penny tJiC 
worst of the throe. 

0^ the reverse we arc again met by the same dis- 
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cordantly symmetrical arrangement as on the obverse^ in 
the introduction of a sliip and a lighthouse of exactly 
equal bulk^ one on each side of the principal figure^ which 
precisely balance each other, and set all rules of compo- 
sition at defiance. But what shall we say of the principal 
figure itself? Wc are accustomed to ridiculously small 
heads in our representation of Britannia, but in this case 
it really appears that the minimum has been attained at 
last. Allowing the largest possible dcvelojDment for the 
covered portion of the head, the figiuc cannot be less than 
ten heads high, and, unless the head Ije of a very pecu- 
liar shape, considerably more. The length of the face is 
hardly, if at all, greater than the width of the arm near the 
shoulder, or the length of the hack of the hand without the 
fingers, while the neck is precisely of the same thickness as 
the upper arm. The attempt to make up in helmet what 
is wanting in head, merely serves to make the deficiency 
more signal, and even the shape of the helmet itself is 
conspi cuoiisly ungraccTul . 

Altogcthc'r, on hoth olwcrsc and reverse, the design is 
feebler and the work less sativsfactory than in any former 
coin of the reigii; nor euu it be allowed that the defects 
and demerits of the new coin arc in any way compensated 
for by the affectation of IStli century capitals in the 
legend. After such long delays in the execution of tlui 
dies, a more satisfactory result was not unreasonably to 
bo anticii)atcd ; and we only express tlio universal feeling 
of those who have hitherto taken a pride and pleasure 
in the artistic excellence of the coitis issued from the 
English Mint, when wc cuter a i)rotttst, though now 
unfortunately too late, against the New Bronze Coinage 
as a sample of our taste and ability in tins important 
branch of National Art. S» E. 
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ON SOME COINS OF CONSTANS TI. AND UIS SONS, 
DISOOVEItEl) IN THE ISLAND OF CYPJMJS, 

On my return from tlie East in September^ 1858^ 1 made 
the acquisition at Athens of a mass of 512 coins, tlien 
lately discovered in the Island of Cyprus. The bizarre 
character and the rarity of nearly all the types attracted 
me towards the investment ; and I hoped tJiat sueli a find 
as this might throw some little light uj)Ou a very obscure 
period of numismatic history, or at least, wIuju catalogued 
and put on record, afibrd valuable data in aid of iutiire 
investigation. 

To commence, all these coins, without, i believe, one 
exception, are countermaa’ked with the monogram of 
Constans II. thxis, ^ or (|p. This is staiu[)(^(l into the 
coin, with a little roixnd field of its own, indented in every 
conceivable position on the obverse or reverse. Wo have 
every reason to believe that this xvas doiui wlunx the piece 
was struck ; it is generally plain axid legible cnougli, and 
on the smaller types ocexipies a hu*go portion of the coin, 
to the utter mutilation of the cfligies or legend. J^veu in 
those comparatively rare eases where tlie whole of the 
countermark does not appear, some tract's of it are easily 
discernible on closer investigation. I have, therefore, 
omitted to represent it in the plate, but on every coin of 
this find its presence is to be iindcrstootL 

One axid all these 512 coins are of a rich rod oc)j)per 
hue, now axul then coated with verdigris, but stddoni 
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blackened. Thus they are easily distinguishable when 
incorporated with others in a collection^ and the 137 coins 
of this find now in the British Museum can be recog- 
nised among the trays of tlie same period;, at first sights 
even without the aid of the ticket preceding them. 

It is also noticeable that many of these coins could 
never have been in circulation, but were buried fresh from 
the die. Even in this state they are extremely difficult 
to decipher from their generally uncouth fabric, and the 
ignorance or carelessness with which they arc struck. 
Tlicir shape and size also ai’e variable in the extreme. 
The workmen probably struck a number of these impres- 
sions on large plates of metal, and the single coins were 
then separated by shears into the quaint octagonal or 
triangular forms which the awkwardness of the clipper 
allowed them to assume. 

Thus caiiwc well understand that in numismatic mouu- 
meuts of this description, it is only by the comparison 
and collation of numerous specimens of cacli type that the 
details can he satisfactorily nnuh^ out. 

Wc have in this find examples of several types in great 
numbers, but it is only in one variety oi* tlic ev roero viKa 
type that wo get anything like a coin of frcciuont occurrence 
elsewhere. Some of the other varieties arc now prohaldy 
published for the first time, or at all events have been 
hitherto vtny imperCcetly doscrihed from the want of 
sufficient materials for the task. 

With regard to the place of mintage from which this 
hoard issued, wo have three coins uudouhtcdly struck at 
Cyprus (pi. ii. Si). A coin of this island, diflerent in 
detail, hut very analogous in its general appearance, is 
published by Mens, do Saulcy in his work on the Byzan- 
tine Series, pi. viii. 3, ami tlicro rightly ascribed to Hera- 
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clius I.^ Heraclius Constantine, and Martina. This is 
proved by a specimen originally in my possession, now in 
the British Museum, where the monogram of the elder 
Heraclius is perfectly clear above the large M on the 
reverse. This coin has, howevei*, no connectiou with the 
hoard now under examination, the three Cyprus pieces of 
which must be, after due consideration, attributed to Con- 
stantine PogonatuSj with his two brothers, Heraclius and 
Tiberius ; for the fifteenth year of Pogouatus (G68 a.d.), 
in which these coins arc dated, is the first year of his 
association with his brothers after his father^s death, which 
had then just taken place ; and our last dated coin in the 
present find of Constans and his three sous is of his 
twenty-fifth year, or two years before his death. (See 
pi. ii. 6.) Thus our hoard presents us with an interest- 
ing series of dates, among which but few are wanting from 
the eleventh year of Constaus II. to the fifteenth of Pogo- 
natus’ with his brothers, or the ye?ii' of their father^s 
death. 

Otherwise the attrihutiou of those pieces to Heraclius I., 
Heraclius Constantino, and Martina would leave a con- 
sidcrahle gap unaccounted for, from the date of their associ- 
ation until this eleventh year of Constans II. (PI. ii. 7*) 

It is a remarkable fact that while endeavouring to trace 
out the types of our present find, or their analogucis, in 
the authorities on the subject, in some cases little can he 
found resembling these coins, while in others, wdicn a 
specimen somewhat similar occurs, Sicily is often sug- 
gested as their place of mintage. This island was certainly 
very active in coining during the reign of the ehhir IToru- 


* Pogonatus, of course, reckons the years of lus reign from 
the time of his association with Constans, his fatJier. 
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clius^ and frequent are the examples inscribed with its 
namej especially of the avaveom^ types. The various im- 
perial combinations, from his accession until and through- 
out the epoch of this find, are also represented on products 
of this mint. Nor should we be surprised if, of whatever 
mintage this hoard eventually proves to be, an inti- 
mate relation were discovered to exist between it and 
the monetary establishments of Sicily, somewhat analo- 
gous to the transfers of mints from one place to another, 
such as are found during the lower empire period. 

Now on the general question as to where our hoard was 
issued, we have one bit of firm ground in three of its pieces 
being inscribed KYHP, and rcfeixing themselves un- 
doubtedly to Cyprus, the locality in which they were 
discovered. The fact, likewise, of their discovery at this 
place, and the probability of the great mass of these 
pieces having never been in circulation, are also prima 
facie evidence pointing to a Cyprus mintage. 

Once for all I would remark, that I have no wish to 
dogmatise on this point, and I am merely throwing out the 
following suggestions in the hopes that some abler numis- 
matist may carry them to thedr full extent. 

Wc have then here a number of pieces of uncommon 
type, and scmi-barbaric; or, at least, ultra-provincial fabric. 
In the whole mass the only letters with any apparent 
reference to a mintage place arc the KYIIP above quoted, 
the CON in the exergue of two types (sec pi. ii. 5, I t), 
and the KQN2TAN reading vertically to right and left of 
an f V rsTo viKa reverse (sec pi. ii. 3), — of which presently. 
The fabric of the two types with CON. would warrant 
some hesitation in ascribing their emission to Constantine, 
and we should rather suggest them to bo the cfTorts of 
provincial mints, which have copied ignorantly, or de 
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indmtTHif to ensure a wider circulation^ the exergual marlv 
of tlie capital. 

The ver 7 remarkable type giving us KQN2TAN would 
seem to evidence an unusual position for CoustantinOj the 
emperor^s name but should we incline to attribute our 
hoard to Cyprus emission, these letters might also present 
an ingenious expedient for a double allusion to the feign- 
ing prince, and Constantia (Kwvtrravriia, as it is written by 
Epiphanius, in his words TroXvavSjOorarr/ iTo\iq), the capital 
of the island and the ancient Salamis, wlicrc no doubt 
their principal monetary establishment would have been; 
but in our very scanty supjdy of contemporaneous Cypriot 
authorities, I should be unwilling to insist at 2 ^n*sent on 
this attribution. Any liow, Constantinople can hardly be 
referred to, and the coincidence of tlic locality whence 
these coins came, to say the least, is curious. 

The absence of every other cxcrgnal mark prevalent at 
this time among our hoard, increases to a certain extent 
the probability of their Cyprus manufacture; for even 
should wc attribute the doubtful spt^einiens bearing CON 
to the capital, why should Constantinople and Cyprus 
alone appear in our 512 pieces? whereas, allow the types 
reading CON to be provincial copies, and the want of all 
foreign mints in a hoard, the great portion of whicli was 
probably never put into circulation, is precisely what we 
should be led to expect. 

Yet in our endeavoured attribution of the mass of ibis 
find to the Island of Cyprus, there is one important histo- 
rical event by no moans to be lost sight of. We know 
that in 648 A.n, (that is the seventh year of the reign of 
Constans II.) Moyawiah, the general of Othmdn, invaded 

3 It is hardly ncecasary to remind oiir readers that the 
emperur is never written ‘^Cunstaus” on his ooms. 
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CypruSj which capitulated on an agreement that the 
Saracen general should share the revenues with the Greek 
emperor. -N ow it is after this event that our find was 
struck^ and its semi-barharons fabric accords well mth the 
mixed nature of the island^s political institutions during 
that period. The Greek population of the country was 
then probalily little disturbed ; and the SaracenS; always 
ready to copy the coinage of their neighbours^ would 
interfere little with the Greek currency of the island^ or 
the employment of Greek workmen : thus even supposing 
a nominal and tributary Saracen supremacy^ the years and 
titles of their ^^half-masters^^ at Byzantium might still be 
recorded as before. Very superiorj however; arc these coins 
to the common run of the so called Saracen imitations 
struck at times far in the interior of their dominions; and 
l)y chance workmen of the mint; for these pieces arc seldom 
legible in their dates ; yet it is a remarkable circumstance 
that these very types which our catalogue describes were 
among those most generally copied in the Saracen states. 

The presence ill our hoard of great numbers; and several; 
I believe; unpublished varieties of the cv rsro viKa types, 
would seem likewise to demand a few words on this sub- 
ject, which is not without its difficulties aiid its interest; and 
to the materials for the investigation of which I venture 
to hope that the catalogue of this find may add its ciuota, 

I should preface my observations by suggesting that in 
most of what has been written on this subject; there seems 
too great a desire to view these types as all of one epoch, 
or, at least; as referring to one event. 

The word avaviocFic^ or as it would he classically 
written dvavsaxngy^ must mean renewal/’ remvatiOj or 

® Bucangc would seom to think this word ought to bo com- 
pleted thuB rtvrtvefloxrtf, but Buroly avavioams^ in the cominoncr 
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7'estauratio, When this type was supposed to have originated 
with Justinian Rhinotmetus on his recall from cxile^ it was 
then translated return/^ from avaviufmij to go hack ; 
but besides the utterly overwhelming numismatic evidence 
against this supposition^ we may remark that such an use 
of the word would be far too clas..ucal for even the Ilera- 
clian era; its letters; however; never read satisfactorily 
farther than avavao on any coin 1 Inu'C yet seen. Of the 
symbol which accompanies it; when joined witli a numeral; 
I shall treat in tlic catalogue. Jixamples of the Sicilian 
type are elsewhere engraved; and dcscril)ed as if the 
legend wont as far as avavtu ^ ; but no si^ecimen lias 1)ecu 
brought under my notice suflieiently well preserved to 
establish this point beyond question. 

The ey Tsro viKa type as struck at Carthage iS; doul^tloss; 
the earliest of this stuics; and came in with the lltnuftliau 
dynasty. The Sicilian types must have followed this 
closely; and the word arario^erte it apjx^ars on iliose has, 
I belicvC; been rightly referredto the eircumstance.s under 
which the tyranny of Fucas was suiqu-essc^d. Tht‘re are 
many legends quite as strange in By^santino numismatics; 
yet the IIESTITUTOII OJtBlS of Aurdltin is lunhaps 
the most analogous (ixprtsssion to he found; to wliich we 
may add the FEL. TEMP. REFAUATIO of the lower 
empire. Now, although the chjer lleruclius first minted 
these iypes; yet; as far as our j)rcHcut lioartl is ecjiuienied; 
in which we have about 20:i of these eoiiiS; 1 should doubt 
the existence among them of one single specimen reftn-riblc 
to his reign ; 1 Ijclieve ratlicr the sum total of th(‘HC to 
have been struck after the eleventh year of (k)ustans IL 

form; and from the obverse, rv rtwro for «V rwiJr^, wo lourn ihat 
the 0 is evidently equivalent to tlie m iu many iiiHtanceH, and in 
modcru Greek no diatinction jpxistH lietwcmi Ihe two loiterH. 
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Mons. de Saiilcy has justly remarked how servilely^ and 
with how careful an imitation of detail^ Constans has 
copied and reproduced alike the legends and the types of 
his ancestor Heraclius, This is a fact of which whoever 
tries to separate a mixed heap of the coins of these two 
sovereigns must soon hecomc painfully aware. 

It is remarkable ciioiigli that in all our number above 
stated we only encounter two beardless effigies, with the 
additional and confirmative difference of the cursive m on 
the reverse in place of the usual square letter. One 
other specimen occurs beardless, but slightly moustached, 
to supply a link with the main number of bearded por- 
traits, and prevent any idea of attributing the two above 
named to the elder Heraclius, On pieces unconnected 
with tins hoard a decided preponderance of these cv rsro 
types have beardless cHigicSj and a very large proportion 
of these beardless portraits elsewhere are accordingly to 
be assigned to the first Heraclius, Some few, like our 
two, may belong to Constans, struck probably before liis 
eleventh year, at which period he is nearly always repre- 
sented with a beard. 1 have never yet seen anywliere a 
single bearded sp(;(*/unr‘.n that from its fabric could be 
assigned to the elder Heraclius. 

So favourite and peculiarly a llcraclian type as this 
£v Tsro viKa would be copied naturally among the rest by 
his imitative descendant Constans; whether the word 
^^renevvaF’ may not have acquired a secondary ijnportauce 
and appropriateness from one of the crises which the 
empire underwent during the reign of Constans also, 
seems not unlikely, although no positive opinion can be 
maintained on this subject till a fuller history of the 
reappearance of this type has been collected, 

The normal and representative specimen of this type

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ENGLISH AND FOHEIGN STERLINGS FOUND JN 
SCOTLAND. 

For tLc following catalogue of a hoavd of coins lately 
discovered in Dumfriessliirc^ we arc iudcLtccI to Mr. 
George Sim^ of Edinburgli. Tlie wliolc oi‘ them were 
made over to the Scottish Exchequer Chamher^ in ac- 
cordance with the recent regulations as to trcasiir e-trove 
in Scotland. 

Though not presenting any rcniarkahlo livaturoHj cither 
in the number of the coins discovered^ or in the rarity 
of any of the typesj this find is still ol‘ int(^rcstj as 
showing the pvo])ortionato cinantiticR of tin*, coins issued 
from the various English mints of the j>erio(l in circu- 
lation together; and the amount of inttumiixturc of the 
foreign imitations of the sterling with tluiin. 

As there are only four Scotch coins among them; it 
would api)ear that though found in Seotlaud; this hoard 
of coins was originally collected together in England; and 
was probably cither buried by an Englishman on one of 
the numerous expeditions into Scotland at the bc^ginning 
of the 14th century; or may have been the hidden produce 
of some Scottish raid over the Border. 

Mr. Sim remarks that the sterling ot ValencicnncH 
is exactly rimilar to one found at Kirkcudbright, and 
described in the Numismatic Clirouiele, vol xiii. p, 88, 
and that of Mens to the one described on the same page. 
There is some doubt whether the sterling attribnt(id to 
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llobcrt III. of Flniitlers is really liis. It belongs^ how- 
cveTj to a Coiiut of FlaudcrvSj and was struck at Alost. 

In tlie find of coins at Kirkcudhriglit; tlie relative pro- 
portions of the Englisli and foreign coins was just tlie 
reverse of tliat of tln^ present find. In that instance there 
were only five coins of Edward I., one of llcuiy III., and 
one of Alexander III., to Tipwards of eighty of foreign 
mintage, w’hilc here there are one liuudrcd and ninety- 
one English and Scotrli coins to fonr of the foreign 
imitations.

ON SOME LOOPED COINS FOUND WITH ANGLO- 

SAXON UENAMENTS IN KENT. 

The four gold solidi hero described^ and engraved^ though 
without the loops^ in PI. iii., were found liifst year at Sarre, 
near Rcculver^in Kentj and formed pendants tna nechlace 
of heads, wdiicli — with a sidendid gold fibula inlaid with 
garnets, found at the same time — is now in the Britisli 
Museum. They belong to the end of the sixth and begin- 
ning of the sevcntli century, and are higddy iiiteresting, as 
they mark the period at wliieh the name and cfligy of a 
Byzantine emperor appeared for the last time, under 
Heraclius, on the coinage of the south of Uanl.

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M. Lenormaiit describes two varieties of gold coins 
struck at Marseilles^ and in other towns of the south of 
France, with the name of Mauricius Tiberius^ but he does 
not mention any of similar fabric bearing the names of 
subsequent emperors. The first variety, like the early 
Mero’vingian coinage, is full faced in the solidus^ but side 
faced in the triens. In the second variety, to which our 
coins belong, both the solidus and triem are side faced, 
and the cross on the reverse is encircled in a wreath, 
instead of being separated l)y a straight line from the 
cxcrgiial legend, as in the first variety. He ascribes the 
former to Gondovald, natural son of Clotaire I, who, with 
the assistance of Mauricius Tiberius, held possession of 
the south of Gaul from a.d, 583 to 585 ; and the second to 
Syagrius, who in 587 succeeded for a short time in re- 
establishing the imperial authority in the same quarter. 

M. Lciiormant further observes that we have no effigies 
of Merovingian kings on coins imitated from those of the 
second variety till (hotaire II. , who obtained possession of 
the southern provinces in (>13, and he is of oj)inion that 
till this date money was coined there in the name of the 
By^autinc cmp(jror. 

This supposition is confirmed by the coin of Ilcraclius, 
No. 3, and by two others, both in the British Museum. 
The first is a barljarous soMus of Focas, the reverse of 
which issimilarto thatof Nos. 1, 3, and 4; and the second, 
a trims of Ileraolius, struck at Viviers, and similar in 
fabric to one of (Uotairc IL, bearing the mint-mark of 
Marseilles, which is also in the national collection. This 
mintage coutiuucs, with a few exceptions, from Clotaire IT. 
to the end of the Merovingian dynasty.

VICTORIA, R. 

Whereas we have thought fit to order that certain pieces of 
money of bronze or mixed metal should be coined, which should 
be called Penny Pieces,” Halfpenny Pieces,” and “ Farthing 
Pieces every such penny having for 'the obverse impression 
our efligy laureated, with the inscription '‘Victoria. D. Gr. Britt : 
Reg : F. D.,” and for the reverse impression the figure of 
Britannia seated upon a rock in the sea, her right hand resting 
upon a shield, and holding in her left the trident, with a ship 
and pharos in the distance, and the inscription “ One Penny,” 
with the date of the year; and every such halfpenny piece 
having for the obverse impression the aforesaid effigy and in- 
scription, and for the reverse the figure of Britannia, with the 
same emblems as described for the penny, and the inscription 
“ Halfpenny,” with the date of the year ; and every such far- 
thing piece having for the obverse improssiDii the aforesaid effigy 
and inscription, and for the reverse the figure of Britannia, with 
the same emblems as described for the penny, and the inscrip- 
tion “ Farthing,” with the date of the year : all which said 
moneys of bronze or mixed metal have been and shall bo coined 
in a mixed metal or bronze, composed of copper, tin, and zinc ;

every such farthing piece as of the value of one farthing of 
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present lawful money ; provitleil that no person shall he obliged 
to take more of such penny j)ieces in any one payment than shall 
be of the value of Is. after the rate aforesaid, or take more of 
such halfpenny or farthing pieces in any one payment than shall 
be of the value of sixpence after the rate aforesaid.

The Coinage. — A return relating to the operations of the 
Mint was issued April 17, 18(>0. The number of sovereigns 
coined in lSf»y were 1,54:7,003 ; of half-sovereigns, 2,203,813, a 
greater number than those for the former year, when 803,234: 
sovereigns and 855,578 half-sovereigns were coined. The total 
value of all the gold coinage manufactured at the Mint during 
the last ten years was £54,490,266. The number of florins 
coined in 1859 was 2,5G8,0C0; of shillings, 4,561,920; of 
sixpences, 4,688,040; of fuurpenccs, 4158; of threepences, 
3,584,328 ; of silver twojjenceB, 4752 ; and of silver pence, 7920.

AN ACCOUNT OF A FIND OF COINS IN THE PAEISH 
OF GOLDBOEOUGH, YOEKSHIEE. 

[Kead before the Numismatic Society, April 28, 1869J 

I HAVE great pleasure in giving an account to the Numis- 
matic Society of a very curious find of coins that has 
taken place in the parish of Goldboroughj in Yorkshirej 
and for the preservation of which we are indebted to the 
Hon. and Eev. Mr. LasceUes^ the vicar of the place. 

It appears that^ in the autumn of 1858^ some workmen 
were digging the foundations for the rebuilding the wall of 
the churchyard at Goldborough^ when they came upon an 
earthen-frare pot; which was immediately broken into frag- 
ments; and was found to contain a number of pieces of 
silver; such as ingotSj several portions of silver bracelets; 
one very large and perfect silver buckle; and a considerable 
number of coins. The character of the find bears remark- 
able analogy to the much larger one at CuerdalC; in Lan- 
cashire; in 1840 ; but there is this difference; that whereas 
in the Cuerdale find the great bulk of the coins were 
Saxon; and there were only two or three Oriental coins 
interspersed among them; in this find nearly the whole of 
the coins are Oriental; only two Saxon coins having been 
met with — one of Alfired; and the other of Eadweard the 
Elder. 

The coin of Alfred is a great curiosity ; it is; indeed, 
only half a coin ; but its size is double that of the usual

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Saxon pennies^ andj with, one exception^ no similar coin 
has been met with. Those who are interested in the Saxon 
coinage will probably remember a specimen engraved by 
Mr. Hawkins^ PL xiii. No. 178^ in his work on the Silver 
Coins of England/^ of which he gives the following 
account very peculiar piece will be found (see 
No. 178)^ inch in diameterj and weighing 162 grains. 
It is right to make the reader acquainted with the exist- 
ence of so curious a piece^ though it must be considered 
more in the light of a medal than of a coin. It is in the 
possession of Mr, Garland/^ or rather it waSj in 1828 j 
for whether Mr. Garland is still alive^ and whether he still 
retains it, or what may have become of it if he is now 
dead, this, no one, I believe, knows. Mr. Garland^s coin,

The fragment discovered at Goldborough, weighs 53 
grains, and is here engraved.

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no onCj however imaginative, could have determined to 
what king it was to be assigned. 

The other coin has no especial merit, and belongs to a 
class which, as all collectors know, is sufiSciently abundant.

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From the comparison of the dates we arc ahle to obtain 
from these coinSj it is easy to ascertain the limits of the 
period within which they must have been struck^ and 
thence to deduce some conclusions as to the date when 
tliis hoard must have been deposited. 

ThuS; from the coins of Alfred and Eadweard the Elder^ 
we know that none of these can be earlier than the first 
year of Alfred^ a.d. 873^ nor later than the last year of 
the reign of Eadweard^ or a.d. 925 j that iS; that so far as 
we can ascertain from the Saxon coinS; they range over a 
period of fifty-three years. 

This period isj however^ more limited when we come 
to examine the dates of the Oriental coins. Thus^ the 
earliest is a piece of the Abbasside dynasty and of the 
Khalif A1 Motamed ala Allah; on this the date is clearly 
A.H. 276 (a.d. 889), corresponding with the eleventh year 
of Alfred the Great ; and we have^ subsequently, the 
well-defined dates, a.h. 280 (893), 282 (895), 286 (899), 
288 (901), 289 (902), 291 (904), 292 (905), 293 (906), 
294 (907), 297 (910), 298 (911), while from one of the 
coins bearing clearly the name of Nasr ben Ahmed, the 
fourth prince of the Samanian house, who reigned between 
A.H. 301 — 331, or A.D. 913 — 943, we might conclude that 
one at least of these coins was as late as that date, or 
eighteen years after the death of Eadweard the Elder. 
Here, however, we have another limitation in the name 
of the khalif who appears also on this coin, A1 Moktader 
billah. As this prince did not reign longer than a.h. 320 
(a.d. 932), we may be sure that the coin cannot be later 
than this period. Now the year a.d. 932 is seven years 
after the death of Eadweard, during the reign of his son, 
Athelstan; and it is possible, therefore, by taking the 
extreme limits as mentioned above, that these coins do 
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range over a period extending from a.h. 276 — 320 
(a.d. 889 — 932)j or forty-three years. As^ however^ the 
last coin mentioned does not give its actual date^ but only 
an inferential one^ derived from comparing the dates of 
the princess reign with that of his spiritual sovereign the 
khalif, it is quite possible that this coin may have been 
struck before the death of Eadweard, in a.d. 925, and, 
therefore, that the actual limit of these coins is between 
A.D. 889 — 925, or thirty-six years. 

With regard to the discovery of Oriental coins inter- 
mixed with Saxon or other money of the North of Europe, 
I have already given the fullest information I could, in a 
paper I read before this Society in January, 1850,* in 
which I gave an account of the vast number of such coins 
which have been found all along the shores of the Baltic. 
I then stated that, curiously enough, almost all these coins 
belong to one or two Oriental dynasties, and that their date 
lies within \^ery narrow limits. All this is confirmed by 
the circumstances of the present find, no less than by that 
of Cuerdale, to which I have already alluded.

OBSERVATIONS ON SOME DOUBLE-STRUCK COINS 
OF THE BACTRIAN KING, AZES OR AZA8. 

Op tlie abundant series of coins whicli bear tbe name of 
the Bactrian king^ Azas, two types^ figured as Nos. 10 and 
12y in the seventh plate of Wilaon^s ^^Ariana Antiqua^’^ 
are perhaps those most common. 

The first bears on the obverse an elephant, and on the 
reverse an Indian bull; the other has on its obverse a 
seated figure of the Greek goddess, Demeter, and on the 
reverse a standing figure of Hermes with his caduceus. 

The legends on both types are precisely the same, being 
on the obverse, in Greek letters, 

BASIAEQ2 BA2IAEQN MEFAA 0 Y AZ 0 Y, 
and on the reverse, in Arian Pali letters, 
MAHARAJADHIRA JASA • MAHATASA AY ASA. 

In the year 1849, while examining a very well preserved 
specimen of the latter type, which I procured from Jhelum, 
in the Punjab, I discovered beneath the Pali legend of the 
obverse the’ faint outlines of the Greek letters 

I examined, in consequence, every individual of the 
same type which fell into my hands with peculiar carej 
and at last, in 1851, I was rewarded by finding among, a 
parcel of coins purchased for me at Rawul Pindi, an entire 
series of these curious palimpsests. 

They were bought by Mr. Carnac, who states the 
Affghan who sold them assured him they were all taken 
out of a tope near Jellalabad, in Affghanistan — a story 
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■vrliicli their ajDpearance did not helie^ as -vrhen I first 
received them they 'svere mostly adhering to each other^ 
and covered with a thick coat of verdigris. 

On cleanings I found them to be all coins of Azas, and, 
with one exception^ of the two types described above. 
JNIost of those; however, which bore the second type 
exhibited traces of having been re-striick upon older 
defaced coins ; and in every case the original type appeared 
to have been that of the bull and elephant. 

Altogether, the number of specimens which I have 
secured (mostly of this find), on which similar marks are 
to be found; amounts to nearly a dozen, exhibiting the 
defacement of the original device in almost every stage of 
completeness 3 in some a few faint traces of the original 
legends alone survived; in others, again, it is difficult to 
say which of the two types predominates ; indeed, one of 
my coins presents to the eye the figure of Hermes or the 
elephant; according to the position in which it may be 
lield; while on the other side the knees and lower extremi- 
ties of the seated goddess vanish into the hind q^uarters of 
the Indian bull ! 

Beyond my own collection, I have also met with similar 
re- struck coins of Azas (there is one in the cabinet of the 
British Museum) ; there can therefore he little doubt that 
the re-coiuage was one of large extent, 

jMoreover, as the only type obliterated is that of the 
elephant and bull, while that substituted is also always that 
of Demeter and Hermes, it seems probable that the re- 
coinage was in pursuance of a general design to recall one 
from circulation in favour of the other. It may be inferred, 
however, from the comparative abundance in which the 
condemned type still occurs, that the object was not com- 
pletely attained.

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Knowings as we do^ the various motives which have 
actuated monarchs in recorded instances to call in and 
re-coin their own or their predecessor's currencies^ it may 
seem rash to attempt any explanation of the particular 
caprice which influenced Azas to this measure. 

Stilly meagre as our materials are^ and premature as it 
would be to dogmatize on the matter with the information 
we have hitherto possessed^ there are^ I thinkj to be found 
in the general study of the coinage of Azas^ some facts 
which may warrant a conjecture^ and on so interesting a 
subject it is scarcely possible to refrain from one. 

In the first place, there is a good deal to show that Azas 
was not only a potent monarch, but that he was likewise 
a coniiuering one. His coins, occurring as they do in 
large numbers, of many difiPerent types, and with an 
unusual variety of mint-marks, prove that he must have 
ruled at once for a long period, and over a wide extent of 
country ; and certainly 'none but a successful conqueror 
could have reigned long and widely in a country so 
politically situated as Upper India must have been at the 
time he flourished. When, however, we find beyond this, 
that his coins are especially abundant and various, as 
compared with those of monarchs who must have been of 
the same dynasty with himself, we cannot help believing 
that he either founded or extended the dominion of that 
dynasty — ^in either case, necessarily by conquest. 

I might strengthen this position by further evidence 
and arguments; but the simple fact that Azas was a con- 
queror is all that is necessary for my present purpose, and 
this fact is not likely to he controverted. 

Of his adversaries there may be wider room for con- 
jecture, It can, however, scarcely he doubted that among 
them were numbered some one or other of the represen- 
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tatives of the G-reek sovereigns of India. Indeed^ it is 
scarcely needful in the present state of our numismatic 
knowledge to adduce formal proof of the fact; it may 
therefore suffice to say the execution of the coins of Azas 
prove them to be of a date when Greek art and Greek 
intelligence still asserted their supremacy, while there is 
sufficient proof that a Greek dynasty still existed at a yet 
later date, and that among the mint-mai’ks found on the 
coins of princes of this dynasty, are some which are found 
also on the coins of Azas. 

Keeping these facts in view, there is something of sig- 
nificance in the character of the types of both the coins 
which, it has been seen, were called in to be re-struckj and 
of the types which were substituted in their place. 

The first, we have seen, were an elephant and an Indian 
hull — types which figure conspicuously among the emblems 
of Buddhism. Nor are they the only traces of that faith 
to be found on the coins of Azas — the lion is another 
ordinary type. Perhaps, too, the well-known singular 
cross-legged figure, which is found on the obverse of more 
than one variety of Azas^ coins, may indicate a leaning 
to the same faith, I may even cite, in addition, a very 
curious standing figure, from a rare type in my own 
cabinet, which closely resembles some curious sculptures 
of the great Sakya Muni in the act of teaching. 

But whether it be probable or not that the emblems on 
the defaced coinage were selected on account of their sig- 
nificance in Buddhism, there can at least be no doubt 
that those of the coinage which replaced it were selected 
from the storehouse of Grecian mythology; as, for instance. 
Demeter with her cornucopise, and Hermes with his ca- 
duceus. 

Guided, therefore, by these indications— the career of 
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Azas as a conqueror; his consequent antagonism to the 
remaining Greek rulers of India; the probable Buddhist 
character of the bulk of his coinage^ and especially of 
the earlier type under consideration ; the ascertained 
defacement of the latter^ and its re- coinage with types of 
an undoubtedly Greek character ; I would venture to offer 
as a conjecture (and purely as a conjecture) the following 
explanation. 

I suppose that the religion which Azas himself pro- 
fessedj at least in the outset of his career, was probably 
Buddhism; that the bull and elephant were adopted, 
among his other earlier types, from the influence of that 
religion; and that their calling in and re-coinage with 
types borrowed from Grecian mythology took place after 
his acquisition of some portion of the territories which 
had, since the early conquests of the Bactriaii monarchs, 
exclusively owned a Greek sway; and I would further con- 
jecture, that the adoption of the new types indicates not 
so much the abandonment on the part of Azas of his own 
religion, as a concession, probably only for a time, to the 
prejudices of his newly acquired subjects. 

I would, in conclusion, make a few observations on the 
monograms which these coins bear. On the re- struck 
coins I have never found but one* — that figured as 
Nos. 113 and 133 of the table in Ariana Antiqua,"' and 
No. 23 of Major Cunningham'^s paper in the Numismatic 
Chronicle,^ This the latter gentleman reads from the 
Arian version of it as Salapi,"^* and proposes to assign it to 
SAAAIIEISA, which he supposes to be the same witli

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tlie 2AAArEI2A of rtolemy^ and identifies it as tlic 
modern Sealcot».^ 

To tliis reading I sec no objection from my speci- 
mens and'tlie plate of the coin in the Ariana Antiqua/^ 
I think the letter sh^^ exists also in the Arian monogram^ 
which I would read^ therefore, Salai>islia/' or Shala- 
pisa/*’ The Greek letters certainly admit of being ren- 
dered as SAAAnEI2A. 

Major Cunningham does not give at length his reasons 
for identifying this place with Sealcote. If, however, he be 
correct in his supposition, it would well accord with the 
conjectures I have formed, for Sealcote must have been a 
city of importance from a period of remote antiquity, as 
it is situated in what was unquestionably the stronghold of 
Greek sovereignty in India, viz. : the upper part of the 
Punjab. 

On the coins of the earlier type I find at least three 
monograms; for one of which. No. 114 of Wilson, Major 
Cunningham proposes to read TAHIA, for Taxila. On 
the coins of Azas, however, it is most frequently accom- 
panied by the letter a of the Arian alphabet, and this 
is probably the initial letter of the name. I must afdmit, 
however, I am not prepared to offer any more satisfactory 
solution for this or the other two monograms which 
occur on this class of coins. 

They possess, however, one peculiarity to which I would 
draw attention — the occurrence, in conjunction with them, 
of certain minute varying Arian letters. These are found, 
in conj unction too with other monograms, not unfrequently

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on the coins of several monarchs besides Azas — as Azilisas^ 
GondophareSj Hippostratns, and Hermseus. 

Major Cunningham^ in his paper on monogramSj already 
citedj notices the occurrence of Greek letters of low nume- 
rical value on the coins of some of the earlier Bactrian 
kings^ and suggests they may indicate the date according to 
the year of the king^s reign. The results of my own exami- 
nation of the coins of Apollodotus and Menander are 
confirmatory of this view^ and I am inclined to suggest 
these Arian letters may have been employed in a manner 
more or less analogous, 

I do not pretendj however, at present to offer any 
complete scheme explanatory of their use. I would only 
observe, if my previous remarks are accepted as probable, 
that the two letters and which alone I have 
found on the recalled coinage, occupy in all probability a 
low position in the arithmetical series. I would further 
merely add, that the vowel mark for I/^ occurring as 
it does in conjunction with nearly all the letters, may 
perhaps designate, as in the Greek numerical series, the 
first place in the decimal series ; and as in one instance 
^^k^^ also seems to occur in composition, it may, too, 
similarly represent 20^^ in either series. 

These remarks, however, are merely thrown out as 
hints to other inquirers, and I am not myself disposed to 
place any undue reliance on their value.

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AN ACCOUNT OF BEITISH GOLD AND EOMAN 
SILVEE COINS FOUND AT LIGHTCLIFFE, 
NEAE HALIFAX, IN THE YEAE 1827. 

[Heal 'before tlie NumUmatie Society, Jan. ^4, 1861.] 

For tte following particulars of this most interesting 
discovery we are indebted to the kindness of Thomas 
Bateman^ Esq.j of Yonlgravej Derbyshire. 

In the year 1827 a workman^ digging for gravel in the 
immediate vicinity of the old Koman road, at Lightcliffe^ 
near Halifax, came upon a fictile vase, apparently of Roman 
fabric, within about twelve inches of the surface of the 
ground. Its contents proved to he a number of coins, prin- 
cipally Roman denarii, but among them were four ancient 
British coins in gold. Three of these were of the now well- 
known Yorkshire type, with the inscription VOLISIOS in 
two lines across a wreath on the obverse, and the, rudely 
formed horse and DVMNO-CO-VEROS on the reverse, 
(See Ruding, pi. A, 83, and Hawkins, pi. i. No. 8.) The 
fourth coin was a variety, hitherto unpublished, of the type 
engraved in the Numismatic Chronicle, vol. i. pi. ii. No. 11, 
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and vol. mv. p. 71j No, 7. A representation of it is given 
above^ wliicb. may be thus described : — 

Ohv , — A wreath formed of rectangular leaves running in 
opposite directions on either side of a band con- 
necting two crescents placed back to back. In 
front of each crescent a large beaded ring-ornament 
between two pear-shaped figures. There are 
small pointed crosses in two of the spaces among 
the leaves of the wreath. 

Rev , — VEP (VE in monogram) rnti'ograde ; [COJEP; 

an extremely disjointed horse to the left, his tail 
forming the rim of a wheel. 

It will be seen that this coin differs from those that 
have already been published in having the VEP of the 
legend retrograde^ and in the very peculiar formation of 
the tail of the horse. Nothing is known as to what the 
legend YEP CORE was intended to designate^ and it is 
difficult to assign even a conjectural meaning to it. As 
to the type of the coinj there can^ however^ be no doubt. 
It is evidently a direct descendant of that of the Mace- 
donian Philippus, though only the wreath and the horse 
survive to prove the relationship j and the wheel-like 
form of the tail of the horse is all that is left to remind 
ns of the chariot that was drawn by its better-formed 
ancestors. 

The cruciform objects on the obverse of the coin are 
remarkable^ as similar, though smaller crosses are fre- 
quently found on the reverse of the gold coins of ANTE- 
IIRIGYS and others of the west of England, which it will 
shortly be seen belong to nearly tbe same period as this. 

As was the case with the discovery of ancient British 
coins of the same class at Almondbmy iu 1829 — a locality 
not many miles distant from Lightcliffe — these gold coins 
were accompanied by a number of Roman denarii. At

Almondtury these were all family or consular coins ; but 
at Lightclilfe there were found in addition several im- 
perial coins, including one of Caligula, with the reverse of 
Agrippina, probably struck about a.d. 40, The testimony 
of this coin is valuable, as affording an approximate date 
for the gold coins supposed to have been struck by the 
Brigantes, some of which belong in all probability to even 
a later period. The recent discovery of British coins at 
Nunney, near Frome, proves that the native coinage sur- 
vived in the western parts of England till after the acces- 
sion of Claudius, and there are good grounds for believing 
that that of the northern district may have continued 
some years longer than it did in the west. 

In the following list of the Roman coins, it has been 
thought best to preserve the descriptions as given to 
Mr. Bateman, merely annexing references to Cohen's 
Medailles Consulaires" for the types. Of some of them 
there were duplicates. It is stated that some of the silver 
coins were, when found, coated with bitumen.

OP ETHELSTAN, KING OF EAST ANGLIA.

This variety is mentioned in Hawkins^ Silver Coins/’ ^ 
from a MS. list of Combe’Sj which does not state in what 
cabinet it exists^ and Mr. Hawkins says that it is not now 
known. Besides^ it is there attributed, as many others, 
without the head, to Guthran, a Dane, who succeeded 
St. Eadmund in 870, and who, on being converted to 
Christianity, was baptized in 878 by the name of Ethel- 
stan, and reigned down to 890, No mention is made of 
a coin with the head. 

According to Mr. Haigh’s classification,® this coin

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belongs to EthelstaUj wlio was either the brother or son 
of Ethelwulf, it is not certain whichj and who is men- 
tioned in the Saxon chronicles as ha\ing been appointed^ 
on the death of Ecgbeorlit^ deputy sovereign of the king- 
doms which the latter had subdued, viz., Kent, Essex, 
Surrey, and Sussex. His coins date from 885 to 853, 
Those with the bust seem to be very rare. There are 
three engraved in Haigh, — one from the cabinet of the 
late Eev. T, P. Dymock, and the other two from that of 
the late J. D. Cuff, Esq., but all different in the reverse 
from this one. The obverse is similar to Nos. 4, 5, and 6, 
on pi. i.; and the reverse is something like No. 7 on the 
same plate, though this latter is a coin without the heady 
and reads MOM + MOMETA, in three lines. As to 
Ethelstan or Guthrun above mentioned, Mr. Haigh attri- 
butes to him the coins which were first made known 
to Numismatists by the Cuerdale find, with the legend 
ED EL . TA . EE, ED . EL SAN RE, &c., &c:, not one 
coin of the twenty-four that were found, reading correctly 
ED EL STAN RE. 

The above coin may then be safely attributed to 
Ethelstan I., King of the East Angles, from a.d, 825 
to 852. 

Nothing more can be said, save that this variety is in 
excellent preservation, and is the only coin of Ethelstan I, 
with the heady that the Museum possesses.

ON A COIN OP MALLUS IN OILIOIA. 

Among the coins added to the National Collection by pnr- 
chase at the sale of the collection of Mr. James Whittallj 
of Smyrna^ one of the most remarkable is a silver piece 
of the town of Mallus in CiKcia. The silver money of 
this place is of extreme rarity; and I believe that the 
present is the only example in any collection in Eng- 
land. It is also of a different type from any other of 
which the description is known to me ; and I have little 
doubt that it is nniqne. 

It is not necessary to say anything as to the position 
and history of MaUus, excepting that it is uncertain by 
what people it was founded. Of the probable character 
of the religion we must, however, speak briefly. At so 
great a distance from Greece Proper, and where the influ- 
ence of the earlier (I will not say the earliest) population 
was evidently unextinguished by the Greek settlers, we must 
not look for a purely Hellenic mythology. This, indeed, we 
scarcely find in Asia Minor, excepting in those tracts on 
the western coast where the Greek settlers had firmly esta- 
blished themselves in such large numbers as to give new 
territorial names to portions of the ancient countries. In 
Ionia and in JEnlis alone can we expect to find Hellenic 
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religion generally free from the influence of an earlier local 
belief. It is the more important to bear this in mind^ as 
our information is usually conveyed^ ^rhether in the forms 
of art or in the words of literature^ in a Greek shapCj and 
we arc therefore apt to trace it to a Greek original. But 
if we do SO; we must make the Baal of Tarsus a Greek 
Jupiter, and the Baal of Tyre a Greek Hercules. 

From the few coins of Mallus known to us, the divinities 
worshipped at that place and represented on its money 
appear to have been Minerva, Mercury, Venus, Hercules, 
and Bacchus — the first three, probably, having been the 
chief objects of worsliip. Minerva has a perfectly Greek 
character j the same is the case with Mercury and Her- 
cules ^ Venus appears to have an Asiatic character, and 
probably this may also be said of Bacchus. It may be 
conjectured that the worship of Minerva and Mercury 
w^as introduced by Greek colonists, the other divinities 
being already reverenced by the older inhabitants. 

The coin of Slallus forming the subject of this paper 
may be thus described : — 

Ohv, — Minerva, seated to the left, holding a spear with her 
right hand, and resting her left arm upon a shield ; 
behind her, the trunk of a tree. 

Ee-o. — MAA. Mercury standing, facing, wearing a 

chlamys, and bearing in bis right hand the cadu- 
ceus. To his right, Venus, standing, turned to 
the left, with her right arm on his shoulder, and 
her left arm resting upon a column. 7R. Size, 
Weight, loO S grs. 

It may be remarked that it is difldcult to distinguish 
with certainty which is the obverse: according to the 
general rule it would be as described, what I have called 
the obverse being slightly convex. The supposed re- 
verse is, however, the more important side. 

The weight is 15 9* 8 grains troy, which is rather below 
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tliat of most specimens of tlie usual denomination of the 
silver coins of Pamphylia and Cilicia. It would involve a 
long inquiry to discuss fully the evidences of the origin 
of this denomination ; hut the chief facts may be briefly 
stated. It may be supposed^ on account of the fondness 
of the Asiatics for divisions by tliree^ to he two-thirds of a 
tetradrachm which weighed not more than about 340 
grains ; for we may at once dismiss the idea that it is a 
debased jEginetan didrachm from our not finding any 
pieces certainly of that talent in Asiatic Greece. The 
standard of the supposed tetradrachm is too low to he 
Attic, and we are therefore led to suppose it was what we 
may term the later Phoenician, with which it well corre- 
sponds, In this case, each one of these Asiatic pieces 
would he equal to two of the common Persian silver coins 
with Daric types, of which three went to the tetradrachm, 
which was of the later Phoenician weight. 

The art of the coin is fair in character, and delicately, 
but rather slightly, though stiffly executed. Were it of 
Greece, or the west coast of Asia Minor, it would be 
referred to the latest part of the fifth century, b.c. ; but 
we have not a sufficient knowledge of the art of the Cilician 
and Pamphylian cities to speak with so great certainty as 
to the age of their coins. Probably, however, it is not later 
in date than the first half of the following century. In 
many respects the style recalls the very beautiful coins, of 
the same weight, struck at Celenderis in Cilicia, perhaps, 
as a series, the finest of any issued by the cities of the 
east of Asia Minor. 

The obverse type requires no detailed explanation. It 
simply represents Minerva seated, probably as the pro- 
tector of the city. The reverse type is far more remarkable. 
It would, at first sight, seem to represent Venus detaining

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Mercury, as she is represented by ancient artists detaining 
Mars. It might appear, therefore, to relate to the amour of 
Mercury and A'enus, from which sprang Hermaphroditus, 
The circumstance, howerer, that Mercury, as already 
shown, seems to have been here a Greek divinity, and 
Venus an Asiatic one, appears to be fatal to this conjec- 
ture. Even if we suppose the representation to he that 
of this Greek myth, we cannot see any motive in Venns^s 
resting upon a column. In late, and especially in Grseco- 
Roman, designs, it is not nnlikely that such an incon- 
gruity might occur; but the fitness of every part of an 
early Greek type does not allow any snch latitude. The 
column must imply rest, or stability, and is probably 
connected with the foundation of the town, or, at least, 
in some manner distinctly refers to the place. A copper 
Greek imperial coin of Mallns, strack under Herennia 
Etruscilla, destroys the first explanation, and seems to sup- 
port this. On its reverse. Mercury and Minerva are repre- 
sented standing facing one another, while, on the ground 
beneath them, is a pig. This would seem to intend an oath 
taken by these divinities in favour of MaUus, probably 
for its protection. The composition is so similar to that 
of the silver coin that a similar explanation must be 
adopted for the latter. We should therefore suppose that 
Mercury and Venus are represented upon it as protectors 
or founders of the city, and that the same is the case 
with Minerva on the other side, without hazarding any 
more precise explanation. The only reason that we can 
assign for the substitution of Minerva for V enus on the 
Greek imperial coin, is that, the bust of the Empress 
hanng usurped the place of the former, she took that of 
Venus as the more important divinity.

ON SOME UNPUBLISHED EOMAN COINS. 

[Read before the Numismatic Society, November 22, and Defiember IS, 18G0.] 

I HAVE mucli pleasure in laying "before tbe Numismatic 
Society tbis evening, casts of some Roman gold coinSj 
almost all unpublished, or else of types described as only 
existing in silver in M. Cohen^s Medailles Imperiales;” 
and also an impression of a rare and unpublished medallion 
in bronze of the Emperor Hadrian. In a large and com- 
prehensive work like that of M. Cohen^s, some errors and 
omissions must necessarily occur. I have already fur- 
nished him with a list of some of the omissions I have 
noticed } but as they have not yet appeared in print, and 
when they do, can only appear in a supplement,^^ or in 
the errata,” I think it desirable that a more special 
notice of them should be given. 

Without farther preface, I pass to the description of 
the coins : —

Morell is at a loss too, and says, Tripus, in quo quoddam 
obscurius expressum reperitur repositum;^^ he also suggests 
hostiae femur M. Cohen, in his description of two similar 
types of Vespasian, calls it bourse de Mcrcurc.^' Now, 

judging from the four specimens in the British Museum, — 
two of Vespasian, and two of Titus, — ‘I am rather inclined 
to think that it much resembles a wine-bag (acr/coc) ; and 
as the tripod was often used as an altar, it seems not at 
all improbable for wine to have been sacrificed at the time 
of peace. The question is not one of much moment ; hut 
if these minutim can be accurately ascertained, the coin is 
better described.

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There are three opinions concerning the male 
whether it is iEsculapins^ young Hercules^ or Antinoiis ? 
and there are three concerning the statue^ whether it is 
that of Priapus, or the column of Trajan^ or that of 
Apollo? For my partj I do not think it is iEsculapius^ 
for it is a yowny figurCj and though Mionnet describes a 
young jEsculapius on coins of Parium^ in Mysia^ with 
which description Mr. Poole docs not agree^ I am far more 
inclined to think it young Hercules or AntinouSj but 
especially Antinous. The object in the backgi’ound is not 
the statue of PriapuSj nor do I think it the column of 
TrajaUj the statue of Apollo being far more in accordance 
with the type. 

I can make another suggestion. Is it Antinous as 
Apollo ? for often he is represented on coins in the form 
of a young god — Bacchus^ Mercury^ and especially Apollo; 
and we find in Ovid that Apollo and Bacchus were con- 
sidered the handsomest of the gods^ Sa^ipho thus addressing 
her lover^ Phaon^ 

'' Sume fidem et pharetram, fies maiiifestufl Apollo, 
Accedant capiti cornua, Bacchus eris.” 

In conclusion; should not the three figures be (as I 
have here described them) those of Salus, Antinous, and 
Apollo, the god of health? The extravagant affection of 
Hadrian for Antinous, shown in his deep lamentations for 
his death, might easily have caused a medallion to have 
been struck in commemoration of his recovery from some 
slight illness. 

The work of this medallion is unusual ; it more resembles 
that of a gem. Notwithstanding that it is not in first- 
rate preservation, it is still a very fine coin.

These two coins are described in Cohen (Nos. 107 and 
100) from Caylus; but both aro in the British Museum. 
That of Geta was found under the walls of a mud fort iu 
tlic Sliolapoor collectoratc, to the cast of Poouah^ in the 
Mahratta country* 
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I iinist return to mention a rare type of Caracalla : it 
may be described as follows : — - 

QJy.— ANTONINVS . PIVS . AVa. Young bust, to 
right, laureate, with jjaludcLmentum atid cuirass. 

iSejy.-LAETlTIA.TEMPORUM. The vessel of the 
circus in full sail; above are four quadrigae, to 
the left, two on each side of the sail; beneath, are 
a lion and two deer, or antelopes (r), to the right, 
and a hull and a ))aiitlier to the left; on the right 
side of the vessel is a hear, and on the left an 
ostrich. (PI. V, No. 4.) 

M. Cohen has published this coin, hut has not described 
it fully. There is an engraving in his work of a coin of 
Severus, in silver, of nearly the same type — the type in 
gold of that emperor being mentioned by Vaillant, but 
not known to exist. Now this gold coin of Caracalla 
gives so many more details than have been described, that 
I feel myself quite justified in specially making mention 
of it, and at the same time it may not be uninteresting if 
a few remarks arc made on the occasion of this coin being 
struck. After the overthrow of Albinus, which took place 
in 950 (a.i). 197), Caracalla was styled ^^Destinatus Im- 
perator.^^ In 951 (a.d. 198), when only ten years of age, 
he was invested with the tribunitian power, and created 
Augustus. His father, Severus, entered upon his third 
consulship in Syria, in 955 (a.d. taking him as a 
colleague. This same year they returned to Rome, to 
eclehratc the decennalia” and the nuptials of Caracalla 
with Plautilla, and great fites and shows are given in 
liouour of the event. Ip Dion Cassius mention is made 
of a structure in the form of a ship, which was placed in 
the amphitheatre, capable of holding four hundred ’v^iW 
beasts; and it is stated that, on the ship suddenly falling to 
pieces, there bounded out bears, lionesses, panthers, lions, 
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ostricheSj mid assesj Ibisons^ so that seven hundred mid 
and grazing leasts were to be seen running about togctlicT^ 
which afterwards were slain: he adds^ that during the 
seven days the festivities lasted, the whole of these animals 
were killed. ^ 

It was on this occasion, evidently, that the coins of 
both Severus^ and Caracalla were struck — the ^‘'Lsetitia 
Tempormn^^ was the ’ celebration of the decennalia,^^ 
the marriagD of Caracalla, and the largesses given to the 
public, M. Cohen has put the date of the silver coin of 
Severns as 951 (a.d. 201), but as he did not return to 
Home till the Ibllowing ycai', tliis must be an error. lie 
likewise givt^s the alcove gold coin of Caracalla to the 
years 907-S)d3 (a,ij. 20 1-200), but I am of opinion that 
it was struck at the same time as that of his father's, in 0.^5 
(a.p. 202). It could not he as late as 902 (a.d. 200), for 
Severus started for Britain in OGO (a.u, 207). Thei’e are 
two otluir coins, wliicli arc certainly struck the sauio y(vav

calla and Plautilla, standings joining hands; between 
thenij Concordj standing the other^ with the legend 
PPOPAQO . IMPERI. “Plantilla and Caracalla^ join- 
ing hands besides there are several others that were 
struck during the years 955-960 (a.d. 202-207), in which 
year, as I have before stated, Severus left Rome for 
Britain. 

This coin is in so perfect a condition, that I have thought 
it worthy of engraving, that in Cohen, of the silver coin 
of Severus, not at all giving a good idea of the type. 
Whether my description is recognisable with the objects 
represented, I leave others to judge.

ON SOME REMARKABLE GREEK COINS LATELY 
ACQUIRED BY THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 

[Read before the Numismatic Society, December }5, 1S59 ] 

I HAViE mucli pleasure in laying l)cforc tlie Society a sliort 
account of some remarkable Greek coins wliieh Iiave bc^cu 
lately acquired by tlic Britisk IMuscuni. 

Tlie first to wliicli I call attention is a very remarkable 
dodecadraclim; belonging unquestionably to Macedonia or 
Thracoj and of very early date. It is engraved in PI. vi. 
No. 1^ and may be described as follows : — 

Olv. — A figure Heated in a diarli)i, to tlic right, drawn by 
oxen, holding in hh right liaiiil a wliip; above 
the oxen in a helmet, lunl underneath a (lower— 
I)erhapB a lotus. I'lie chariot wlieel haw four 
spokes. 

Itev . — A large triquetra within a Hiitiaro, in oa<'h angle of 
which is the same fiower as nmler Ihe oxen <m 
the ubverso. Al, Hizo 11;J. W'eight grs. 

It is impossible to determine to wbat king, ixrople, or 
city of Maccdon or Thrace this remarkable coin l)elongs ; 
but there can be no doubt tliat it must have btMUi stnu*k 
at a very early period^ the whole of tins workmanship 
being most Archaic in charaekir. In proof of this, l(‘t 
any one look at the form of the helmet on the coin, and 
then compare it with some of the (lro(;k helmets still in 
cnstcnco (as for instance, Colonel Leaker's from 01ymi)ia, 
or Sir W. Temple's, both now in the Museum), the datiis 
of which can be given, at least a))proximat(jly. I'luj coin

is almost unique^ as only two or three other specimens are 
known to exist. One of them is in the collection of the 
Bodleian Libraryj hut is far inferior to the one engraved 
lierCj andj at the same timCj slightly different from it. 
The coin before me was obtained by Professor Verkovich, 
Professor of Latin at Belgrade, while travelling in northern 
Macedonia, at a place called Istib ; and the fact of its 
discovery in this locality goes far to establish the cor- 
3‘cctness of the attribution. The type of the reverse 
bears much resemblance to that on some of the coins 
of Sicily ; at the same time, the workmanship is much 
more rude than that of any of the Sicilian coins. It 
should be rememl)ered, in studying this peculiar typo, 
that the Imlls on the obverse of the coins of Geta, King 
of the Edoiiians, cxliibit a striking analogy with the ox 
on the present coin — a cii'curastancc which is the more 
determining its date, as this peculiar repre- 
sentation of the animal is not found elsewhere, while 
the date I assign to this coin of about 500 to 550 b.c. 
is not much earlier than that of Geta. Jt weighs 
()2 1-3 grs. 

The next coin to which I call the attention of the 
Society is a very fine specimen of the coinage of Philip V. 
of Macedonia, procured also from Professor Verkovich. 
It forms No. 2 iu PL vi., and may bo described as 
follows : —

diauemaus.

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This coin; which is in splendid condition; is; for this 
sizC; the tctradrachni; nearly unique. There is one in 
General Fox^s collection; hut it is not nearly so finC; 
and has also received some injury on one side. lu the 
clidrachm and drachm sizes; it is less rarC; but the type of 
the reverse appears invariably to be that of a club; with 
the letters of the name within a wrcatli of oak leaves. As 
is well knowiij the almost universal type on the obverse of 
the tetradraehms of this kiiij^ is the head of the mythical 
hcrO; Perseus; with the Itarjxt behind the neck; in the 
centre of a Macedonian shield. The reason of this type 
is pi'obahly as su^j^csted hy Colonel Leake, because Plulip 
pretended a lineal descent from this h(‘r() vvhcti he was 
nual)lc to prove his eoimeeiion wnth the royal houscj of 
Maccdoiij which had been wholly <histroyed l)y Cassandcr. 
Ilis true ancestor was Antijjonns; Ilex AsijC; wlio was 
liimself descended from an ancient Ar.i'ive faniilv; which 
colonized Mnecidonia «at a veny (xirly piu’iod. 

3. The next coin; which is eri}:»;ravc(l as No. 3 in the 
])late; was also procured from Professor Vcrkovicdi, and 
is a ma^niticent spc^cimon of the coinage of Abchjra, in 
Thrace. It represents : —

The name Mehinippns is, 1 believe, ncuv, atul lias not 
been met with biifore on the not otlnnwise nuxj (lidrindimH 
of this town. It may lie remarked that, as the plru*(* was 
colonized by the peoples of Teos under tiui h'mh^rship of 
Anacrerm, the loni(j dialect pnnnihal in this Thracian 
town, and also that the lijriirin; the usual type; of ilu^ niomy 
of TeoS; was ado])tod at Abdora; hcnccj where there Is no 
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legend, there is always some doubt whether the coin 
belongs to Tees or Abdera. In the present instance we 
need have no doubt, as apart from the evidence of the 
■weight, this specimen, like the others to which I have 
already alluded, was procured by Professor Verkovich 
himself, during his wanderings in Upper Macedonia. As 
a general rule, the most Archaic in style belong to Tcos, 
the later and liner to Abdera. 

The fourtli coin to which I call attention is one that 
belonged to tlie lute Lord Northuick, and was procured 
for the Britisli Museum at the sale of his coins. It is 
engraved as No. 4 in the plate, and is a coin of Elis. 

Ohv . — ZoiiB OlymiiiuB, soatod, In the bft, with a bird flying 
Irom Ilia exteuded right hand. 

Rev . — An eagle, flying, with a scrjiont in his month, and 
in the liiild, l^’AA, rotrograclo. TJie whole 
a Slink Bfpiaro. >Si;50, 5. Weight, 185^ grs. 

This a very remarkable and uncommon specimen of the 
coinage of Elis. It belongs to an Archaic period, pro- 
bably at least as curly as tlic coramoncement of the Pelo- 
ponnesian M^ar. The head of Zeus was, as is well kno-wn, 
a frequent type of Elis, and the eagle is of course used 
with a reference to him. Connected with the worship of 
Zeus, we find also that of Ilcra, and some of the finest 
specimens preserved of Greek coinage, as those of Elis, 
give the head of the Greek Juno, sxirmountcd with the 
high diadem, as the symbol of her supremacy among the 
goddesses. 

The last coin to which I shall on the present occasion 
invite your attention, is a magnificent and extremely rare 
coin of Dtdpliij which I may describe as follows. It forms 
No* 5 in the plate.

This is one of the most rare coins of Dcljdii; indccid 
there arc hut three or four of this type known. They an) 
quite unlike the usual types of this oehdjratcd place ; but 
at the same time there is no reason to doubt the eoi- 
rcctncss of the attrihution. It is well known that tlui 
Ampliictyonic Council met at Delphi ; and it has l)oen 
supposed with much probability that the coins bewaring 
this type refer to this event. If so, they are rightly 
judged to be among the most interesting of the (Iretdc 
coins, as well UkS among tlic niost beaniirul in point 
of execution. The ordinary <‘oinH of Delphi, like tln^ 
common coins of Atlicns, have nothing in eonsmianeti 
with tlio celebrity of the place to wbitdi they btdong ; 
they arc insignificant, and even poor, in ox(unition. 
Delphi is supposed to have derived both of its oilun* and 
more usual types — the licatls of the rani and tin*, goat — 
from Crete,' but this is, 1 think, difficult of satisfactory 
proof.

ON AN ENGLISH JETTON, OR PATTERN-PIEOE. 

For the opportunity of making our readers acquainted 
with the remarkable silver jetton, or pattern-piece, of 
which a representation is given above, we are indebted 
to the courtesy of Mr. Webster, of Russell Street, Covent 
Garden, into whose hands the original has lately fallen. 
The woodcut gives so faithful a picture of the piece, that 
it is needless to enter into any detailed description of it. 
It is difficult to say which is the obverse and which is the 
reverse of a medal of this kind, on which there is neither 
head nor title for our guidance, and where both types seem 
of equal importance. The engraver has, however, selected 
the side on which appear the three crowns, in pale, for the 
obverse, and has done so, possibly, from finding on the 
other side five terminations of a cross fleury, alternating 
with the lions passant, which are placed around the rose ; 
inasmuch as they are similar to those on the reverse of 
our English nobles. There cannot Im the least doubt that 
the types of both obverse axid reverse, whichever way wo 
may take this curious piece, arc such as to prove it to 
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belong to tliis country. The difRculty is to detcrniiiu; at 
what period and on what occasion it was struck; and wliai 
arc the allusions contained in tlic tAVO mottoes which 
appear upon it ; and on these points wc must confess our- 
selves unable to give any very decided opinion. The typo 
of the three croAfnS; in pale, is frcLpxcutly found upon the 
Irish coins of Edivard IV.; Hichard III. and Iloiiry VII. ; 
and good reason has been showoi for considering tiuun to 
have been the ancient arms of tlic kingdom of Ireland.^ 
Mr. J. (rougli Nicln)ls; avIio has been kind enough to favour 
us with some remarks upon iliis singular piece, is inclined 
to connect it Avith the Irish coinage ; ami, under any 
circumstances; it seems probable that the three crowns on 
the one side bear reference to Ireland, in the same 
manner that the expanded rose on the other side is 
emblematic of England. The three eroAVus, lioAVcvtjr, 
ceased to appear on the coins of Ireland in tlie days of 
Henry Vll.;* wheroaS; from the fabric and style of the 
piece under cousidoration; it belongs to a period dc^eidedly 
more recent, and many years after the harp had supplantt^d 
the three crowns on tlie Irish coinage. 

If the three crowns are to be taken, as lias bo(;u suggeshMl 
ill another quarter, as those of tlie three kingtloms of 
England, Scotland, and Jredand, we must regard the picjoo 
as a jetton, or jiattcrii, struck, undcii’ James 1., in honour 
of the union of the three kingdoms ; hiit tint moihx^s seem 
hardly appropriate in this ease, espeehilly wlnm w(? c^in- 
sidcr the pointed allusion to the union that are to iiu 
found on many of the coins of James, such as (iuie Dims 
conjunxit nemoseparet,^^ lleurieiis rosas regua Jacobus/^

” Tucatur iinita Dcias/^ &c. It seems prohable^ therefore, 
that some other attribution must be sought, and Mr. 
Webster is inclined to regard the coin as l^a^ing been 
struck by the adherents of Lady Jane Grey, in the year 
1553, immediately after the death of her cousin, Edward VI. 
It is certainly very remarkable, as confirmatory of this 
suggestion, that, on the reverse of a forged shilling of 
Ijatly Jane Grey, probably fabricated about the close of 
the last century, the same motto— Si Deus nobiscum 
quis contra nos — ^is to be found, as appears on this 
undoubtedly genuine piece. This would give a presumption 
that the motto in question had been assumed by Jane 
the Queue, or her party, and was, therefore, adopted by 
the fabricator of her spurious coin, as appropriate for his 
purpose ; still, we have not, at present, been able to find 
any documentary evidence of the inotto having been used 
by Lady Jane (Jrcy, or the Northumberland party. It is, 
however, a curious fact, in councction with the present 
iiH|uiry, that tliis motto — vSi Deus nobiscum qiiis contra 
— is prefixed to tbai violent attack on the Northum- 
Ijin’laud parly — i/te IHstel, or Lelter^ of poor Praties sent to 
GHhert Potter, m the tynie when he loas in prison, for 
speakhtye on our most true Qtime^s pmrt, the Lady Mary, 
btfore he had his ears cut of.^ 

Without committing ourselves to any of the suggestions 
which are here put forth, wc invite attention to this curious 
jetton, or pattcrn-])icce, in the hope that some corre- 
spondent maybe able to penetrate tlic mystery with which 
it is now enveloped, and point out its connection with 
some event of English history, which, in all probability, 
it was intended to corninenioratc, J, E.

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‘‘THE TITKEE VALENTINIANS-” 

In Eckliclj Mionnct^ and Akcrman^ wc read that the 
coins of Valcutiiiiaiius II.^ cxcci^tin^^ when they arc spe- 
cially marked hy the epithet of I VNior, arc not able to he 
distinguished from those of Valenti niaims 1., nor from 
those of Valcntinianns 111. when this latter is not called 
PLAcidius. Yot^ from a careful comparison, the coins 
speak for themselves. Valcntinianns 1. is represented on 
his coins as a strong, stoutj full-faced man; Ammianus 
Marcellinus^ says, Corpus ejns latTrtosmn i\i validumf^ 
while Valenti uian us II. is represented as a young man. It is 
well known that when the younger Valcntinianns as<;(unltal 
the throne with Gratianus after his fatlntr’s dciath, he was 
then only four or five years of age’s, and that wheti he di(^d 
he was only a few months above twenty. Posse, ssi)ig this 
knowledge, the diflicnlty of eomparisou hetwtxm the coins 
of the man and those of a boy is eonsiderahly lcss(UH^d, 
and in order to help in jn’cvcuting any mistakes that might 
arise, I here give a complete list of all the coins in the 
Hritish Museum without the word I VNior, and whuih it 
is utterly impossible— chietty from tluj styhj of face, and 
partly on account of some of the mint-marks, wliicjh do 
not appear in the time of Vahuitinianus I. — to gives to any 
hut Valcntiiiianus the son. As to Valentiniautm III., the 
typess of the obverses and nsverses, which rcHcmljlc those

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The above is the complete list of the coins in the British 
Museum^ mthout the -word IVNior^ that may safely be 
assigned to Valentinianus II.^ from their distinctness of 
portrait ; and among them there arc one or two which^ on 
account of their excrgual letters^ could not possibly be of 
Valentinianus I. It was not till the year a.d. 375 that 
Valentinianus II. was proclaimed Angustusj that being the 
year of his father\s deaths consequently the elder and 
younger Valentinianus never reigned together. 

It may not be inap])ropriatG now to make a few re- 
marks on the mint-marks occurring on the coins of \'alcm- 
tinianus II.j and to do so it will l)e neeossai’y to take *'1 view 
of pai’t of the coinage from Constantins 11. to Tbtiodosius F.j 
inclusive. Owing to a gi’cattu’ number of coins having 
been found; and the Museum having been enric.lujd by the 
splendid collection of Mr, dc Salis, who has spared neither 
money or i)aius in obtaining every interesting coin that has 
come to his sight; the knowledge of mint-marks has much 
advanced; though still there are many more connecting 
links I'cqaired, and; in cousc(iuenoe, the remarks which 
follow must be considered only as bypotlujtiealj though I 
coiife.ss they arc probable.*'^ 

I will commciieC; then; with tlu^ coins that nuiy be 
assigned to Constantina or Arh^s. Constantina was 
the name giveii to ‘^Arelato^^ (Arles) by Constantine

(Coustantina) is prcctided by a Latin, 
The attribution to Arles of the coins forni(‘rly given to 
Constantinople, is due to the late Mr. llorrell, of Smyrna. 
It was suggested to him by a coin of Kausta with the mint- 
mark CONST., which could not be of Constantinople, 
because Fausta died before Byzantium was dedicated. 
IHic Museum does not possess a speeimcii of this coin,''^ 
The first gold coin that may be attri})utod to Constan- 
tina or Arles is one of Constaiitius IL, ■with the mint-mark 
KONSiV' (Coustantina Angusti). This form of mint- 
mark is found also on a gold coin of Julian the Apostate, 
and on the coins of Valcntiniauus I. ami Valcns. It is vexy 
probable that the KONSl^ mint-mark of (Jratiaims, who 
reigned with Valcntiniauus T. and Valcns from a.d. 375 to 
A.i>. 379, is in existence, though at present the Museum 
doi's not possess it. On some large silver coins of Valcn- 
tiuianua T, and Valeus wc find the mint-mark KA, the 
exergual letters being S.M.KAP. At first sight, one would 
ho inclined to attribute these coins to Carthage, but they 
cannot well be of that mint for the three following reasons ; 
— 1. If wo give these coins to Carthage, we must sujipose 
that that mint was restored for a very short time only under 
Valentinianus I. and Gratianus, as no other -coins attri- 
butable to it are found from the time of Maxentius and

COMOB. in the escergue^ in order to avenge his iato, 
again sacked the town and reduced it to ashes. Idnis 
ended this great capital which had been established as a 
mint from the time of Diocletian. 

I have deemed it necessary to affix the above remarks to 
the list of coins of Valentinianus II. in explanation of the 
various forms of mint-marks occurring upon tlu^n, of tlieir 
attributions, and to show that most of tlu^ gold e.oiiis 
could not possibly belong to Valentinianus 1. 1’he siivfT 
and copper show chiefly from their style of fa(‘e to whom 
they should belong. I cannot say more tlian that in my 
recent work on Roman Numisniaties’^ thcr(‘- is an enliia; 
alphabetical list of the mint-marks occurring in Llu^ vxergue, 
with explanatory notes attaclied to tlicm. I would rc‘h‘r 
those who require aiiy further inlbrmatiou on this inton^st- 
ing subject to tlic above list and uot(‘.s. Adjoim^d to this 
paper is a table showing the mints at whiidi th<.‘ cnipc'rors 
between the time of Constantins II. and Theodosius 1. 
issued their coinage, the metals, and tlie (\m*ngi(tl hd.l(*rs 
found on the coins, thereby enabling oiu'i to aglaneci 
how the diflerent forms of mint-marks wco’t^ iuti^oduet'd. 

And now to dispel the doubts about the (M)ins oi* 
Valentinianus III., and of him the Museum only pos- 
sesses two coins without the name PIjAeidius ; —

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Tins coin is struck by Theodosius II. at Constantinople^ 
soon after Aelia Galla Placidia and her son^ Valen- 
tinianus III.^ were restored to their power^ and the usurper 
J ohannes^ who had assumed the purple at Eavenna, was 
defeated by Theodosius II. Placidius may have been 
omitted on his Eastern coins for the same reason, that 
Galla was omitted on those of Aelia Placidia.

In consequence of the absence of a differential letter 
after the legendj this coin is probably an imitation of the 
genuine Constantinople type. It resembles the coins of 
MarcianuSj who was colleague with V alentinianus III. after 
the death of Theodosius II. from a.d. 450 to a.d. 457. 

There can be no doubt of the attribution of these coins.

Few questions are more commonly asked by tlioae who liave 
but a alig'ht knowledge of Numiamatica than tliia, whetJicr there 
be not some complete existing handbook to the scieiice, wherein, 
briefly, of course, yet judicionaly arranged, the stiideut may flud 
all the essential particulars he may deaire to know of the coinage 
of different ages and countries, 

It is not easy to answer this and similar questions as we w<jnld 
gladly answer them, for there cxista no giuieral work on Numis- 
matics to which any practised Numismatist would dream of 
referring the supposed inquirer. Whetlier it be from tlio vast 
range of the study itself, embracing, as it (hjes, tlic history in 
miniature of nearly the whole world— a “survey” far surpasHiug 
the famed one “from China to Peru”— and ascending from the 
present day to the sixth or seventh centiiry before (Uu’ist; or, 
from the fact that no one mind has as yet graspcil the whole f)f 
this great story, or acquired the diversities of cluiraetorn, n<d to 
say the actual languages, wherein Art has impressed its stylo, or 
Commerce defined its measures — certain it is, that no one boede 
has yet appeared for Tiniveraal use ; more than this, we may add 
our loclief that no such volume will ever appear. 

Hence it is, that among Numismatic works, none are so 
common, nor, except from the number requisite for the com])leto 
study of coins, so useful, as detached monographs embracing 
one or more specific subject, some of wliich (it would be invidious 
to instance individual cases where so many are excellent) may 
justly rank, from the ability and research tliey exhibit, with the 
works more especially devoted to other branches of Archaeology 
or science. 

It is to fill a want (at least to English students^ in the case 
of Roman coins, that this little work aspires. We have indeed, 
in other languages, some elahoratc works on Roman Numis- 
maties, among which those by MM. Riccio and Cohen are 
entitled to the first place. We have also, in English, the trans- 
lation by Mr. Akcrmnn of Mioiinors work on this subject, 
published now more than twenty-seven years ago, which, so far 
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as it ^cfoes, is not witlinnt valne. But the same oljectiiai ap]»lies to 
tluise, and tt) ind a few t>tuer works on this In’iUicli of Arcineolo‘j;*y, 
tliat tlioir size is too oi'ten iucoiiveuiently lar^^e, and tlioir ])ricc 
beyond the means of tlie bulk of coin colloeturs. For tboir use, 
a small, \vell-aiTanL''G<l, ciunpuct voluiiic, r>r inurlerate cost, was 
really wanted : let us see bow far the one before us answers these 
conditions.

them, and to the titles aiifl surnames burnc ly the different 
pcrsruiaii^es whose coins are enumerated. i\lany of those, he 
remarks, are of considerable iinportaiH*.e, either as ciiufirmiiiir rtr 
ns cducidalin^i,^ liisiory. Aniimj^ others, be Hjwaiks especially of 
the famous coin usually attrihiifeil to the .hiiiia family, and 
bearin,^* the inscn|>tion FID.iMAIh His words are, 'I'lils 
coin, cither in ,'.C(jld or silver, has b(‘en offmi dnubteil; the ^'oM 
is decidedly false; Init there is a spcciiiieu in si]v<‘r in the 
British Mtisetmi, of undoubted auiheutieity, presented to the 
natiim by Air. de Sails.” It may be adtlml that authentic 
RjicciTnens exist in other cabiuefs. 

He thou jiroeceds to jL'ive staue account of the various oflie.crs, 
whf»se titles arc found on the coins themselves, siieli as the 
OoiiHules, Orilinarii, Suffce.ti, or Hesi^i^nati, tlm Virl Honsnlarcs, 
Jh'oconsuls, fJensors, <t.c., with detacheil notes on hoiiki indepen- 
dent subjects, such as the *'Numnii liestitiili,” and the. coins 
bnarin;? the inscription Votis ” Hu the latter, w i* wish rmr 
autlior had l)ce.n a Jittlu more exj)licit, as we could not at first 
ciaupreiiend the meaiiin,tir of Un* passa.e^tj he lias marked as a 
(pmtatimi, *4hat these were the vicmmalian vows of the emperor, 
and he Imped that he mi.cfht live to tin* triccnualinn,” though if, 
as we presume, a trunsluthm from Kcdthek the Latin of this 
(.krrnun writer bus the inerit of bein,uf equally unintclli^^ible. 

The rest of his work is taken up with a seriuH of lists, as it 
would seem, very carefully compiled, of tlm v’uHouh species of 
money current durin^^ dilferont ^icriods of Homan history, of the 
llomuu families, and (if thememborH of the I,mp<‘rial hmlscs who 
ruled fnmi the time of Julius (Jatsur to that of Tln‘odo«iuH L 
the Families, care has been ttikmi to discriminate lictwcon 
those [jf putnenuu and pleheiau fin^tcin, and, in b(»th scries, the 
moja! in wlilcji they are slruck is (Inly noted, and the dc^rt'O of 
rarity they at present possess, Hb(»rt notes are appended with 
reference to any remarkable coins, ami in ail caaeis, the Uatea of 

you I. N.s, B 
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biitlis and deaths are given, so far as history has recorded 
them. 

Such lists will, we believe, be found of the greatest use to any 
one who shall be collecting floman coins, as they give all tliat can 
be really required, short of an elaborate and complete history. 

We may add, that the reader will find at the end of the 
volume some clear and valuable notes on mint-marks, a subject 
to which it is well known that Mr. de Salis has recently paid 
great attention. Much confusion has long existed on this subject, 
especially in the coins of the Later Empire, and we rejoice that 
Mr. Madden has put in print a carefully revised statement of 
what has at present been made out on this subject, as this will 
lead those who are interested in Roman coins to make further, 
and, it may be, still more complete researches 

Six lithographed plates accompany the volume, and add much 
to its practical value and utility. W e may be allowed to express 
the hope that Mr. Madden will not stop with the Roman coins, 
hut will proceed to the more difficult study of Greek Numis- 
matics : he may rest assured that there is ample room for such 
a volume, indeed for more than one, and that collectors (not to 
say scholars and students) would hail with much satisfaction a 
condensed Handbook of Greek Numismatics, similar to the one 
to which we have just called attention.

(Medals of IS we dish private 
men and women.) 

The name of Hildebrand is well known to every English Numis- 
matist in connection with his researches into our own Anglo-Saxon 
coinage, so that any work produced by his pen is deserving (d 
notice in these pages. That now before us is a catalogue, chrt)- 
nologically arranged, of all the medals struck in honour of illus- 
trious Swedes, of both sexes, from the days of Birger Maguusson, 
Earl of Bialbo, and Regent of Sweden in 1252, to those of the 
Swedish nightingale, Jenny Lind. Though professedly iudiuling 
only the medals of private individuals, tlicro are many among 
them of the regents of the kingdom, and of some who, like Oua- 
tavuB Vasa, afterwards ascended the throne. It must, however, 
he confessed that the majority of the names of those wIkisc 
memory has been perpetuated by this scries of medals arc but 
little known to English readers. There arc, however, besi^lc 
such historical names as Oxenstierna, others of world-wide fame 
to be found in tins catalogue-— Berzelius, Swedenborg, Scheelo, 
Puffenderf, Linnajxis, as well as some of numisinaiic note, such 
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as Brenner, Keder, and Uedlinger. It ia also cnriouB tliat nmon^ 
those in whose honour medals have been struck in >Sweden are 
many whose names testify to their En.i^liah or {Scotch descent, 
and to the connection that has subsisted between this country 
and Sweden. A Jennings, Hamilton, Rnm.say, Bancks, McLean, 
Murray, Innes, Stuart, or Sheldon might claim a jdace in a cata- 
logue of British medals should such be ever attemi)ted, though 
also rightfully inserted in ISL IJildebramrs list, Xuthing can 
exceed the cave with which this seems to have been comjalod. 
Not only are the dcscriptioiiH fully •Ictailed, and the nizu <;f the 
medal and the engraver’s name given, but tlie date, the (fccasion, 
and the jdace of striking are also mentioned in all in, stances wiiore 
they could he ascertained. In the case of ])oHtbutiioiirt medala, 
such information is in the highest degree necessary, though not 
unfrequcntly omitted by nicdallic writers.

Among the most remarkable of the pieces is a bronze medallion 
"of Antoninus Pius, with Diana on the reverse, holding a stag by 
the horns. Though bearing Latin inscriptions, it is considered 
to be of Asiatic, and probably Ephesian, mintage.

We do not guita agree with M. Sabatier on his attribution 
of the small piece bearing on the reverse the letter K. (PI. ii. 
No. 9), which is very similar in fabric to the coins of the 
Vandal kings, and seems more likely to belong to Karthago 
than Constantinople. As to the other jiieccs bearing the Iv, 
(Nos. 4, d, 6) — which M. Sabatier seems to attribute to Fausta, 
and to explain by Konstantinopolis (an attribution which is 
impossible: first, from the fact that Faiista died in 327, and 
Constantinople was not dedicated till 330; and Hccund, because 
the letter K is never used as the initial of CouBtantinojJe on 
coins at that time nor at any other') — we think that they are 
evidently copied from coins of "the Constantine period, and r ej ire- 
sent, No. 5, Helena, Nos. 4 and 6, though the latter is rather 
youthful, Constantine the Great. If we may hazard a sujipuHi- 
tion on the origin of these “ small pieces,” which, according to 
us, also belong to tbe period of Jxistinian, we should savthat this 
latter emperor, perhaps on the dedication of St. So])lua, or on 
some other occasion, thought proper to coimnemorale the first 
Christian emperor, the founder of Constantinojile, and Helena 
his mother, both of whom were held in the lughest reverence hy 
the Greek Church. Such restorations were not unusual in the 
Tipper Empire; and we find, not only Augustus, but several of 
his sucoesBors commemorated by later emperors. K may be the 
initial of Konstantine, or Konst antino])l 0 (?), ami If the latter, is 
the only example, and these ‘'small pieces” were struck to dis- 
tribute among the Greek local population. 0 is always the initial 
on coins. The small piece. No. 7, with reverse P, of which wo 
have a specimen in the British Museum, probably belongs also 
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to tlie time of Justinian, and If it cIdgs, tlic letter P would signify 
100, T\iq British ]\[urouiu jiossesses cniiis of that emper<jr with 
ON.

The type of the obverse^ it is well kiioumj has been 
assigned with great reason to the younger Alexander, the 
son of Roxana, by M. Finder, w'ho supposes the tctia- 
drachms which bear it to have been struck in Egyi)t 
by Ptolemy. He mentions a rare copper coin -with tluj 
same obverse-type, and, on the reverse, AAESANAPOY 
and the type of the staters of Alexander the (jlrcat, Victory 
with the crown and vexillum. Of this coin the IMusoum 
possesses four examples, one of whicli was found at 
Hamadan, the ancient Ecbatana. In the late Mr. Hur- 
gon^s opinion, these pieces are always from the far East. 
Our new coin, from its style, fabric, and size, belongs iu 
the same class. Its remarkable peculiarity is the rcverscj- 
type, the anchor, the famous badge of Seloucns. It was, 
therefore, struck by Scleucus before his asHumjdion of tht^ 
regal title, and the Alexander, whose name it bears, (^au 
only be Alexander the Great, or his son of the same name. 
M. Pinder^s arguments that the tetradraednns with ilus 
same head must have been struck by Ptolemy for tlu? 
younger Alexander, arc so weighty, that it seems almost 
certain that this is the proper type of that sovereign, and 
if so, Seleucus is shown by this coin to have struck monc'.y 
in the name of Alexander in the same manner as did 
Ptolemy. 

The only difficulty attendant on this explanation is, 
that it seems strange that the reign of Alexander yKgiis 
should bo commemorated by so insignificant a cjoinage of 
Seleucus, whereas Ptolemy issued important ami wxdl- 
executed coins. The reply to this is, that tlus memory 
of Alexander, the deliverer from the Persians, was greatly 
cherished in Egypt, and the hieroglyphic inscriptions show 
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that Ptolemy tlicrc governed only in tlie name of liis 
representatives while they lived. i Scleucus may have 
less strongly acknowledged ivliat was hiit a nominal 
supremacy^ and the large issue of money by Alexander in 
further Asia^ may liavc rendered any suljsoqucnt coimage* 
in tlie precious metals uuuoeessary for several years,

ON A HOAED OP COINS DISCOVERED AT 
HOUNSLOW. 


I HAVE been permitted to examine a board of coins recently 
discovered at Hounslow^ upon the premises of Mr. Gibson. 
They consist of two liundrcd and ninety coiusj all f^roats^ 
with one single exception^ and eighty-six pieces of Charles 
the Boldj Duke of Burgundy, all likewise of the groat 
size. The English coins arc as follows : —

Among the whole mass there is not a single specirruju 
in fine preservation. Many, indeed, arc wo oxidized and 
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decayed^ that the attrihutiou is hardly certain, and the 
mint-mark not discernible. 

The mint-marks on the London groats of Edward TV. 
are the coronet^ annulet, pierced cross (in some instances 
with a pellet to the right; in otiici's to the left), sun, 
rose, and heraldic cincpiefoil; those ’\^ith coronet being 
much more numerous than the otlu;rs. One of tlie 
specimens with the annulet mint-mark lias a full-blown 
rose at each side of tlic necik ; two or three haves a rose or 
cinquefoil on the hreast, and one has the lettc'r a' or a; 
that is, a Coventry or YojTc obvcjrsct lias lieeu usc;d with 
a London reverse. The half groat is of tlie London mint, 
and lias a cross for mint-mark. The whole of these 
pieces arc of the ligTit coinage, .subse([!i[‘nt to his third 
year. 

The York groats have tins usual mint* marks of lis and 
sun; those of lhastol, sun and erow*n ; the Coventry 
s])ceimen, the sun ; the Norwich ti\T all so nmeh didaeed 
that the mint-mark is not visibl(‘, as is tlie (’ase with 
many of York also. 

The groats of Richard IIL are all of the London mint. 
Tlie mint-marks are the boar’s head, and the uniU‘d rf»se 
and sun. No specimen oticurs which emnhines the. two 
mint-marks on obverse and ri*.v(*rHO. 

The piec(!s of Henry VIL offer no ptteuliarity, and 
some of the early owm arct so lU^cayed as to bte liartdy 
legible, ft is somewhat remurkahhs tliat all those with 
the arched crown (so far as the mint-mark can be made 
out) have the same miuUmark - tiu! heraldic cinqn(dbil. 
The crown has in all the doable arch. 

The result of this diseovery is fully to <u>ntirru — if 
confirmation were recnur<*<l— the aiiriimficm which has 
of late yeai's bcMui matUf, of certain of tin*! pi(‘,t‘cs with 
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the open crowiij bearing the name of Henryj to the 
first coinage of Henry VII. Of the twelve specimens 
of this clasSj the type is exactly like that of the pieces 
of Richard III. ; they all read HENRIC. ; and none of 
them will turn the scale at 48 grs. If they ^verc of 
Henry VI. ^ they must all have been struck during the 
few months of his restoration in 1470-1^ which is very 
improbable ; and^ moreover^ they differ^ both in the type 
of the head and in the legend^ from those scarce specimens 
reading HENRICV.^ which; from their weight being at 
the rate of 12 grs. to the penny; like the coins of 
Edward IV. subsequent to his third year; and from 
their type resembling that of the coins of lildward IV. 
rather than those of Richard III.; must necessarily be 
attributed to Henry VI. during his short rc.storation. 
The specimens in the hoard under consideration; on tlu; 
other hand; rcscmhlo in type the groats of Iticluird IIL; 
but not those of Henry VI. or Edward IV.; and; by parity 
of reasoning; must be assigned to Henry VII. 

Another inference to be drawn from an examination 
of the hoard; is the remarkable celerity with which the 
coinage disappeared from circulation. Setting aside the 
two Calais groatsj the earliest coin in the parcel could 
not have been struck before the year 1 IGt; the fourth 
year of Edward IV.; and none can be later than loO^, 
the eighteenth year of Henry VII.; when he adopted tlui 
profile portrait on his coinage. It is; iudoed; prolaiblo 
tliat“the latest coins arc several years earlier than that 
diitC; because all the arclicd-crown groats have thc^ 
same mint-mark; and it is thoroforo lair to prosunu^ that 
they are of the earliest issue of the type. It apju^ars, 
therefore; that in a hoard containing silver to tin* valn<‘ 
of between £(j and £7 of the period, (‘(jual 1o about .L’lOO 
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at the present day^ there were only two coins which 
could by possibility have been much above thirty years 
oldj and probably were not above twenty. II’ a lioard 
of a hundred potuuls^ worth of silver, coiieoalcd at the* 
present day, should hereafter be discovered, it is more* 
than probable tliat it would contain many ])iecos of ISli;, 
and %vould bo limited to tliat date only because eviTylliini;' 
of a prior coinage was then called in. We th(‘rer(U‘c s<'e 
that in those early days, iiotwithslaufling the small facili- 
ties for circulation as compared %vitli those of tin* prcs(‘nt 
time, one coinage rc])laccd anothcir more rapiflly than 
it docs now. 

The largo proportion of Jiurguudian coins comprised 
in the find is also a noticeable cireumsianc(», and l(*ads to 
the conjecture that tlic parc<d may have* helonged to 
some unfortunate adherent of P(*rkin Warlandi, who was 
comitcuanced by the House of Iliirgundy, ami wdiose 
conspiracies against Henry \HI. caused that monarch 
so much un(‘asincss from 1M)1 to I lUi),

ON THE ANGLO-IIANOVERIAN OOPPER;OOJNA(j} E. 

On the 1st of August, in the year 1711, George Lewis, 
the Elector of Hanover, ascended the throne of the Chiitcd 
Kingdom; and, as nothing in the Act of Succession i)re- 
cluded Ms retaining his Electoral dominions, llanove.r, 
save during a short period at the commeucement of the 
present century, formed a part of the British cm])irri from 
the date above given to the accession of the ])rcscnt Qiictui. 
In Hanover, the Salic law prevailed; and the doatli of 
William IV., therefore, terminated an union wliich had 
proved at all times expensive, and frequently disastrous, 
to England, however advantageous it may have been to 
Hanover. 

The copper coinage of Hanover, during the reigns over 
England of the princes of the house of Brunswick, comes, 
therefore, within the province of British Numismatics ; 
though no detailed account of it is at present accessible to 
the English reader. 

The coins present no great variety of typos; and, till the 
year 1814, wore struck at two mints only — Clausthal and 
Zellerfeld. Since the year 1789, the mint at the latter 
town has been abandoned; and, in 181 I<, the town ol' 
Hanover was enriched with a mint, which has hecni in full 
activity ever since. 

As most, indeed nearly all, the Hanoverian coins have 
the initials of the mint-master, it will be necessary to give 
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the names of tlicsc functionaries, durin^:,^ tlic period of tlu‘

The copper struck at Clausilial was ))rotighi from that 
part of the Ilart55 district ■which Ixdongod solely to the 
Electoral Iiouscof Hanover. This mint ceased working in 
the year 1819 ; and, since that period, llauov(jr alone Ims 
had the privileg<s of coining money. 

The Glausthal coins hear, on the obverse, the crowmul 
(^yphcr of the sovenlgn, and, on the revci’se, the vahus of 
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the coin and the elate ; Imt^ when the copper was brought 
from the mine at Anclreasberg^ then, in lieu of the crowned 
cypher^ appears the figure of St. Andrew bearing his cross. 

The coins of Zellerfeld were struck from copper, the pro- 
duct of that part of the Hartz district which was held in 
common by the Electoral house of Hanover and the Ducal 
house of Brunswick Wolfen-biittcl. Of this, three-fifths 
belonged to the former, and two-fifths to the latter. 

The coins bear, on the obverse, the wild man ; and, on 
the reverse, the value of the coin, with the date. The 
wild man holds in his hand a fir-tree, with l)ranches on the 
right side only. The coins of Brunswick Wolfcu-biittel 
bear the same wild man, but he holds the fir-tree in his 
left hand, and the branches are on both sides. After 178!), 
when the business of the Zellerfeld mint was transferred 
to Clausthal, the Hanoverian wild man bore liis fir-tree 
with branches on both sides. 

It is to be noticed that on some of the coins struck at 
Clausthal and Zellerfeld the letter C. appears. This sig- 
nifies commission and it will be found to occur only 
during those years in which there was a vacancy in the 
office of mint-master, or director, and the duties of that 
office were performed by a commission. After the year 
1834, this letter 0. is replaced by A. \ and the new initial 
signifies administration,^* 

We shall now proceed to describe the coins strued^ in the 
three mints of Clausthal, Zellerfeld, and Ilauovcr.

It appears that coins of a larger denomination were 
required than had hitherto been current^ and George III.^ 
therefore^ struck pieces of four pfennings, and of two 
pfennings, weighing, respectively, 200 and 100 grains. 
They are, however, generally deficient from 10 to 15 
grains in the four-pfenning piece, and from 5 to 10 in the 
piece of two-pfennings. One fine example in my own 
cabinet weighs 190 grains. These coins arc found of all 
the three types.

ON A LEGJONAllY COIN OF CARAUSIUS. 

[Read before the Nuniismatic Society, May 23, 1861.] 

At tlie last meeting of tlie Numismatic Society^ I had the 
pleasure of exhibiting^ on behalf of Mr. Joseph Warron^ of 
Ixworth, a cast of a third brass coin of Carausius, having, 
on the reverse, a ram to the right, with the letters ML on 
the exergue, but with only the final N of the legend visible; 
and I observed that, though several specimens of this type 
were known, yet that the legend had never been satis- 
factorily completed. I was at that time inclined to accept 
Stukeley^s reading of LEG- .VIII . IN . and to regard 
the latter as an abbreviation of INVICTA, especially as 
Akerman, No. 90, and the compilers of the Mon. Hist. 
Brit., pi. viii., No. 31, place the coin with the legend 
LMdr. , . . IN, with a ram for its device, immediately 
after that of the Eighth Legion with a bull; and Haym, in 
his ''^Tesoro Britannico,'" tab. xxx. 7, gives a coin reading 
LECi . VIII ... IN, with the ram for type, and ML in 
the exergue. 

Turning to Stukcley^s ^^Mcdallic History of Carausius,’^ 
we find coins of this type engraved as of silver in pi. i. 9, 
witli the legend LEG . VIII . IN, and pi. xx. 3, with LEG . 
VIII . IN V.; and as of brass, but with the ram to the 
left, pi. XX viii. 4, and the legend LEG . VIII . IN. 
Such a concurrence of testimony in favour of assigning 
Mr. Joseph Warren^s coin to the Eighth Legion seems, at 
first sight, conclusive ; but a farther investigation tends to 
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jjrovc tliatj instead of commcTnorating the Eighth Legion, 
it %ras struck in honour of the First. 

At the time that I wrote the short ohservations that 
aecompanied the exhibition of the eoin, I Inid not by me 
that valuable storehouse of information respiM'ting th(‘(*oins 
of Caransius — C. Tloaeh Smitlds Collecdanea Anti(|ua.^’ 
In that work, vol. iv. pi. xxx. T), is engravcclj from tlie c‘ol- 
Icetion of the late Lord Lon desbo rough, a coin with the ram 
to the left, on thcre.versOj and the termination of the h‘gend, 
of 'vvhieh only IN, and a j)art of a prenions lctl(‘r, rc^main. 
Mr. lloaeli Smith remarks, eoin in the eabinet of 
Mr. Charles Tfall, with a ram, reads — LFCL f. Ml. 1 am 
th(n*efore induced, ))y comparison Aviih that in tlie eabined 
of Lord Loudeshorough, to read the legunul in full, as 
LECu T. AlIN — Lofjlo Pnuia Mbivrna, Inscriptions show 
that the First Lx^gion, suniairuTl Minerviti, was stationed 
on tlie lUiine, over a considerable period of tinu^. It is 
not improbable that some portion, at least, of this h'gioii 
may have sided with Cavausius. The f(uv known examples 
of this tyj)C arc in very bad preservation, with the exception 
of that rclcrrod to abovc.^^ 

This readiiig is fully borne out l)y anotlier eoin from 
the Rolfe Collection, also engraved in the (!ollcc- 
ianca Anti([ua,^' vol. v. pi. xvii. 8, with tlui ram to tins 
right, exjictly as on IMr. Joseph Warren’s coin, with tin; 
legend LEC.!. JML, and AIL. on the (‘xergne^. 1’he 
original, Nvlu(di hi nowin my own eolle(*tion, but wliidi, 
at the time of our last mooting I had not examim‘d, I 
iiow^ have the pleasure of c.\hibitiug. Tlnnu*. is no doubt 
of the correelnoss of the reading IJ’hL L ML, while at 
the Ksamc time, in a less pcnleetly i>r(*serviul eoin, it is 
cvuleiit that r.M.I. might easily have been mistaken for 
VII L, ajid until some more conelusive testimony than at 
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present exists can Ibc brought forward^ I think that the 
claims of the Eighth Legion to these coins must stand in 
abeyance^ and that they must be assigned to the First, 
There is no record of the title of Miuervia ever having 
been given to the Eighth Legion^ and its emblem on 
the coins of CarausiuSj is the bull rather than the 
ram. 

Why the ram should have been assumed by a legion 
under the patronage of Minerva^ is not^ at first sight;, so 
a])parcnt ; as this animal appears on coins to have been 
more the symbol of Mercury^ at xvliosc feet it is found on 
various Grreek coins both autonomous and imperial. The 
ram was^ liOAVcvcrj a fitting cmljlcm to be adopted by one 
of tlic Roman legionS; as not only was it sacred to Mars/ 
but its Latin name of Aries has^ by some/ been considered 
to have been derived from Arcs — Mars. Its Greek name 
of /Cjoioc; is allied with K/mvtUj to strike^ and similar 
analogies are found in other languages. As a symbol 
of power; we find his horns upon tlic head of Ammoii; 
wlu); by Diodorus SiculuS; is said to have worn them 
as a sort of crest on lus helmet. The constellatiou 
Arics; the first sign of the Zodiac^ is said to have l)eeu so 
called in honour of Jupiter Ammon j but it seems to have 
l)(Hm also regarded as sacred to Minerva, which may 
account for the ram being the symbol on these coins of a 
Minerviaa Legion. The 'Hristc Miriervm Sidns^^ of Virgil 
(/En.; lib. ii. v. is said by Servius to bo this con- 
stelhitiou. The reason being, tliat as Minerva was the 
goddess of counsel; tliis constellation, hy her aid, was able 
to guide all the others which follovr it, in their due courso.

The ram being the first of the signs of the zodiac, 
may also have had some influence in causing it to be 
adopted as the device of the First Legion. 

Let us now trace a poi'tion of tlic history of this legion, 
or rather of the particular First Lt^giou, which was kiiowii 
as Miner via ; for it was the custom among the Homans, in 
some instances, to have several legions, each known l)y 
the same luimhcr, but distinguislied by dilfcrent apixdla- 
tions. There were, for instance, under Augustus;^ three 
Third L(jgionSj the Gallica, Cyrenaica, and Augusta; 
and two Sixth Legions, the Victrix and Ferrata. Of the 
various First Legions, we find the following on coins — 
LID. MACllIANA, of Clodius Maccr; ADIVTIMX of 
Scvcriis and flallicnusj AVGVSTA and ITzMjIGA of 
(lallienus; besides which there was the ]\I IM Ell\'IA, 
of which T will now speak. 

Tins legion was first formed under Doniitian, in Ijowcn* 
Germany,® and was pUmed by him under the tutelage of 
Minerva, from the peculiar veneration in wliiidi he held 
that goddess, — as witness his nunnu’ous (ioins wliieh hear 
her efiigy, Tn fact, he intended this legion to bt'ar luw 
image on its ensigns, and this is the case on sonic of the 
coins winch bear its name. Its first appearance npou 
Koman coins is under Kevorus, wlien both gold and silv(n’ 
were struck with the legend LEG. 1. MIN, TR. Ik GOS. 
on the reverse, the type being a legionary eagle Indweeu 
two military ensigns, the same as on coins with tins nam(‘s

of other legions upon them. Its next appearance is 
xmder Gallicnus^ with the type of Minerva holding the 
palladium^ and resting on a bncklcr^ with a /tasta on her 
left arm. There arc two varieties of legend — the first 
LEG, I. MIN. VI. P. VI. F., and the otlier with VII. P. 
VII. F.^ showing that, in conseqiienec of another victory 
under Gallieniis, this legion had been hailed as Pia Felix 
for the seventh time. * 

It would appear as if some portion of this legion had 
taken part with Aureolus in Illyria, when he revolted 
against Gallienus, for among the extremely rare brass 
coins of this tyrant, one is said to bear the legend 
LEG. I. MIN. RESTITVTA, as if this first Mhiorvian 
legion had been reconstructed by him. The type shows 
Minerva and Aureolus joining hands, xvith a jialm branch 
between them. There is, however, some doubt as to the 
authenticity, and even the existenee, of this coin — though 
the legend and type seem unlikely to bo the mere result 
of a Paduan imagination. It apjioars to have been first 
published, by Tristan, and derived friim him hy later 
writers. Eckhcl terms it ^^niimraus prmolarus si niodo 
ccrtfc fidei,’^ and it is regarded as dubious by Mionuet 
and modern authorities. This, if a geiminc instance, is 
the last appearance of the name of the First Miuc‘rviau 
Legion ujion coins, until we find it on these of Carausius, 
and thou with the novel type of the ram. 1 am not 
aware of its name having been found on any lapidary 
inscriptions in this country, and of Us subscqxiciit history 
I am unable to speak. It must be considered suiUc.ieut 
that we should be aide to trace the (’ixistcnco of a It^gion 
rstill retaining its distinctive number and title for a porioil 
of upwards of two hundred yc'.ars, exhnuling from tluj 
days of Domitian down to those of ( |arausius.

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ON TWO CRKTAN COINS IN TUI-: r.lMTlSll 
MUSEUM.

The coins of tlic lalaiul of Crete form one of the most 
interesting and individual groui)s in the ranges of 
Numismatics. They excel iit all thcj eliaractensties that 
render coins attractive- They illustrate the history of one 
of the most ancient homes of Creek civilii^atiou, throwing 
no little light upon tliat early greatness wlu<*.li tins geiu'ral 
agreement of tradition attests^ and giving us ntuv liiets for 
the reconstruction of its later rumals which are imptnfeetly 
narrated by the classical writers. Tht^y j)res('rvt‘ valnable 
records of the Cretan mythology^ aljouudiiig in nature*- 
worship like that of kindred Arcadia, and embracing 
strange legends either brought from IMiamieia or (^yjirus, 
as the talc of Kuropa, or of native origin, as thc^ story of 
Tales, Tlicir hearing on art is not less int(‘-resting : tlnw 
show that Crete had a special medallie school of its own, 
probably representing the style of its famous artists, of 
whose work we have Jio other certain remains. It is very 
usual to licar the art of (ireek coins loostdy spoken ol', as 
though all such objects, of any one ptn'iod, m lu*rever stru(‘k, 
were of the same style. A careful study lias, however, cum- 
vinced me that there were three groat styles. I’ln* («oius of 
(Ireecc Proper, Thrace, and Mueedon, as widl as t hose of 
the /Eolian, Ionian, and Dorian s(‘ttlenHmts ot» tlu^ wi'st 
(joasi of Asia Minor, show in the licst pc^riod a (nire and 
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comjireliensirc art^ rendering them worthy to he placed in 
the same class as the Elgin marbles^ as Avorks of tlie noblest 
Greek school. Further to the cast^ the coinage of the 
Greek cities is distinguished by a hardness and formality 
that may reasonably be ascriljcd to Persian or Lydian 
influence. In the west, the rich cities of Magna Grsccia 
and Sicily produced an eclectic school, which, by aiming 
exclush^ely at the beautiful, overloaded its works with 
ornament, and so fell short of the scA^croly-grand excellence 
of true Greek art. Crete had a school of its own. In style, 
its coins display the same love of truth and purity, and 
the same breadth of treatment, as the finest works of the 
great Hellenic school. They have, however, one peculiarity 
which markedly separates them from the coins of all other 
regions of the Greek world. They show, in very many 
cases, an entire want of knowledge of the forms proper 
for the surface of a coin, and of the fit method of repre- 
senting them. It is a pictorial, instead of a sculptural, 
treatment. In illustration, a Avell-known didrachm of 
Oortyna (^‘Eginctan standard) may he cited, as disj)layiug 
extreme examples, in the types of botli sides, of tliis dis- 
tinctive peculiarity. The obverse of this piece is almost 
wholly occupied by the trunk and lower l)ranchcs of an 
ancient tree. It represents the sacred plane at this 
town mentioned by Pliny (11. N. xii. 5), for upon it is 
seated Europa, in a dejected posture. On the reverse is 
a bull. He is stung by a fly, and starts, turning his head 
and thrusting out his tongue. In one specimen in the 
Museum, the bull is greatly foreshortened. The truth 
with wliich this subject is treated is almost unequalled in 
any similar representation, cxcci)ting those of the coins of 
Acanthus and Elis. While, at the first glance, we arc 
delighted with the freedom and reality of these types^ so

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strikingly contrasting with the almost necessary formnlity 
of numismatic art in general^ we do not imnietliatoly sco 
the utter unfitness of the ohjccts clioseii;, and the positions 
preferred by tlic artist, for the form and surface of coins. 
To account for this peculiarity is not at present possible ; 
but if a guess may be hazarded^ it seems not unlikely that 
pictorial art especially flourished in Crete at that time, 
and that, thereforCj when the artists of the country came 
to be employed to design the subjects of coins, lliey liad in 
their minds painting rather than seul[)ture. Notwith- 
standing this grave fault as works of mcdallic art^ if con- 
sidered only as examples of Greek art, the Cretan coins 
arc worthy of the first rank among the many records that 
have come down to us of this wonderfully-varied product 
of human genius. 

The oldest known Cretan coins can scarcely be nnuh 
anterior to the Expedition of Xerxes. Probably ])cfc)re 
this the commerce of the island was carried on in the 
staters of Cyzicus and the didraehins of JEgina and Ceos. 
The illustration of the primuival period of the islumVs his- 
tory which they afl'ord is, therefore, retrospective or inlbr- 
cntial. We gain, however, some (listiunt evi(h‘>nee that is 
valuable in directing us to the selection of a correct theory 
from amidst the tangled mass of latcr-writUm stateimuiis. 
The Egyptian monuments, affording us the first histoihial 
glimpse of the Cretans, show that, in the twelfth or 
thirteenth century before the Christian era, as Gre(‘k tra- 
dition had already consistently told us, tlu^y ux^re a grout 
maritime power, closely allied with the kindriul coast- 
peoples of the northern and eastern neighbouring shores 
of the Mcditcrraucam Tlie coins so far conlinu this 
evidence as to afford indications of the Himilarity of tlie 
religion of the island and that of the Plueiileiau coast, 
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probably not of the Plioenicians thoraselvcsj but rather of 
the earlier people among whom they had settled. 

The connection of Crete and Arcadia is more strongly 
brought out by the coins than by the evidence of history 
and geography, ^^''e knew already that Crete had a town 
called Arcadia^ and that there was a Oortyna in Arcadia 
as w^cll as in Crete. But the coins of hotli show' ns a far 
closer agreement in the strong prevalence of low nature- 
worship — ^tho wwship of animals, trees, and saertd moun- 
tains — which proves that the two couiitru‘s were held by 
the same primitive race, driven inw'ards, in Greece, hy the 
later Hellenic colonists, while the insular position of Cb’cte 
seems to liavc kept the old j)opLilatioa comparatively 
imniolcstcd. 

Among the most remarkable representations connected 
with mythology is that of the Cretan Jupiter, as a young 
man, with his native name, or title, I'MAXANOS, on a 
(lidraehm (yliginctaii) of Pluestus. It is uoticjoahlc that 
the peculiarities of the Cretan dialect are ehi(ifly s(*eu in 
the names or titles connected wdth jnytliology. \Ve have 
riOAXO;!£, as £1 title of Apollo, on tfiiradrachms (Attic) 
of Onossns, and the title nTOA10JKO]li applied to a licro 
or divinity, on didruehms (yEgiiu^tan) of Aptcra. 

Of the sjKJcial myths of the traditional period, that of tlie 
Minotaur receives the largcist illustration from the coins. 
Nut only is he portrayed on the ol(l(‘st didruchinH ol* 
Cnossus, hut these and the later pie(jeH of the same town 
bear repiTiseutatious of the famous Lubyrinth, soituiiiuusK 
conventional, sometimes in th(3 form of a plan. One of 
these coins, bearuig on the obverse the Minotaur, and on 
the reverse the Labyrinth, is of about the tim(^ of th(^ 
Expedition of Xcrxiis, or »K)t inmdi lahm, and ill us adonis 
evidtiiKHi of l.lxe antiquity of the tradition of Uic Labyrinth, 
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if not of its real existence j whereas Hocck {Kretcty vol. i. 
p. 56j seif)i relying on the silence of Hesiod and Ilero- 
dotuS; and the assumed silence of Homer — though the lUiicl 
contains what looks very like an allusion to the Credau 
wonder (II. xviii. 590j seq ^ — ^has supposed it to liavii ])een 
an invention of the later poets^ borrowed from Egypt, 

For what we may term the earlier part of the strictly- 
historical period^ ending with Philip, the coins do not afford 
us much information that is absolutely new as to their own 
times. They show the opulence of some towns already 
known to be famous, as Cnossus and Oortyua; and of at 
least one, Pluestiis, of which we should not have imagined 
the greatness. Their weight is according to the /Eginetan 
talent which was nearly universal, btdbrc Alexander’s 
time, in Hollas and the islands; but by d(^grees tliey fall 
to the Persian standard, which, in the fourth ecnutury l)C‘for(i 
Christ till near its close, dominated almost throughout 
Asia JMinor. The latest coins of this weight cannot l)e 
brought down lower than the time of Pliilip of 'Maeedou. 
After them there is a gap iii ilie Cretan wa’ics, which must 
have been of many years, and the nioiU'y of each town 
recommences on the Attic standard, 'willi a far iuierior 
art. This interval corresponds to tlu^ rule of Alc^.vanchn*, 
who suppressed everywhere the yEginetan standard, intro- 
ducing the Attic in its stead, and some of whosc^ coins h(‘ar 
symbols which Inivc induced M. Milllor, of Copenhagen, to 
assign ilunu to cities of Crede, Of tluj later ptahal, from 
Alexander’s dciath until the island b(‘eaim{ a part of the 
Homan Empire, the historical records ar(i (‘xtr(‘mely s(*anty, 
and the coins hupinly afford im valuahUi evidence to supply 
their deficiencies. The (Ireck writ(a*s hud already given ns 
indications of the close connection b(rtw(am Ch‘t»te atid tin? 
niuiulaud of 0 recce, in the latest days of (Uwk indt^jum- 
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deuce. The island seems then to have hccn constantly torn 
by dissensions between the chief cities, which from time to 
time applied for aid to some ruler or power of the continent; 
and principally, it appears, to the kings of Macedon, at 
least to Philip V., and to the Achaean League. We already 
knew that when the Romans were in alliance with the 
League, 500 Gortynians joined Plamininus before the battle 
of CynoscephalsD ; bn,t it was not until lately that a coin was 
found bearing the well-known types of the League, and 
struck at Gortyna. This coin was first published by my 
lamented colleague, Mr. Burgon, in a paper since printed 
in the Chronicle (xix. pp. 235-G). Mr. Burgon assigned it 
to the Arcadian Gortyna, but it has been ably shown, in 
liis last work, by Colonel Leake, whose recent death has 
made another inseparable gap in the small body of Greek 
Numismatists, that it is of the Cretan town, and proves 
that cities beyond the continent were admitted into the 
League. (Supplement to Numlsmata Helk7vka, European 
Greece, p. 110.) 

Not less interesting than this connection with the 
Aclncan League arc the evidences of an alliance, political 
or commercial, of the chief Cretan towns with Athens in the 
same age. The coins of six of these — Cnossus, Cydonia, 
Gortyna, Ilierapytna, Poly rhenium, and Priansus — com- 
prise tetradrachms with exactly tlic types of those of 
Athens of the same jjcriod, hut distinguished by having 
on the reverse the distinctive badges of the Cretan towns. 
The late totradrachms of Athens which tlicBO imitate 
range from Alcxauder^s death to the Roman period : from 
their ^siylc the Cretan pieces should probably be aswignod 
to the most recent part of this age. They can scarcely 
bo anterior to the fall of Lyttim, the rival of Cnossus, 
favoiirod by Athens (sec the fragment probably of a treaty 
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between the two towns in Raiigabe^s Anthjnitcis 
ii. 273^ Polyb. iv. 54)^ and were therefore more probably 
struck by the Cretan cities of the great alliance against 
Philip V.j brought about by Cephisoclorus (Pans, i. 30^ 
§ 5, G) about 13. c. 188, 

Until lately this very interesting class was alone re- 
prcsentccl in the national collection by a coin of (lortyua. 
The sale of the Northwiek Cabinet lias^ however^ cnabhul 
the Museum to secure two other specimens, one of Poly- 
rhenium and the other of Priansiis, the Ibriner extroinely 
rarCj and the latter probably unicpio. The throe coins 
may be described as follows : —

In tlic last iiuTiiher of tlic Numfsmattc CimoNicLTi:^ T hail 
the pleasure of calling the attention of the ^^coiu-loviiig^^ 
public to the coins of the Three Valoiitiuiaiis/^ and tlio 
various mint-marks occurring upon them, and on the 
coins of that period. I still find tluirc* is another j)oint 
which d()(js not seem ever to have been satisfactorily 
explained, and that is, what coins shall he assigned to 
Theodosius I, and what to Theodosius IT/r* I will now 
proceed to show tiiat mistakes are inipossildo, and that 
it is just us easy to recognise to whiidi of tlicse two 
emperors a coin shall he uttrihnted, as, 1 sincerely 
hope, for Numismatists now to attriljutc the coins of the 
Valcntiniaiis. 

It is jK^eessary to state that at this period of the 
coinage, fabric is the groat and decisive guide, apart from 
many other minor points of indication; and it is only hy 
a careful <X)mparison of a large series, that one is able to 
discriminate bctwocu the Hallic, Italian, African, or 
Eastern fabrics. 

On the death of Oratianns in a.d. Arcadius is 
proclaimed Augustus by his father Theodosius I., and 
there arc still three Angnsti at the sarntj time, vm, Valen- 
tiuiamis TI., Theodosius 1., and Arcadius. The following 
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mint-marks^ occurring also on the gold coins of Arcadius, 
are struck during his fatlicr^s lifetime : 7R- TR. (Treves), 
M. LVG. (Lyons), A^. COM. ili. CON, (Consiantina or 
Arles), MDOB. (Milan), A, TES015. (Tliessalonica), 
N» CONOR. (Constantinople — all those that have the 
diademed side-faced bust, and tlic three G\s on the re- 
verse), and most probably SM. COMOB. (Sirmiiun).* 
After the death of Theodosius I., the empire is divided 
between his two sons Arcadius and Iloiiorius, and tiu! 
forms COMOB. for the We^slem, and CONOB. for tlio 
Eastern empire, become the adopted eieeryual niiiit-marks : 
the former with the slight distinction of AI for N, so as 
to resemble CONOB., and yet to designate the westcni

And there may be many others; bxxttho above eight miiits are 
the only recognised mints of which wc have in tiie jtchL

Before I i)rocecd further I must digress to remark tliat 
the OB. very probably stands for 72/^ and means that 
72 ^^solidi'^ were coined from one pound of gold.^ The 
figures LXXII on a solidus of ConstaiiSj arc assuredly 
a mark of weighty and would seem of tlieinselves sugges-

This is, of eniirsc, 
COM OB. Besides the fact that the bottom of this coin cuts 
by Iho very letter in (picslion, no importance need be attacli(*d 
to it, as other coins of this emperor are found with II V. COMOlJ. 
The forms COMOB. and CONOR, continue as the Wi^sttTu 
and Eastern mint-marks, till the time of Zeno and Anns- 

lasiuH, after which tiioy are of no use as dhihrtive iniiit-nuirks. 

3 Messrs Pinder and FriedlaciHl(*r were the first to asscu-t^ 
that OR. slionld bo interju’cted ‘*72/’ ami they state in 
that “ a special law of Valcntinianus Jf. ordered that 72 ‘noJidi ^ 
should he coined from one ]>ound (d gold/’ The pituui of Con- 
fltans, lutwovcr, seems to show that “ 72 solidi’* were oc^incil at 
the time of CVaistautinc. Tliis law, then, only confirms and 
enforces what had been the c-ustom thirty years before. (See 
Itcv. A^mn. Frmic., 1B45I, p. lib) The form (jONOJh, howevttr, 
does not occur on the coins of V’’alcntinianiis I., as ^Messrs. 
Pinclcr and Ericdlaender say, but is found, fi»r the first tinn*, 
under Cratianufl, Valentuiianus 11., and Theodosius I. We 
find TRCUh (Treves) on the etjins of Valentinianus 1. (See 
Nnm. Chron. N.S., vol. i. ]). 124, and Table.) In the Rrilisli 
Museum there is a gold coin of Valeiis, with to left and right, 
the letters UB. in the field, and in the eitergne CONS^-. 
What cdse can those lotfors ()B. mean ihau 72, especially with 
the coin of Ot)nHtauB and this coin before otir eyes'? The 
Museum also p(msesfle8 a gold coin of VnleuB with A NOB. 
(Antifjch), as well as TROB. (Treves). I'lio above coin of 
Valcns, with OR. in the fdd, may bo the coinmcntiemont of 
the CONOR, mint-mark; an*l in cenHci|uem‘.o of our having this 
Antioch coin, it is Very probable that the fm’m CONOR, was 
adopted late in the reign of Valcns (thougli. at ]ireBCut 1 have not 
seen an example), as valcns, Oratianus, ainl Valentinianus IL 
were colleagues from a.d. ilT/J to aj>. J17H, and we have the 
Conor, mint-mark of the two latter, 
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tive of the above interpretation^ yet there arc^ neverthe- 
less^ many Numismatists -who cannot for one moment 
admit this extravagant explanation, and who think that 
OB. is far more likely to represent OBsignatus."^ 

To this I will state my principal objections. Ts it likely 
that the Romans would adopt for their coinage, a word 
to which the very two letters that cause this discussion 
arc only prefixed? And had they wished to have ex- 
pressed the signification of struck at,^^ would not they 
rather have adopted the word ^^signatus ? The letters OB. 
are prefixed to all sorts of words, and their significations 
arc various, and nothing seems to me more unlikely tlian 
that a compound word should he universally adopted for 
the Roman gold coinage. Apart from this, I think I am 
not far wrong in saying that we have no authority for 
using the word ohsigiio,^^ as applied to the striking of 
moncy/^ Its proper meaning is ^^to seal up,” or ^^to 
sign and seal as a witness,” and it signifies ^‘'to stamp” 
or impress,” only in a figurative sense, and somctiincs 
implies ^'to impress on the mind.” ^ The word signo,” 
on the contrary, as well as ^^flo” and ^^ferio,” — which two 
latter occur on coins, A.A.A.F.E. (flando, feriundo) — is 
mentioned in Cicero and Pliny, especially with the signi- 
fication of coining. With these facts before me, I must 
entirely repudiate the reading OBsignatus.” ®

After the death of Theodosius I., 
howcTerj in consequence of the barbarian invasions^ there 
is no doubt that it may be interpreted money of the 
standard of Constantinople — 72.^^ This is still more 
likely from the fact that we have coins of the usurper 
Constantinus struck at Arles^ with AR. in the fidd, and 
COMOB. in the exergue ^ a mint-mark which continues 
till the fall of the Western Empire. 

I must now return to the subject from which I have 
somewhat digressed^ and I think I have reduced to some- 
thing like method, the means of attributing the coins of 
Theodosius I. and Theodosius IT. 

I. — The helmeted fulUfaced bust, though occurring on 
the gold coins of Constantins II., docs not recommence till 
the reign of Arcadins andHonorius,and is generally, though 
not always, on the Eastern coins ; consequently the gold 
coins reading D.N. THEOUOSIVS. P.E. AVO. with the 
helmeted JuU’faced bust, belong to Theodosius II.® 

II. The gold coins hearing the name of Theodosius, 
with the helmeted side-faced bust, belong to the second 
Theodosius ; they arc exceptional coins : the reverse — two 
helmeted figures holding a shield, on which is inscribed

IV. The gold coins licaring the name of Theodosius, 
with tlie diademed side-faced bmt^ and on the reverse the 
mint-mark MD. COMOB. (Milan), belong to Theo- 
dosius II. The fabric and the style of head, when com- 
])arcd with the coins of the time, point to what period 
they should be assigned. Besides, the forms of the Milan 
mint of Theodosius 1. arc AID. COil.

she was restored to her power; after the revolt of 
Johannes I., who had established himself at Ilavcnnaj 
during the time that we know Placidia must have been at 
Constantinople. Aelia is evidently the common name of 
the empresses in the East at this period — for examples, 
Aelia Pulcheria; Aelia Eudoxia; and this coin being 
struck by her nephew, Theodosius II., while slic was at 
Constantinople; fully accounts for finding tlic name Atdia, 
Were it not even for these facts, the style and fabric arc so 
different to the coins of OlybriuS; that it could not possibly 
belong to his period. 

Dr. Friedlaender has also published some remarks, ^^Sur 
un Sou d^or d^Aelia GaUa Placidia,^^ in the Revue Numis^ 
matique Beige , where he says that the reverses of all 
the coins of Placidia, with the legend VOT. XX. MVLT, 
XXX., have reference to the coins of her son, Valcn- 
tinianus III. In this he is probably mistaken: they refer 
to the coins of her nephew Theodosius II., which bear 
the same legend.

Tiiii: accompanying plate (No. viii.) comprises all the 
types of tlio liall-crovvjis of Charles 1. with W tiucIim 
the horse which liave come under my notice. Thc^y are 
six in luuuher, and the pieces theinsolvcs arc, 1 holicvc, 
all of tliein in the British Museum, hut the mint-mark 
on No. 5 is more distinctly visible on a specimen of 
my owu- 

jsloH. ] — 1. have a small castle for a mint-mark, and are 
all from the same obverse die. Nos. 5, (5 are likewise 
from one ol)verse die. Tlie mint-mark is usually invisible, 
hut on the specimen froju which tln^ drawing is made, it is 
evidently U\o lions. 

TJie lions, the castle, the W, and the date of 10 ll upon 
No. 0 will, 1 think, together, serve to indicate the place 
from whence these lialf-erowns issued. 

Under the article '^Weymouth/' in Lewis’s "'Topogra- 
phical Dujiionary,’^ there arc three rep rcseuiutions given— 
of the arms of the town, of the Admiralty seal, and of the 
(jorporatc seal. On the arms ai)])eara a lion rampant, in 
tlie s(i(U)n(l and third quarters j on tin*. Admiralty seal is a 
ship bearing a small shield, in tlm first ([uartcr of which 
is a lion rampant, in the second a small eustiii; on the 
von. I, N.s. » u 
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corporate seal is a small shield^ with three lions passaiit^ 
anti au embattled bridg*e. 

I do not know upon w^hat autliority these drawings 
were maclo^ but their correctness is in a great measure 
suhstantiatccl by tlie following extract from Ilutehins^ 

History of Dorsetshire — 

^^Hohert Cook; ClarcnceuXj &c.^ in 1503, granted to 
Weymouth and Melcombc Itcgis the following arms, itiler 
alia. In the first a lion raiupautj pnrpiire j in the seeond, 
a castlC; or;^^ for tlicir common scaJ^ inter aUu, azure, a 
bridge embattled with three arches, fee., and tliree lions.’ 

It must be admitted tliat the lions on tlie vxmi No. 5 
do not exactly correspond in attitude with tlie lions ram- 
pant on the arms and Admiralty sc^al, nor in number wiih 
the lions passant on the corporate seal ; but we may easily 
account for this by supposing that a clumsy artist has 
made a confusiou between the bc^arings of the two seals j 
and, on the whole, I am disposed to think that the lions, 
the castle, and the W suUieicntly point to Weymouth as 
the place where these half-croAvim were minted.

places, and tlie scats of great malignity. The forincr was 
not thought necessaiy to be made a garrison, Init the 
latter was the best port to-vvii of tliat country, and to l)e 
kept with great caro.-'^ The govern mem t of the place was 
entrusted to Sir Anthony Ashley Cooper, 1nit lie W'as stib- 
seqnently displaced for Colonel Ashbnruhaui, who yielded 
it up to the Jllai’l of Essex in June, 101 1, and retired to 
Portland Castle. 

Thus it appears that Weymouth was in the possession 
of the king’s forces from Seplcinher, 1013, to June, 10 I k 
Subsofjiumtly in the latter year, in the viul of January or 
beginning of Fcbruaiy (the year not ending until the 
25ih of Alareh), it was surprised by Sir fjcwis Dives on 
the part of the king; but ho only obtained possession of 
the forts anti upper town, whitdi, through tlu^ lu'gligfuu^c 
of Lord Goring, were recovered again liy that <‘on- 
t(jmi)til)le number of the (meiny who had lK‘en bcattm into 
the lower towa.^’ 

This last oeiuipntlon of tlitj phuT^ ly ilus king’s forces 
was so brief and partial, that it is not liludy any coins 
w(ini tlien struck; the coinage most proliably took place 
betwcicu Sci)ttmib(ir, H)t3, and June, Hi 14, and those 
pieec^s whitdi bear the latUir date must have bcmi struck 
during the lust thr(‘rC mouths of occu|iation.

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wixpcncc — which evidently belong to the same family; 
they have no initial letter^ bnt are of similar workman- 
ship; and they l)car the mint-mark of a lion rampant^ a 
castle^ a lis^ a hclmctj a hirclj See. If not minted at Wey- 
mouthj they were probably minted at some other idacc in 
the neighbotirhoodj and perhaps after its surrender. The 
shilling (Hawkins^ 528), I am inclined to call a AVeymouth 
shilling, as it bears both a castle and a lion rampant. 
One half-crown, and one or tw'O shillings, have a lion 
rampant only, and these again arc connoctoJ in type witli 
other pieces with different mint-marks; but it would be 
rash, upon slight grounds, to venture upon their appro- 
priation. 

With respect to the W half-crowns, it would l>c desirable, 
if any members of our society have the oj)poriunity, to 
ascertain wlietlicr there is any local tradition or proof of 
a mint having been established at Weymouth during tlui 
civil war.

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ON AN UNIQUE AND UNPUBLISHED PATTERN 
FOR A HALF-CROWN OF THE LAST YEAR OP 
THE REIGN OF QUEEN ELIZABETH. 

The extreme .seiisitivcncas of Queen ElizaLctli as to the 
manner in wliich her portrait was represented is well 
known. Even so early as 15G3 a proclamation was drawn 
up by Cecil/ prohibiting all manner of persons from draw- 
iiigj painting, graving, or portraying her Majcsty^s per- 
sonage or visage for a time, untib by sonic perfect i)atteru 
and example, the same might he by others followed. 
Increasing years did not by any means diminish this 
fastidiousness. 

In Horace Walpole's ^H/atalogiic of Royal and Noble 
Authors/' vol. i. p. 120 of the first edition, and vol. i. 
pp. 141-2 of the stscoud, is the following description of 
a fragment of one of the gold coins of this quocu. 

^^Vertue, tJic engraver, had a pocket-book of Isaac 
Oliver^ in which the latter had made a memorandum tliat 
the queen would not let him give any shade to her 
features, telling him, ' that ahatle was an accident, and 
not naturally existing in the face/ Her portraits are 
generally without shadow. I have in niy possession 
another strongly presumptive proof of this weakness; it 
is a fragment of one of her last broad pieces, representing 
her horridly old and deformed. An entire coin with this

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image is not known ; it is universally supposed that the 
die was broken by her command^ and that some workman 
of the mint cut out this morsel^ which contains barely 
the face.^ As it has never been engraved, so singular a 
curiosity may have its merit in a work which has no 
other kind of merit.^^ 

The fragment here referred to was purchased at the 
Strawberry Hill Sale in May, 1842, by the liritish 
Museum, for the sum of jGSG 155., and is engraved in 
Ruding, SuppL part ii. PL hi. No. 7 . It has been much 
tooled; but the present specimen of the half-crown, or 
rather the pattern for the half-crown of the same coinage, 
shows that the portrait on the gold 'coin has been most 
correctly restored, as the imprcHsion on ibat portion of 
the half-crown which has been preserved is almost as it 
came from the die. The coin is engraved in PI. ix., and 
it will he ol)scrvcd that the mint- mark is 2, showing that 
these patterns were intended for a coinages of the last year 
of Elizabctli. The bust of the cpioen is larger, and she is 
attired in an ermine mantle, and with a full ruff. She is 
without the orh and sceptre, and the crown is rather more 
open and arched than on the generality of her silver coins. 
The legend of the obverse appears to be tbe same as on 
tlic ordinary half-crowns of Elizahcth, and the reverse 
sccuis to have been struck from the usual die. Tlui same 
appears to have been the case with the reverse of the gold 
pattern-piece. 

Any one comparing the portrait on these pattc^.rn-pieeiis 
with that on the actual coins of the same date, will readily 
acquiesce in Walpolo^s suggestion tluit its horridly oIcP'

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look was the cause of tixe suppression of this coinage. 
Had it been issued; licr Majesty^s loving subjects would 
have found her portrait aged at least forty years in one 
short twelvemonth between 1601 and 1G03. There cau; 
however; be but little doubt of the accui^acy of the likeness 
on these pattern-pieces. It carries the impress of truili 
upon it. The expression of the mouth; and; indeed; the 
whole facC; bears out to the letter the description of Paul 
Hentzner; tlic ClcrmaU; wlio visited Jtlngland in 1598; and 
saw Elizabeth at (Irccnwidgc.^^ IJor oldong and wliite, 
thongli wrinkled; face ; licr small; though black anri gra- 
cious; cyes; her rather liookcd nosC; her coinjjrcsscd li})s 
(compressed to hide licr sooty teotli), and her liglit brown 
hair; wliich in point of fact was a wig/^*^ are all represented 
to the life. 

Hut although she had attained licr seventieth year — an 
ago unto which; says Camden, no King of England had 
ever attained ))eforc — and although this was no doubt au 
accurate likeness of her, still Elizabeth retained until tlui 
very last her old anxiety to have her perHOu, favor, and 
grace^^ plaecid in an advantageous inantujr lieforc tlio 
public; and accordingly every spoeirnen of this <H)inage 
was defaced; ami but these two mutilated pieces have 
hccu allowed to survive to our times. Those who take 
au interest in the subject of the portraits of Jilizabetli, 
will find a valual)lc article ujmn tliem by Sir Erctleric 
Madden, K.IL^ in and QuerwHy vol. vi. p. 337.

J. Sabatier. Paris, 1860, 4to. pp. 148, with 10 ])latoK. 

This account of the mysterious but iiiterestinQ’ class of medals 
known as Oontoriiiates is in aU respects worthy of the autlinv 
whose name it bears. The plates, which are numerous, arc 
admirably en.t^raved by Dardel, and the description of tliom by 
M. Sabatier not only comprises almost all the information that 
can be gathered from other autln)rs upon the subject of con- 
torniates, hut throws much additional light upon their history. 
It was, indeed, only by collecting together the whole of the 
known types, so as to he able to compare each member of tlio 
series with the others in one comprehensive review, that any- 
thing was likely to be effected which would materially add to 
our knowledge of this class of medals ; ami the amount of lain)ur 
that must have been bestowed by M. 8ahatior, and those who 
in this country and elsewhere aided him in the collection of his 
materials, must have been enormous, hcloro he could have been 
in possession of a sufficient unml)cr nf s])0cimens to couitniuipe 
the still more arduous labour of systematic arrangement and 
historical description One reason assigned for Ids umlertaking 
the task, is that it was the only branch of Roman Numismaiics 
which had been hitherto forg(dten or neglected, cx(;ej)t by Eckbcl, 
and that, possibly, not niiiutentioiially, on account of the dilli- 
culties it presents. 

There is of course no question as to these medals liaving 
received their name of “ contorniates” from the covforuo around 
them — a groove, having in all cases hoen turned by means of n 
lathe, just within their outer edge, so as to form a S(jrt nf border. 
The main questions concerning them are, and always have been, 
for what purpose were tlicy intended? ami at what period 
they struck ? 

The number that is at present known to exist is by M. SabatifU* 
estimated at from 700 to 801); but this ostlinate is ]UMh>ahly 
rather below the mark, as about 400 arc divdded hehveeii tbV. 
English and French national cnlleciionB, and there are about I6l) 
in the museum at \'‘ieuna, while couiorniatCH are to bo found in 
greater or less abundance in uumcruUH other cahimd.s. 'Tln^ 
varieties engraved by M. Sabatier are about 240; l)ut as many 
of the roverseH are accompanied on different spee/unonH by two, 
three, or even four different obverses, the total iiumlnu' of’typt'H. 
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incluiling tlicso variuiiR comlnnations, may bo estimatoil at SrM), 
Though the heads of many of tlie carlici’ Iiomaii emikurors arc 
found upon tlicni, especially those of Nero and Trajan, there can 
be no doubt that they belong to a much later period, as the same 
reverse is occasionally found combined at one time with the head 
of Nero, and at another with that of Valentinian III., and various 
similar anachronisms have been observed. The inaccuracies and 
barbarisms in the legends also ladut to the period of tlie decay 
of tlie Boman omjm’C, and hi. Sahatier fixes the date of the 
emission nf these pieces hetwem the reign of G rati an aiirl that 
of Anthemius, or from a.d. 37/5 to 472. 

From the character of the devices, and the ap]>earau<ie of ilie 
names, not only of chaihiteers and atldotcs, l>nt oven of lumses 
upon them, it would a]>})ear that the grtsater immlxu’ of tht*ni 
bore some reference to tlie gaiucH of the circus and amphi- 
theatre, and the monogram EP or J^E, which is round upon 
so many of them, may bear reference to tlicir having been giviMi 
as rewards or badges of distinction — J^rinnit Er(/o, or Pahtu 
MJ'inevitf'i. 

liegarding them in this light, a ])t)rtion of the book is dovi^ied 
by M. Sabatier to au account of the. jadneijnd events in couneciion 
with the circus at ( hmstantiuople during th<‘ lower empire, ami 
he sluuvs the important ])ari played by llu^ factions oftlm bipjuf- 
drome and amphhhcatre, which hail in fact be<»ome jtoliliiuil 
boilics. Of the uames td* the four factious f>f the circus, whicli had

Jbit it w(;uld bo endless to attempt to enter intrt the various 
topics of interest suggestod by this eJass of medals. Wo can oidy 
refer our readers to M. Sabatier’s book, licsides thosewdihdi are 
eonnected more immediately with tlie iiirtuis, tlicrc. is amdher 
division, with mythological and allegorical subjects, as wdl ns a 
third of those with heroic and liistorical subjecis and ]M*rsoiiagcs, 
and a fourth of those of unknown or <lilHcidl. inter pretati on --all 
of which arc treated with great felicity of conjecture and of aji]>o- 
sitc illustration.

The coin tliat lias Leon attributed so often to Victorina is 
here shown to be none other than one of the coins of the Gothic 
kings of the fifth and sixth centuries, struck in Italy. Tlio 
legend is altered, and instead of INVJCJTA . HUM A, tliat of 
IMP . VICTORIA . AVG. has been substituted. The coin of 
Lollianus is no doubt a Gordianua Pius, and the L. jkhianus is 
either a Maximian or Diocletian. These two names, Lulliaiius 
and L. iElianus, may be safely identified ^Yith tliat of Liclianus, 
who was also one of the so-called thirty tyrants, anil of w’hrnn 
there are coins extant.

Accoriling to Fckhel, all the 
coins which liave ever been attributed to Valeriaiius Junior, 
belong to Saloninus. Lot us hdlow M. Dcville’s arguments. 
Valcrianua I., on ascRudiiig the lliroue, asiioehited iii the <unj»iro 
Gallienus and his eldest son - tlie first with the tithi of Augustus, 
the second with that of Cuisar, and the namo, ij tiic son of Gal- 
lienus, as given by Aurelius Victor, is (hnir/iuH Vakrfwnfs. 
He was killed by Postumus in a.j). 200. From the same sourcMf 
we learn that Gallienus had aiiotlicr son, Sa/om'anus (ho is 
afterwards, by the same wTiter, callml ami that lie 

ivas substituted by GallienuB in the jilace of the one he had lost. 
The names of the two sruis occur also on an iuscrijition found ni 
Setif, in Algeria.

We have now given our readers an al)stract of the principal 
points of M. Levillc’s paper, and willLrielly state our own views. 
Ill the first place, the coins attributed by him to Saloninus and 
Valerianus Junior are of much too good a metal to be of the late 
period of Gallienua. In the second jdacc, the attribution of the 
“ consocratio ” coin without the word LIWS to Saloninus, as 
having been struck by his mother, is excessively improbable. Is 
it likely that Salonina, a jprivate person, would dare to com- 
memorate her son, who was killed by order of the senate, after 
the death of her husband? — besides, wo have cuius of the elder 
son also without the word DIVVS. In the third ))lace, the coin 
attributed hy him to Valerianus Junior was struck in the East, 
and belongs to Saloninus Valerianus, the eldest son of Gallicnus, 
and the legend 10 VI . OEESCENTI could never ajiply to a 
man of thirty. Apart from this, were there any of his coins, they 
would probably hear the title of Ant/nstus, and not that of Casar, 
Space does not permit us to enter into all the ^^minutire” of our 
objections, and, in conclusion, wo quote the same objection as 
that given by Mr. do Salia to BI. Oolion’s attribution of coins to 
Valerianus Junior, viz., “that should any coins have been 
struck, cither of Saloninus (the second son of (LUlicnus), or of 
Valerianus Junior (the brotlier of Gallicnus), they would necen- 
sarily be of the base metal of the later years of Ualliemis.” BT. 
Deville’s "’article is likely to do a great deal of harm, and wo 
state that we continue to recognise the attribution of the coins 
to the family of Gallicnus only as follows : —

These figures exhibit a total coinage of £S(),151,r>80 — viz., 
£34,431,958 in the first nine years, and £51,719,722 in the 
second. The yearly average between 1843 and 1851 was 
£3,825,773, and between 1852 and 1800, £5,74G,n35, showing 
an increase of, as nearly as possible, 50 ])er cent. The fact 
must also be taken into cunsideraliun that a very large 
number of sovereigns have been coined at the mint established 
in Sydney. The value of the silver coined bus undergone con- 
siderable fluctuations, having reached its ynaximavi in 1853, 
when it was £701,51^, while in 1848 it was only £Ji5,442. 
The copper coin struck fluctuated between £118 in 1850 and 
£01,538 ill 1854, The total value of the silver coinage in the 
eighteen years was £5,982,4G1, and of the copper ctunage 
£241,449, the aggregate metallic issues of all descriptions having

At tlic time of the arrival at the BritiKh Museum of the 
Cyreiie marhlcs, the jirosentatiou of a very rare eoiu 
struck in the ('yrcuaicu is extremely opportuucj; CHpe- 
cially as it is one tluit raises questiouH of a more general 
character than arc usually suggested by ancient money. 
This coin 1 should thus describe 
Oh \ — Silphium plant.

The silphium plant is the well-known symbol common 
to the coins of Gyrene^ Barca, and Ilesporides. The fruit 
von. 1 . N,s. n JD 
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of the silpliium occurs on early coins witiiont inscriptions, 
probably of tlie kingdom of Cyrene^ and the gazelle is 
common to Gyrene and Ilespcrides. Into tlic meaning of 
these types I shall not here inquire; it is suflieient io 
remark their common character. 

The date of the coin^ judging from its stylc^ wliic-h is 
slightly hard; must he about n.c. 450; peihaps somewliat 
earlier, but I think certainly not later. It is an Attic 
tetradrachni, having the heavy weight of the (‘aiiicr eoiiis 
of Gyrene or the CyrcnaYca, and flarcu, which arc of the 
same or of archaic style. The ins(;iij)tioii is ccrtaiiilv 
K K, There can he no reasonable doubt that oitc of these 
letters stands for KYPANAIOM ; the otlu'r wf)iild seem 
to cDiTcspoud to the iv(3INON wliich oc<uirH singly on 
coins of the Gyrenai'ca of the IToh^maic^ period. 4iiis 
opinion is btrengthened by tlic eircuimstaiiec that Hestini 
published a silver didracinu of the p(‘r!od Ixdbrii the 
Ptolemies witli the legend KOIN KYPA, which has ht'cn 
suspected. The word KOINON is known to indieatii a 
community, and to have been freijuimtly used nmliT tin* 
Homan emperors by (i reek cities, similarly t o O M ( ).N O I A , 
and the like. It was one of those! fictions l)y wlii(‘h tint 
Roman emperors contrived to keep their Grt'Cik subje<d;s 
in good humour by giving them a smnblanet* of inde- 
pendence. The connmiuity is (*ithc*r that a eii.y, or of 
several cities in a ju’oviuce, as KOINOIV 
KOINON KPIII’QN. In the presioit instaiuT, it svould 
intend either the community of C-yriau*, or that of the 
Cyrenai'ea; hut the eviclenee iu favour of tin? lattm’ is 
overwhelming when it is rememl)er(‘d that all the iuha- 
hitaiits of the Gyrenai’ca were generally und(*v tin? govern- 
ment of Gyrene, and were eallecl Gyreuiuns. At Gyrene 
alone we iiud this term used before? tin?

It is most 
probably from a carelessly engraved, unfinished, or worn- 
out die (?) but the result renders it probably an unique 
reverse of Henry ITI.'s short-cross coinages.

A PEW WOUDS ON BYZANTINE NUjMISMATIO 
AHT. 

Dub-ikto the middle reigns of the mcnihcrs of the 
Ileraclian dynasty^ Byzantine art, as illustrated by its 
numismatics, had somewhat languished and deteriorated. 
Aftcrj however, the return of Justinian rdiinotnicLus from 
exile, A.D. 705, the coins of this series record a marked 
and decided stimulus for the better, both in the design 
and vigour of tlioir representations. The solidus of 
Pileppicus Bardanos, on w)ii<di lie holds the eagle sceptre, 
is tlicj best type of this phase of rc\'ival ; nor, in our 
opinion, can this beautiful coin bo surpassed in tluj whole 
length and brtsadtli of the Byzantine seriL^s. The gold 
pieces which occur of I’heodosius Adraniytimus are 
principally of barbaric;, and probably Italian fabric; but 
one treinissis, tin; only coin in our national collection 
worthy tp have issmul from the mints of the capital, 
shows no great ])(;r£;e])tiblt; d(‘gen(‘ration from the im- 
provement of tin; previous r(;ign ; nor do the solidi of 
Artemius Anustasins, the next in ordt r, which arc fine 
and well-spread pieces, of n hold and artisLn; design. 

''J'hc tronbl£;s of tluise emperors^ nugns would not have 
led ns to expect any progressive movonumt for tlu; better 
in their monetary art, which, nud(;r most conditions, may 
be ace(iptc;(l in its rcn£;w(‘d <;j)oehs of vitality as no unfair 
test of national prosperity. ’Bat it has been remarked 
with some justice;, that a worthless geucratioa often may 
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acquire by an undeserved inheritance the slowly matured 
improvements of a preceding age. Yet many are the 
instances in which the arts of a nation are susceptible of 
revival and decay at intervals sufficiently near each other 
to prevent us tracing any correspondent analogy of dis- 
turbance or variety in the history of their times. ^ 

We may thus perceive that it would be highly erroneous 
to assume that the degeneration of llyzantine artj any 
more than of the Byzantine empire^ contiimecl in one 
steady downward course from Anastasiiis to the last of 
the Paleologij although the convenience of such a gene- 
ralisation has tempted tlie carelessness of some writers 
into kindred statements. 

We have next to notice a second phase, or rather 
modification^ of style in numismatic art; inaugurated by, 
and contemporaucous with; the accession of Constantino 
Copronymus. We shall find that this period attains its 
maximum of excellence in the solidi of Michael the 
Stammerer as emperor; in association with his sou Tlico- 
philus as Despotes or Coesar. The excellence of these 
coins consists rather in their clahoratiou and finlsli than 
in any oi'iginality of design; and; although of con^sidorahle 
l)eauty in their way, they have lost the freedom of execu- 
tion and freshness of the solidi of FiloppicuS; nor is this 
compensated l)y their somewhat superior aeciiraciy in the 
treatment of details. 

Tinder the Macedonian dynasty the comnieueemcut of 
a tliird phase is not less ehnirly distinguishable. The

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coinage of tins style is iiiferioi’ from its first appearance, 
and, indeed, tlirougliout its continuance to the produc- 
tions of our two previous epochs. Yet, though we must 
not compare the typical coins of this period with the 
delicacy of execution observable on the pieces of the 
two first emperors of Armorian family, we shall not be 
disposed to deny to the coinage of tlie Macedonian 
dynasty a decided impress and character of its own. Nor 
docs it lack at times the rough quaint vigour of a some- 
what stern and religious cast, oflering us certain peculiar, 
and even realistic, motives of its own, which stamp and 
distinguish its products. This tendency of expression 
becomes intensified, but at the same time somewhat 
improved, towards the end of this dynasty, and numis- 
matic art continues to develop its above-mentioned cha- 
racteristics in an even course of slow, hut what we may 
still call appreciable, progress until the early part of the 
reign of Alexius (>omuouuH; from and after which period 
the deterioration is gradual, hut uninterrupted, till the 
decay of all representative art ou the coinage culminates 
in the aspan of Ti-ebizond, and the ungainly mamdati 
of the last centuries of tlio empire. It is interesting to 
observe that, aftcT the time of Manuel L, Comnenus, 
a depreciation of the currency also ensued,^ This, inas- 
much as nearly conicmporaiicsous in commencement with 
the di^cay in tlic fabric and art of the coinage, may have 
})rogrcssecl in some sort of proportion therewith. 

In tlie above general view of the phases of improve- 
ment in numismatic art, I tnust be understood as speaking 
merely with r(*fcr(ince to the cointige of the capital ; thus 
tlic element ol‘ barbarism must be carefully considered

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and eliminated before we should venture to generalise 
upon the comparative excellence of coin- art at any two 
given periods. Examples vary from the coinage of 
some great mintj to all appearance little inferior to 
that of the capital^ to the clumsiest copy by a barbarous 
tribCj sometimes many years after the original piece was 
struck ; thus are we perplexed^ in some reigns^ by the 
puzzling alternations of rudeness and comparative excel- 
lence displayed by coins often inscribed with the name of 
one and the same emperor ; and it is only by a careful 
study of barbarism in its effects npon^ and relations withj 
numismatic art^ that we are ever likely to arrive at even 
an approximate chronological arrangement of the scries of 
ancient Greek cities — a most interesting field of research, 
where the materials and clcscrijitive notices arc abundant^ 
but the attempts at generalisation comparatively few. 

To return to Byzantine art, the real importance of 
whicbj as to Byzantine history, is contained in the fact of 
its supplying us with the link hetweeu the ancient and 
the mediaeval world. Nor must we forget that this 
Eastern Empire was the channel through which the civi- 
lization of Home, and of the Homan Ctesars, was slowly 
ingrafted upon the different nations who had overrun the 
provinces of the Western Empire. 

Nor was Byzantium less iustruinental in handing down 
to our times much which, but for the comparative security 
of the East during the confusion that suc(:t‘Cid(ul the 
invasions of Odoacor and Theodorie, luiust have been 
inevitably swept av^ay and forgotten. 

It would be no uuinterostiug task to trace the inducnce 
which Byzantine art cxerciscjcl upon the lirst revival of 
the Italian schools of painting, as exhibited in the works of 
Giotto, Cimabuc, and their disciples. Analogies arc more 
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than frequent; both in the choice of subjects and in the 
treatment of such subjects — the same grim realistic con- 
ceptions of saints and kings, the same stifl‘ limbs and 
draperies, the same heavy and cumbrous ornamentation. 

Yet, even long licfore the time of these Italian artists, 
the different barbarians of the W est had, like the Saracens 
in the East, taken the Byzantine type as models for their 
coinage. 

We have only to select, perhaps, the best-known instance 
of this process, to convince oui’sclvcs of the frequency and 
closeness of such copies. 

The scries of the dukes of Beiicvento had branched 
immediately from tlie solidi of Justinuin II. At first, the 
prototype was e.>:actly and servilely reproduced; gradually 
the initial letter of the ducal name for tliu time being was 
inserted; and, lastly, \vc read on such coins tlie substi- 
tution of the duk<‘^s name and title in full i\>v those of 
Justiiiiau, though they never venture to discard the 
original and typical elllgy of that emptu’or for any closer 
resembiaiutc to the portrait of their living duk(.‘s,

The perfectly preserved brass coin, the drawing of which 
I send herewith, has been bought recently by a German 
traveller at Chani Makaru, near llelikc, and with it this 
ancient Ionic capital of Achaia, mentioned so early as the 
^^Iliad/^ appears for the first time in the series of the 
towns which struck coins. Perhaps the coin hands down 
to US; in the head of Poseidou; surrounded by a circle of 
waves, a copy of the brass statue of Poseidon Ilclikonios. 
This idol was considered so sacred, that the partaking of 
foreigners in the service of the temple was forbidden. 
Even the permission to copy the statue for another 
temple, when the lonians of Asia Minor came to ask 
for it, was withheld. This refusal provoked the god so 
that he destroyed his own sanctuary. The town was 
demolished in the year 373 a.c. (01. 101, 4) by an earth- 
quake, and swallowed by the ocean, 

The inscription can only be read from riglit to 
left, 3IA5I, for read from left to right, turning the 
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coin, it would give EVIK. But the second letter is 
not V : and even V, this ancient form of Lambda had 
ceased too soon for it to be found on a Greek brass coin, 
especially on a coin of so beautiful a style. This piece 
was certainly not coined long before the destruction of 
the town. 

Besides Coriuthus and Sicyon, there are but few towns 
of Achaia which had mints — ^Egira, iEgium, Patrse^ 
Pellene, Phlius ; and, under thtj domination of the Bomans, 
iEgira, yEgium, Bunt, Patrjc, Pclleue. Recently, some 
silver and brass coins, W’ith the inscription AY, have been 
attributed to Dyme, as W'cll as a dubious one coined 
under Augu^tus with C . I . A . 1) Y-M. (perhaps instead of 
C . I . A . 1)1 V^M. ?) Tlie coins Ikiyne Knight attributes 
to Peine, are of Amisun; those given to Uhypie, of 
llybastiui in Aiuilia. The coin deseribed in the Mag- 
uoncour (hitalogue, No. 281, m one of the Aehaei, with 
the inscription AXAUiN, in now in the royal cabinet at 
Berlin. It bears the iuscription AXAIQN HTMENEQN ; 
consequently, it is of Ihinuniia, in Phrygia.

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NOTE ON THE JLN T«TO NIKA AND ANAN^OSU 
TYPES OP TliE llEliACHAN DYNASTY. 

Since writing a description of a lioard of coins discovered 
in Cyprus^ I have found the views I there advocated sin- 
gularly confirmed hy the following passage in Mr. Plnlay^s 

Greece under the rLomans.-’^ This historian^ in speak- 
ing of the wholesale emigrations eliected hy the imperial 
caprice of Justinian llhmotiuotiiSj says : — 

Three years after the conclusion of peace with Abdal 
Melik, he (lUilnotmctiis) resolved to withdraw all the 
inliahilants from the half of the Island of (Jypnis, of 
which lie remained mastcTj in order to prevent the Chris- 
tians from becoming accuslonu'd to ike Saracm udndnLs- 
traiiou. The Cypriote population was transj)ortt;d to a 
new city near Cyzieus, which the emperor called aftc^r 
himself, J UKStiniauopolis/^ ^ 

Such testimony evidences the ready disposition of the 
Greek population to anmlgaimitii with their Saraeenie 
masters, and speaks voluunss for the e(|iiitable adminis- 
tration of the latter. We sul)mit, with the greatest 
respect for the autlu)rity of Al. d(i Saiihy, that such a 
passage is at variance with his reason for the attribution 
of the coin of Cyprus, engraved, PI, viii. No, in his 
excellent work on the Jlyzuntiue serujs. He ways, at 
p. 71 
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Cette lie (Cliypre) etant torabee au pouyoir des 
SaiTazins dans Taiinec VII. du regne de Constant II., 
comme Ic rapporte Cedrenus^ la piece est n&essairement 
d^lIcracliiTS, Martine ct IIcTaclius-Constantin/^ 

M. cic Saulcy is right in tliis attribution, but wi’ong in 
the reason be assigns for it, since the monogram of the 
elder llcTaclius— only indicated in lus engraving above 
tliG monetary Ivl on the reverse of tlie coin, but perfectly 
distinct in a Britisli llusouiri example — settles the point. 

Mr. I’inlay's hypotlu^sis for tlic origin of the types 
undcir consideration is well worthy of attention. 

^Mferaelins, ill the early part of tlic seventh centmy, 
first introiliicc'cl a Cinifk Icgciul, liN TOYTO NflCA, 
on the copper coins of rude fabric, which were probably

^riio only modi 11 cation to he siifif'cstod in this extract 
is to omit lli(> words “of rude fahricj” for certainly the 
coins Ilf tills type arc no ruder in general workmanship 
than the rest of the copper currency of the period. The 
sentence, as it reads uhove, would uluiost give one the 
impression of tliis having been issued as a pm;e de neces~ 
xili', and the fahrlt: would he aeeonlingly inferior, as that 
of the siegc-pieees of later times. The idea, however, of 
eonneeting the at)|)<‘aram;e of the liN TOY'I'O NIKA 
pieces with the I'l-rsiau campaigns of llcraeliua for paying 
tlie army nnd passing curront among tlm provinces conti- 
guous to the military operations, deserves a conspicuous 
place among the tlusiries propounded on the origin of 
this type. Siieh n type would be peculiarly appropriate 
in a war against the creseeut and the iidldels, thus

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re-adopting the labarum motto — translated^ however^ and 
thereby showing how essentially Greek the Empire had 
become. This supposition only disposes of half the dilB- 
cnlty, since the AnAN]^ 02IS part of these types does 
not agree well with Mr. Finlay's ingenious suggestion^ 
and would seem rather to indicate some fresh era inau- 
gurated by the accession of a new dynasty^ than the 
commencement of a war in the thirteenth year after that 
event,

ON THE IJIPEIUAL CONSUL A 11 ‘'DRESS.” 

[lU'ad before the Numismatic Society, November 21, 1861 ] 

Tt is doubtful wh other in the following remarks there 
may be anything that is really new ; yet, notwithstanding, 
1 am inolincd to think that there will be found some 
things that the generality of my readers do not know. 
My attention was principally called to the subject before 
you by the indiscriminate manner in which the form 
of the garment/^ as represented on the coins of the 
later emperors^ is described in ]\T. Cohen^s workj ^^Les 
Medailles Imperialcs.^' Either it is ^^the emperoris 
bust, covered with the paludamentnm and cuirass/' or it 
is varied by ^'bust with the imperial robe." It is my 
object here to lay before yon an account of the various 
drc.sscs used in the imperial period, and to show that 
the bust is not always covered with the paladamentum 
or the imperial robe. Besides, the term imperial robe" 
is very indefinite, and an appropriate name ought to be 
found for it. 

I may notice the extreme fondness, in ancient times, 
for fine and gaudy .robes. The following passages, ex- 
tracted from Homer, will illustrate this : —

The first ancient author who mentions sillc is Aristotle.^ 
It was manufactured at Cos as early as the fourth cen- 
tury B.c. Under the empire, the rage for silk garments 
was immense, and Tiberius was obliged to enact a law, 
ne vestis scrica viros foedaret.^’^ The beautiful material 
and fineness of the silk iu use, as also the flowered 
texture, is mentioned by an author su])poscd to bo con- 
temporary with those of the Augustan age.^ Afterwards, 
measures were adopted to restrict its use, but ifc was 
again revived by Caligula for both males and feinalcH.'* In 
the year a.d. 176, M. Aurelius sold his wih^’s silks in the 
forum of Trajan.'* 

Among tlic various names for the drc‘sses, and jiarts 
of the dresses, in use during the reigns of* Klngahalus, 
Severus Alexander, Aurelianus, Claudius IT., and Carimis, 
1 may mention the following ; —

fiist time tliai wc rind a diftcrence in the treatment of 
the bust is (as far as I am aware) under Gordianus Pius 
(Cohen, Ko. 192). Here is represented the tunica paU 
mataj and, above it, the toga pneteocta. These dresses 
may also be seen on the l)i’unze medallions of Treb. 
Gallus (Cohen, 80), A'olusiaiius (Cohen, 85), and other 
emperors. Some of the emperors arc represented togati 
on the reverses of their respective coins down to the 
reigns of Diotiletianus and Haxinuanus, on whose coins 
the word (>OMSVL appears on the reverse. On a coin 
of Maxiiuinus IL (Dassa) we first notice in the represen- 
tation of the emperor on the reverse an addition to thc- 
usual toga. It is in the shape of an ornameutul border 
over the left shouldcir, which probably represents the toga 
•pmUiMa. is further iucreased on a coin of Con- 

stantine the Great with the legend CONSVL.P.P. 
ntOCONSVL., engraved at PL xi. No. G. Here w^c 
liavc a n’prescntation something similar to that on the 
diptych of Flavius Felix (which I will mention presently), 
viss.j the under tunic, or suharmulh profimdus^ the tunica 
palmata^ and the irubvu (or lagn pradeii'ta)^ which is after- 
wards the lortim. 

It seisms to rno that the representation of the bust on 
coins of thc! Lower Empire may be divided into three 
elasscss : — 1, Ordinary, or civil; 2, Military; 8, Consular. 
First, tlie usual honours of the Augusti — the laurel 
wreath, the iXxiiiimif paliidume^itu^^^ cuirass, and spear, &c.;

On the famous gold medallion of Constantine the Great 
there is an excellent illustration of our subject; it may be

The best idea of what the consular dress really was, 
can be formed from what we find represented on the 
diptychs; which extend from a.I). 428 to a.d, 511, 

T’he helmet occurs for the first time on the coins of 
Gallienus. 

Jn the 3rd number of the Numismatic CnuoNinLE, N.S., 
vol. i. p. 161, there is a denarius of Carausius engraved, repre- 
senting the lonm over the cuirass,

'i’he Himiiarity of the pontifical dnjMH of the Popes i» pro- 
bably traditional from the impcrittl times.

and left shoulder; round over the right shoulder; and 
beneath the fold across the chest;^^ it comes above the 
fold across the chest;^^ seeming, as it were; joined to the 
embroidered robe, so that the hand of the emperor conies 
out from under it. 

Having now mentioned the various dresses, and various 
manners in which they are employed; there is left to 
determine which of all these embroidered robes was the 
most important. This I cannot do, from the aliscncc 
of authorities.^^ At any rate, from the various questions I 
have considered in this paper; I think some results can be 
drawn; and that I shall not be wrong in saying tliat the 
following were the consular dresses of the Lower Empire : — 

1. Subarmalis profimdm (under tunic!, not embroidered). 

2. Tunica palmata (ernliroidcred tunic). 

3. Lorum (first the trabea, the toy a proitexla^ or the 
clavuB lat%is,) 

My object has been to show my reasons for disagreeing 
with the description of M. Cohen in the case of the me- 
dallions of Gordianus PiuS; Trcb. GalluS; and Volusianus, 
their busts being described by him as ^^uvee paluclainent/^ 
or ^^palndanicnt richement ornc.^^ 

The subject might be much enlarged, but T have here 
merely treated it numismatieally.

From this I iuler that piee<‘sof 
this (h'seriptiou have been struck as money for the. army ; 
and in this particular iiistaiico, for thcj use of the troops of 
the district or city of Chang Cliow, which, n])on referem^e 
to an original map of China, I find to Ixi situutiul iu the 
jirovinee of Tahkun, the ueighliouring provim‘(^ to iliat iu 
whieli Canton is situated. In eorroboratioii of tliis sup- 
position I may mention that a similar pic(u*, one of those 
to whieli I have before alluded, was stamped with various 
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f*ouiitermarks^ one of which was Hee/^ the dcsigiiatioH 
of the military officer of a district. The word Ho^’ also ap- 
peared as a couiiierniark, and was very frequently repeated. 
Iffiis word means to agrec^ to siiit^ liarnionise 'with. Some 
of its compounds arc rendered to answer the purpose 
completely. It may tlnwefore have b(‘en used to imply 
tliat this piece would fully answer tlie pur 2 )osc for which 
it w''as intended. 

The second of these medals (PL xii. No. 2) presents^ on 
that which I shall call the obverse, a magnificent dragon, 
holding clouds in Ins talons. Beneath is +11 Shih-woo, 
the nimiher 15. On the reverse the Sun appears in the 
(‘cntrc, with the four following characters —

The first of these words, '^Ming/^ is composed of the 
characters signifying the sun and the moon, and signifies 
bright/^ glorious.^^ The second implies 

fate, destiny, lot, aiul the like. Together, they form tlie 
appellation of the monarch striking the money. The 
remaining words, Tung Paou/' arc the usual designation 
of money on Chinese coins, I am informed that this is a 
coin of Arman, where I presume it is current. Coins of 
this dcserij)tion, however, appear to be conunon in China, 
where, although forming no part of (he authorised cur- 
rency, they are frequently given as reward medals to 
children in schools. Another specimen which came 
under my observation was full of countermarhs, and as 
it was muclr worn, it had possibly hccu in circulation 
rather as bullion than as a recognised coin. With 
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respect to Chinese coantermarks^ I may mention that I 
have been informed that a gentleman had a Spanish dollar 
so full of them that scarcely any trace of the original 
devices could he made out. They were accounted for hy 
supposing that each person through whose hands this 
dollar had passed had stamped his peculiar mark upon it. 
I havCj however_, been iniahle to ascertain whether this is 
a general custom in China or not. 

The third piece (PL xii. No. 3) presents us, on the 
obverse, with the half-length figure of an old man with 
a long beard, holding a staff in one hand. This repre- 
sents the god of riches. There arc three inscriptions, one 
on each side of this figure, and one in two lines in front. 
One of these is —

relating to its veigM ; but I hare not been able to make 
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tlicse inscriptions out satisfactorily^ so as to give them 
in English denominations. The characters in which they 
are written approach to the form termed seal letters/^ 
which adds considerably to the difficulty of reading 
them. 

On tlie reverse is a kind of tripod^ or vessel on three 
feet^ with inscriptions in the ]Mongolian character^ wliich 
I have been informed imply the name of the Mongolian 
chief Jin Sung. There are also countermarks^ hut I have 
not been able to make them out satisfactorily. 

With respect to the values or Chinese designations of 
these pieces I have hitherto been unable to procure any 
information. Two of them appear to be coins of States 
bordering upon China; andj as those I have seen were 
procured either in Canton or the immediate neighbour- 
liood, and were said to be not uncommon^ they may pos- 
sibly circulate as bullion among the Chinese. Those now 
])efore you appear to have been struck ou blanks^ in the 
usual manner. Those of the other lot I have mentioned, 
were, as I before stated, evidently altered Spanish dollars.

We have here another volume iipuii the Aiicieut British 
Coinage, by the iiidefatigahle author of The Coins of Ouno- 
beline and of the Ancient Dritons,” puhlislieil in 18511. It 
may, however, be said to be altei' et uJcm, as the present work 
contains many of the same speculations, and precistdy the saiuu 
illustrations as those in the former vdIiuuc. 

Still, it must be confessed that there are some points ol' 
novelty about it, and one of these is a ghjssary of Celtic words, 
found, or au]>posed to he found, on Gaiilisli and British cuius, 
which contains much curious mutter, and ilisphiys a ctjusiderablc 
amount of varied reading and much etynudogicul ingenuity, 
in some cases exercised with surprising laddiiess. 'I'hc main 
object of the work seems to be to prove that tin*, names and 
inscrijitions on British coins are all merely titular. And, 
indeed, there is no doubt that the Celtic pru))i‘r nam(*s, the 
same as those of all other nations, had ori^'inally some inliereut 
meaning, and in some caBca were derived from the ])ersi>iial 
attributes of those who bore them, or were even juissihJy, to a 
certain extent, titular or significant of difierciil. jiuhlic functions 
— like the originals of many of our English surnames. But it 
by no means follows that these meanings can now he traced, 
nor that because any given name had originally some signiii- 
cance when ajipliecl to a person, the same of necessity held good 
in all subseq[uent eases where the name was used. It is not 
every Abraham who has been the father of a midtitude, nt>r has 
every Philip been attached to liorses, nor every Bobert heeu 
famous in council. 8till less is it likely that the same jirinee 
would apppear under a midtitude of different uames ujiun his 
coins as suggested by Mr, Poste; and wlicn wc inform our 
readers on Ids authority, that ‘‘ Caractaeus h/id eight distinet 
and different names, as it appears from history, inscrijjtioiis, 
coins, chronicles, and triads'* - (among wdiich the suiiposetl 
KERATIK and OEARATIC are included )— that Togoduumus 
had three (one of which was DVBNU VEU^AVNOS), and 
Adininius had four (among which were AMMINVB and 
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AEDEDOMAROS); we tliink that we have said eneugh on 
this head. 

It is almost needless to enter into the question of the attri- 
bution of the various elasses of British coins as propnimtled in 
this book, as they are much the same as those whiolx have 
already been advocated by Sir. Poste in his former volume, and 
also in his communications to the NuMiaM.vTiu Chisonicle— but 
une of his recent discoveries may be taken as a specimen. 

It is that Cunuheline honoured Huiccum, the cajatal city of 
the Jhiiceii, hy striking coins with their mime — the tribe of 
the Huiccii being, as Mr. Poste naiithj remarks, onlv men- 
tioned by Bede and the later chroniclers, and not hy iHolemy 
and Antoninua. Wq have, therefore, not only a new mint, but 
a new tribe, restored by numismatic evidence as interpreted bv 
Mr. Poste. Luckily, we have the moans of judging uf the 
value of this interpretation, The whole theory rests on a small 
gold coin of Cmioheliue, engraved by Pegge, with the legend 
AM . CV, or possibly CAM — CVN, on the obverse, instead of 
the ordinary CAM V, which is read as WICV hy Mr. Poste, 
and all this superstructure built upon it. 

There is one other question raised in the present work, which 
it \Yill ho well to notice; it is as to the forgery of ancient 
British coins. There is unfortunately but too good reason for 
caution in accepting some types as genuine, hut we cannot in 
any way understand whj" the beautiful little coin in the British 
Museum, inscribed ANDO (Niim. Chron., vol. xv. p. 80, No. 2) 
should he placed among those of doubtful authority, as it is 
beyond all question authentic. AVhy, too, should the gold coin 
of Ejniticcus (Num. Chron., vol. xx. p. 1) have doubts cast upon 
it, unless it be because it cannot be made to read CEA RATIO, 
so as to refer it to Cara ctacus ? But though ^Ir. Poste seems 
to be thus fastidious as to the coins which he thinks worthy to 
be admitted among the British series, we must confess onr 
surprise at finding the indisputahlv false coins with the legend 
VlUl BOD TASLT, or, as he prefers to read it, VREIS BOD 
T A SCI A, not only treated as genuine, hut forming the prin- 
cipal basis for hypotheses opposed to nearly all previous writers. 
That the authenticity of these coins was by no means above 
suspicion, was pointed out in the Num. Chron., vol. xx. p. 17d, 
hut this is entirely ignored in the present work. There is now 
no doubt whatever of their having been fabricated at or near 
the place of their pretended discovery in Suffolk. We need not 
enter into the circumstances under which this successful forgery 
was pei'petrated. Its success induces us to express a hope that 
the future theories of any writer on British coins may rest on 
a surer foundation,

Tins treati?e upon the curious ancient gold coinage of Southern 
Germany is reprinted from the Transactions of the Royal 
[Javarian Academy of Sciences/' and will be read with interest 
by all stiulents of the early Gaulish and Lritish coins. The 
name Uegea~bngen~Schn&elchen “ Rainbow- dishes,” [Patella* 
IrifUs]^ ap])lied to these ancient German coins, originates in thi^ 
popular traditiinr current in so many countries that a hoard of 
treasure or a crock of gold may he found if dug for at the exact 
spot whore a rainbow touches the earth. Indeed, so firm was 
the heliet that this was the case, or that the coins themselves 
had actiuilly fallen from heaven, that in the earlier works which 
treat of these coins, pains are taken to prove that the Rtgen^ 
bogen or II\mmel-)ScJiv sselchen, are not of heaveulv but of earthly 
origin. 

The bow -like figure which most of them hear on their con- 
cave side, may also have been supposed to prove their connec- 
tion wutli the rainbow ; wdiile their peculiarly dished shape fully 
justifies their name of Schusselch‘71, and shows their capability 
of receiving and retaining celestial influences. Goins of this 
class have been preserved as '‘lucky” for many years, and have 
gone d<*\vn as heir-loums in peasants’ families frum generation 
to generat'on ; bnt their special value wms for medicinal purposes 
w'licn used as an ingredient in ilranglits for fevers, by simply 
jJacing them in the cup.i 

’rhe immediate subject of the work now before us is a find of 
upwards oi a thousand gold coins which lately took place in the 
neighbourhood of Ingolstadt, a town on the Danube, a little 
above Ratisbnn. A detailed account is, how’ever, given of 
numerous other discoveries which have been made, principally 
to the south of the Upper Danube, between the Lake of Con- 
stance and the River Inn, but also in the tract of country between 
the Danube, the Rhino, and the IMaine, and occasionally in 
ix-diemia. Unlortunately none of the finds appear to have com- 
prised any Greek or Roman coins, by which a definite age 
could he assigned for their deposit. M. tftreber is inclined to 
regard them as having been struck by the Yindelici to the south of 
the Danube, and by Keltic tribes to the north ; bnt would ascribe 
them to the fourth, or even, in some cases, to the fifth century 
B.D. a degree ot antiiiiiity which we cannot hy any means oon-

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cede to them without further jiroof. \W can iianliy 
that any coinage origiuatQLl in this highly dished h ria and 
these barbarous devices ; and if the coinage were derived iVta.i 
some civilised source, its aiiti([uity cannot be nearly so greiu ih 
JJ r.

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washing opuratinns frenLUGiitly led to wars with the neighhonrin',^ 
tribes.
